Gentlemen  : — The  Ordinance  of  April  30,  1858,  ap- 
propriates five  hundred  dollars  for  the  expenses  of  a  Spe- 
cial Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  we  find  that  for  the 
special  officers  alone,  the  expense  has  been  four  hundred 
and  five  dollars,  which  leaves  but  ninety  five  dollars  to  pay 
Interpreter  and  Jurors.  We  have  a  Juror  List  returned  to 
this  office  amounting  to  $800.  Also,  there  is  on  said  return, 
the  names  of  several  Jurors  who  are  not  returned  for  any 
pay ;  in  reference  to  which  J.  Orlando  Tobias  says,  "  The 
names  that  have  not  been  carried  out  with  the  number  of 
days  have  not  been  s^yorn  to  ;  when  the  parties  appear  in 
Court,  and  swear  to  the  same,  a  certificate  will  be  sent  ap- 
proved by  the  Judge.''  There  appear  to  be  seventeen  in 
this  condition,  it  will,  therefore,  require  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $1,200  to  meet  that  expense. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
making  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  meals  for  Jurors,  inas- 
much as  the  appropriations  of  January  13th,  and  April 
30th,  1858,  are  both  exhausted,  (amount  $750.)  There  is 
a  Bill  now  due  of  over  two  hundred  dollars,  and  we  are  of 
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the  opinion  that  it  will  require  an  appropriation  of  about 
$1000  additional,  to  meet  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year.

The  Petition  of  the  subscriber,  a  citizen  of  Philadel- 
phia, respectfully  showeth  :  That  he  has  recently  invented 
a  new  and  useful  improvement  in  Municipal  Letter 
Boxes,  whereby  said  letter  boxes  are  readily  and  se- 
curely attached  to  the  lamp  posts  as  they  are  now  ordinarily 
constructed  and  erected  throughout  the  City,  and  for  which 
he  has  secured,  and  now  holds,  Letters  Patent,  bearino- 
date,  March  9th,  1858.  That  the  said  improvement  has 
been  exhibited  to  the  Post  Office  Department,  both  here 
and  at  Washington,  and  is  approved  by  them.  With  the 
view,  therefore,  to  its  introduction  into  use  in  this  City,  I 
respectfully  solicit  your  honorable  bodies  to  grant  the  priv- 
ilege of  attaching  said  letter  boxes  to  any  of  the  public 
lamp  posts,  within  the  delivery  of  the  Philadelphia  Post 
Office,  to  the  United  States,  represented  by  the  Postmaster 
of  Philadelphia,  should  an  arrangement  be  made  for  that 
purpose.  Drawings  showing  the  style  and  mode  of  at- 
taching said  letter  boxes  are  herewith  presented.  In  so- 
liciting the  right  herein  prayed  for,  your  petitioner  verily 
believes  that  the  letter  boxes,  when  introduced  by  the  Post 
Office  Department,  will  add  greatly  to  the  postal  facilities 
of  the  community ;  inasmuch  as  it  will  enable  all  citizens 
within  the  Post  Office  delivery,  however  remote  from  the 
Central  Office,  to  deposit  their  letters  in  said  boxes,  almost 
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at  their  own  doors,  and  to  have  said  letters  carried  thence, 
shortly  afterward,  and  mailed  or  delivered  in  the  City,  by 
the  agents  of  the  Post  Office.  It  will  be  much  safer 
and  better  than  the  present  plan,  by  the  location  of  tin 
letter  boxes,  in  hotels,  grocery  stores,  and  other  private 
places,  as  the  boxes  when  placed  on  the  lamp  posts,  say  at 
every  alternate  intersection  of  the  principal  streets,  would 
be  accessible  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  and  easily 
found  by  every  stranger  visiting  the  City. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  respectfully  prays  your  hon- 
orable bodies  to  enact  an  Ordinance,  granting  to  the  United 
States  the  right  to  attach  said  letter  boxes  to  the  lamp 
posts  aforesaid  for  postal  purposes  only.  And  your  peti- 
tioner, as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Gentlemen  : — Agreeably  to  the  Resolution  approved 
June  23rd,  1858,  I  beg  leave  to  report  the  Moyamensing 
Hose  Company  to  your  honorable  bodies  for  the  following 
reasons : 

On  the  night  of  the  28th  inst.,  a  fire  took  place  in  the 
Allegheny  House,  located  on  the  south  side  of  Market 
Street  above  Eighth,  and  while  the  Companies  were  in  ser- 
vice, the  Shiffler  Hose  Company  with  their  apparatus  came 
up  Eighth  Street  from  Chestnut,  without  any  extra  demon- 
stration usual  upon  such  occasions,  and  while  in  the  act  of 
crossing  Market  Street,  from  eight  to  twelve  pistol  shots 
were  fired  in  the  direction  of  their  (the  Shiffler's)  carriage. 
I  immediately  made  my  appearance  and  was  met  by  a 
member  of  the  Shifller,  whom  I  recognized  by  his  voice,  as 
their  President,  and  he  exclaimed,  "My  God,  Chief,  see 
how  we  are  shot  down."  I  then  proceeded  down  Eighth 
Street,  till  I  got  to  the  south  line  of  Market  Street,  I  there 
discovered  a  quantity  of  the  members  of  the  Moyamensing, 
with  a  large  crowd  of  persons  around  their  carriage,  that 
being  the  locality  from  which  the  shots  had  just  come  from, 
I  then  saw  a  man  jump  upon  the  tongue  of  the  Moyamen- 
sing's  carriage,  and  extinguish  the  light  in  their  signal 
lamp,  which  is  placed  over  their  bells.  I  immediately  ad- 
vanced towards  the  front  of  the  carriage,  and  remonstrated 
with  their  men  in  a  loud  voice,  by  saying,  that  it  looked 
very  bad  upon  their  part,  when  one  of  their  most  active 
members  exclaimed,  that  the  lamp  was  bursted.     I  imme- 
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diately  answered,  that  I  saw  no  defect  in  it,  and  insisted 
upon  its  being  lighted,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  if  such 
was  the  fact ;  the  lamp  was  lighted  again,  and  I  could  not 
see  or  discover  any  defect  in  it. 

These  circumstances  having  been  stated  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  City,  who,  after  a  few  moments'  deliberation  in- 
formed me  that  I,  as  Chief  Engineer,  would  be  justifiable 
in  suspending  the  Moyamensing  until  the  case  would  be  in- 
vestigated by  your  honorable  body.  I  have,  therefore,  sus- 
pended them,  and  noAV  submit  the  matter  for  your  consid- 
eration.

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  PldladeJplda. 

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact,  that  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties,  and  the  cause 
of  nine  out  of  every  ten  of  them,  is  occasioned  by  the  mobs 
of  men  and  boys  running  with  the  different  Fire  Compa- 
nies to  fires  and  false  alarms,  and  the  members  of  the 
different  Companies  being  unable  to  control  them.  If  we  had 
protection  upon  the  fire  ground,  by  placing  ropes  around 
it,  and  the  ropes  to  take  in  all  the  Engine  Companies,  and 
let  no  person  in  who  was  not  equipped,  or  who  had  not  the 
badge  of  his  company  with  him,  it  would  remedy  the  evil ; 
for  instance,  look  back  at  the  fires  at  the  Ledger  and  As- 
sembly Buildings,  Marshal  Keyser  had  ropes  outside  of 
all  the  companies,  and  was  there,  and  at  nearly  all  other 
fires,  and  kept  the  police  there  to  guard  the  ropes,  then  the 
firemen  could  work. 

If  a  few  of  these  runners,  and  persons  that  would  not 
leave  when  requested,  were  sent  to  Moyamensing  Prison 
for  a  few  days,  the  evil  would  cease  ;  let  one  or  more  of  our 
Police  Magistrates  be  designated  for  the  different  districts, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  commit  such  persons  arrested. 

I  would  suggest  a  Proclamation  to  be  issued,  and  be 
published,  and  placed  in  the  house  of  every  Cooapany,  fore- 
warning all  persons  not  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department, 
and  all  persons  not  wearing  a  badge  not  to  go  inside  the 
30 
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ropes  under  the  penalty  of  such  law  as  your    honorable 
bodies  may  suggest.

Gentlemen  : — Agreeably  to  the  Ordinance  re-organ- 
izing the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I 
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beg  leave  to  report  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  Fairmount 
Engine  Company  for  the  following  reasons  : 

During  the  fire  which  took  place  on  Monday  afternoon 
last,  in  Ninth  Street,  between  Race  and  Vine  Streets,  I  ar- 
rested a  young  man  for  disorderly  conduct,  and  for  inciting 
to  riot,  and  while  I  had  him  in  charge,  there  was  an  effort 
made  by  the  mob,  said  to  be  composed  of  runners  and 
members  of  the  Fairmount  Engine  Company,  to  rescue  him  ; 
and  after  being  roughly  handled,  and  even  struck,  the  Ser- 
geant of  the  Fourteenth  Ward  came  to  my  assistance,  when 
I  handed  my  prisoner  over  to  him,  remarking  that  I  had 
my  eye  upon  the  person  who  struck  me,  and  for  him  to 
look  sharp,  as  the  mob  would  rescue  his  prisoner.  I  then 
left  and  secured  the  man  who  struck  me,  and  while  taking 
hira  towards  Vine  Street,  and  when  outside  of  the  mob,  a 
person  who,  I  was  afterwards  told,  belonged  to  the  Fair- 
mount,  came  to  me,  and  remarked,  if  I  would  let  the  person 
whom  I  had  in  charge  go,  he  would  be  responsible  for  his 
appearance  in  the  morning.  I  told  him  that  I  was  not  ac- 
quainted with  him  and  could  not ;  he  then  informed  me  that 
he  was  a  brother  of  a  particular  friend  of  mine,  and  that 
the  prisoner  was  his  brother,  and  he  was  not  of  sound 
mind ;  after  which,  I  let  him  go,  remarking  that  a  crazy 
person  should  not  be  in  such  a  place,  or  be  a  runner  of  any 
company. 

I  was  then  informed  by  the  Sergeant  that  about  a 
dozen  of  equipped  members  of  the  Fairmount  had  left  their 
Engine,  and  rescued  his  prisoner  whilst  yet  upon  the  fire 
ground,  and  had  used  him,  and  another  policeman  who  had 
come  to  assist  him,  very  badly,  which  is  set  forth  in  the 
accompanying  afiidavit. 

I  am  not  aware  that  the  above  cause  is  sufficient  to 
sustain  a  suspension  of  the  said  Company,  there  being  a 
diversity  of  opinion  with  regard  to  legal  authority  sought 
for  and  obtained  by  me.  I  therefore  submit  the  case  for 
your  consideration  or  further  instructions.

Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  a  Resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  passed  this  day,  I  herewith  enclose  a 
copy  of  a  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Board.

The  Sanitary  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Report  and  Resolutions : 

The  Committee  in  pursuance  of  their  duties,  visited 
the  City  Hospital  on  Friday  afternoon,  the  9th  inst. 

The  Board,  perhaps  will  be  surprised  to  learn,  that  al- 
though we  found  the  building  in  a  good  and  cleanly  condi- 
tion, as  far  as  it  can  be  so  kept,  by  the  attentive  Matron 
and  her  assistants,  yet,  that  it  is  entirely  unfit,  and  unsafe 
for  a  nursery  for  the  sick,  in  consequence  of  the  accumula- 
tion of  water  in  the  cellar,  and  in  stagnant  and  putrid  pools 
surrounding  the  house. 

The  grading  and  filling  up  of  the  streets,  has  left  the 
building  on  low  ground,  and  at  the  same  time,  has  enclosed 
the  property  by  a  complete  barrier   to  the    escape   of  the 
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water,  the  result  is,  that  instead  of  a  Hospital,  for  the  use 
and  cure  of  persons  suffering  from  disease,  the  City  is  fos- 
tering in  its  midst,  a  nuisance  under  the  authority  and 
management  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  threatens  to 
be  the  fruitful  source  of  the  very  evils  which  it  was  de- 
signed by  the  creation  of  this  body  to  prevent. 

The  Committee  are  entirely  unable  to  apply  a  remedy 
to  this  condition  of  things,  they  deem  it  altogether  inex- 
pedient to  recommend  the  expenditure  of  any  money,  for 
the  purpose  of  filling  up  or  drainage,  they  therefore  submit 
the  whole  matter  to  the  Board,  and  ask  their  instructions. 

In  order  that  the  members  may  fully  comprehend  the 
position  of  this  body,  and  its  relation  to  the  City  Councils, 
in  connection  with  the  City  Hospital,  the  Committee  bei^ 
leave  to  refer  briefly  to  some  facts  with  regard  to  sale  o? 
the  City  Property. 

The  Ordinance  for  the  sale  of  the  property  belongino- 
to  the  City,  provided  that  from  the  funds  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  Hospital  lot,  there  should  be  appropriated 
enough  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building,  and  a  lot 
was  purchased  for  that  purpose,  some  legal  difficulties  arose, 
and  the  measure  was  never  consummated,  so  that  the  Board 
of  Health  is  left  without  the  means  of  carryino-  out  one  of 
its  most  imperative  duties,  and  the  City  is  left  without  any 
advantage  from  the  sale  of  the  property,  not  being  able  to 
give  the  purchasers  possession. 

Now  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it  is  not  only 
the  duty,  but  the  interest  of  the  Council,  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  building  of  a  new  City  Hospital,  to  this 
Department  of  the  City  Government,  it  is  a  positive  neces- 
sity, which  can  no  longer  be  evaded  or  postponed,  inasmuch 
as  wc  cannot  repair  the  one  we  have,  or  for  any  certain  or 
continued  time,  keep  possession  of  it.  The  Committee 
offer  the  following  Resolutions  : 

JR^esolved,  That  the  City  Hospital  is  no  longer  a  fit 
place  far  the  use  of  the  sick,  by  reason  of  water  in  the 
cellar,  and  stagnant  and  putrid  pools  surrounding  the  house. 
Resolved,  That  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  in 
which  the  property  is  placed,  it  is  not  expedient  or  proper 
to  expend  any  money  in  filling  up,  drainage,  or  repairs  of 
any  kind. 

Resolved,  That  an  urgent  demand  be  made  by  this 
33  -^ 
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Board  upon  the  City  Councils,  to  carry  out  their  purpose 
at  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the  Hospital  lot,  by  making  an 
appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building,  on  the 
lot  purchased  for  that  purpose,  on  the  Lamb  Tavern  Ptoad.

Resolved,  "  That  the  attention  of  the  proper  authori- 
ties having  the  same  in  charge,  be  called  to  the  fact 
through  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City,  with 
a  request  that  they  use  all  the  power  in  them  vested  to 
have  the  same  at  once  purified  and  cleaned."

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — I  would  respectfully  solicit  authority 
to  appoint  eight  additional  Clerks  in  this  Department. 
The  number  now  employed  as  Receiving  Clerks  are  five, 
and  one  Search  Clerk. 

Prior  to  April  1,  1858,  there  were  fourteen,  on  that 
date  the  number  was  reduced  by  a  Joint  Resolution  of 
Councils  to  ten,  and  on  1st  of  May,  to  six. 

In  order  to  conduct  the  business  of  this  Department 
properly,  it  is  essential  the  number  should  be  fourteen. 
During  the  year  1854,  and  a  portion  of  1855,  there  were 
sixteen,  since  that  period,  excepting  a  short  time  in  1857, 
and  since  the  1st  of  April  last,  there  has  been  fourteen. 

It  is  requisite  that  there  should  be  twelve  Receiving 
Clerks  in  the  olTice  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Chestnut 
Streets,  each  having  charge  of  two  wards,  whose  duties  are 
more  extensive  than  formerly,  having  to  make  out  a  de- 
tailed return  of  the  amount  of  the  Taxes  received  daily 
from  each  person  to  the  City  Controller,  in  accordance  with 
the  construction  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  relative  thereto 
by  the  late  City  Solicitor,  one  Clerk  to  attend  to  searches 
and  to  furnish  and  file  bills  for  property  sold  by  the  Sher- 
iff, also  one  Register  Clerk,  to  register  all  unpaid  or  de- 
linquent taxes  after  the  15th  of  January  in  each  year  ;  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  1st 
day  of  April,  1858,  to  furnish  lists  and  bills  of  all  delin- 
quents or  unpaid  taxes  against  Real  Estate  of  two  years 
standing,  for  the  City  Solicitor. 

The  unexpected  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  Clerks 
for  the  year  1858,  exceeds  the  amount  required  for  the  pay- 
ment of  those  additional  Clerks  §383  56.  I  would  re- 
spectfully suggest  the  propriety  of  the  passage  of  a  Sup- 
plementary Ordinance  by  your  honorable  bodies,  fixing  the 
number  of  Clerks  in  this  Department  permanently.  The 
immense  pecuniary  responsibility  devolving  upon  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes,  and  the  very  small  emolument  received  by 
him,  requires  that  his  interests,  and  the  interest  of  the  pub- 
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lie  should  be  properly  protected.  He  cannot  expect  to 
procure  the  services  of  efficient  and  reliable  Clerks  ap- 
pointed for  a  limited  portion  of  the  year  for  the  meagre 
salary  of  $850  per  annum,  who  are  required  to  furnish 
bonds  with  approved  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duty  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  bonds 
cannot  be  cancelled,  or  sureties  released,  until  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  Receiver's  term  of  office. 

Although  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Clerks, 
during  two  or  three  months  of  the  year,  could  be  executed 
by  a  less  number  than  those  required,  yet  it  is  unreasonable 
to  expect  that  men  of  integrity  and  capacity  would  accept 
positions  involving  so  much  risk  and  responsibility,  (they 
being  accountable  for  all  errors  and  spurious  funds  re- 
ceived by  them,)  for  only  a  limited  portion  of  the  year,  in 
private  business  departments,  such  conditions  for  employ- 
ment would  not  be  entertained. 

By  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  16, 1857,  the  duty 
is  enjoined  upon  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  make  out  and 
furnish  to  each  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a 
duplicate  of  the  last  assessment  of  the  personal  taxes  for 
each  Ward,  filed  in  the  City  Commissioners  Office,  which 
will  number  some  sixty-three. 

The  duplicates  are  required  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Alderman  prior  to  the  ensuing  election,  which  will 
be  impossible  for  the  Receiver  to  have  done  with  his  pres- 
ent number  of  Clerks.

of  the  Gitif  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — LegislSttion  is  needed  upon  the  subject 
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of  the  sale  of  real  estate  under  proceedings  for  the  re- 
covery of  registered  taxes,  municipal  claims,  and  other 
charges  of  the  city. 

The  present  law  is  inadequate  to  protect  the  City  from 
loss,  when  a  sale  of  property,  upon  which  these  claims  are 
liens,  is  resorted  to  for  their  recovery. 

The  eleventh  section  of  the  act  of  the  13th  of  May, 
1856,  provides  that  "  all  sales  for  registered  taxes,  muni- 
cipal claims,  assessments  for  removing  nuisances  or  other 
charge  assessed  by  the  City  on  real  estate,  shall  be  subject 
to  redemption  by  the  owner  at  any  time  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  acknowledgment  of  the  Sheriff's  deed 
therefor,  upon  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  charges,  and 
twenty  per  cent,  on  the  amount  for  which  the  property  had 
sold." 

Property  sold  subject  to  such  a  condition,  is  likely  to  be 
purchased  by  speculators  or  agents  of  the  owners  only. 
The  result  is,  that  is  sold  at  a  price  not  sufficient  to  pay 
costs,  while  the  claim  of  the  City  is  entirely  lost. 

I  can  see  but  one  remedy,  short  of  an  act  of  assembly 
repealing  this  right  of  redemption,  and  that  is,  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  8th  of  July,  1858,  to 
sales  for  registered  taxes,  municipal  claims,  expenses  of 
removing  nuisances,  and  all  charges  for  which  the  City  has 
a  lien  on  real  estate. 

The  Ordinance  referred  to,  authorizes  the  Commissioner 
of  City  Property,  under  the  instruction  of  the  City  Solici- 
tor, to  purchase  property  sold  under  proceedings  on  mort- 
gages, at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  mort- 
gage. 

If  such  a  power  of  purchase  was  given  them,  the  owners 
of  property  would  in  general  take  care  that  the  City  did 
not  become  a  purchaser. 

Under  the  present  system,  a  sale  by  the  City  often  be- 
comes a  very  easy  way  of  removing  municipal  liens,  by  a 
purchase  of  the  property  for  the  owner  at  a  sum  much 
below  the  City's  claim. 

Whether  the  City  should  or  should  not  purchase,  ought 
to  be  discretional,  as  it  might  cause  loss  to  the  City  if  a 
purchaser  was  required  in  all  cases.  It  should  only  be 
made  when  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  City  so  to  do. 

I  would   also  in  this   connection  beg   leave  to   call  the 
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attention  of  Councils  to  a  matter  with  reference  to  the 
registered  taxes  returned  to  this  office.  Many  thousands 
of  dollars  of  these  unpaid  taxes  of  the  years  of  1854,  ^55^ 
and  '56,  assessed  on  real  estate,  are  in  this  department  for 
collection. 

To  enable  us  to  collect  them  by  a  sale  of  the  real  estate, 
we  must  have  a  description  of  the  property,  which  can  only 
be  furnished  by  the  District  Surveyors.  This  department 
has  been  unable,  except  to  a  very  limited  extent,  to  obtain 
such  descriptions,  and  thus  this  very  important  part  of  our 
duty  has  been  thereby  retarded. 

1  have  called  the  attention  of  Councils  to  these  matters, 
in  accordance  with  what  I  believe  to  be  the  duty  of  a  head 
of  a  department,  who  finds  in  the  organization  or  operation 
of  that  department,  any  defect  which  he  conceives  to  be 
within  the  power  of  Councils  to  remedy.

Gentlemen: — There  has  been  received  at  this  De- 
partment, an  Ordinance,  approved  Sept.  9th,  1858,  enti- 
tled, "An  Ordinance,  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,  and  Cleansing 
the  City— 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  Twenty-two 
Thousand  Dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,  and 
Cleansing  the  City,  for  the  Building  of  Wing  Walls  to 
Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  and  the  repairs  to  Bridges." 

A  question  has  arisen  between  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  and  the  Department,  as  to  whether  this  ap- 
propriation is,  or  is  not  confined  to  repairs  upon  Girard 
Avenue  Bridge  alone ;  the  controversy  is  based  upon  the 
closing  words  of  the  Ordinance,  "and  repairs  to  Bridges,'' 
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which,  it  is  contended  by  the  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
opens  the  appropriation  to  claims  for  repairs  to  other 
bridges.  The  position  taken  by  this  Department  is,  that 
that  the  appropriation  is  based  upon  an  estimate  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyors,  for  repairs  to  Girard 
Avenue  Bridge,  of  twenty-one  thousand  nine  hundred 
dollars,  and  was  for  this  bridge  alone.  It  is  therefore  most 
respectfully  asked  of  your  body,  that  you  interpret  the 
Ordinance,  and  if  the  appropriation  be  intended  for  other 
purposes  than  repairs  to  Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  that  the 
bill  be  so  itemized  that  this  Department  can  watch  expen- 
ditures upon  each  item.

Gentlemen  : — The  items  in  the  appropriation  to  the 
Law  Department  for  stationery  and  blank  books,  miscel- 
laneous expenses,  advertising  and  posting  notices  of  plans 
and  surveys,  and  for  printing,  are  exhausted. 

The  appropriation  for  stationery  and  blank  books  for 
this  year,  was  $300.  This  sum  was  expended  before  I  en- 
tered upon  the  duties  of  this  office.  May  13th,  save  the 
sum  of  $48.24.  The  supply  of  stationery  on  hand  at 
that  time  was  very  scanty. 

This  balance  I  chiefly  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
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certain  dockets  and  blank  books,  essentially  requisite  to 
the  systematic  working  of  the  Department. 

The  appropriation  for  the  miscellaneous  expenses  of 
the  Department,  was  $250.00,  of  which  I  found  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $75.47.  With  economy,  I  think  $100 
in  each  of  these  items  will  meet  our  wants  for  the  year. 

The  appropriation  for  printing  has  been  exhausted,  by 
reason  of  our  requiring  so  large  a  number  of  blanks  in  the 
filing  of  liens  for  registered  taxes.  I  think  $50.00  addi- 
tional will  answer  in  this  item.  For  advertising  and  post- 
ing notices  of  plans  and  surveys,  I  would  suggest  the  ad- 
ditional sum  of  $200.00. 

The  appropriation  to  this  Department  for  Sheriffs 
costs  will  not  all  be  needed,  I  would  therefore  suggest  a 
transfer  from  that  item  to  the  items  above  mentioned. 

No  appropriation  has  been  made  to  this  Department' 
to  meet  the  expenses  incident  to  the  collection  of  the  re" 
gistered  taxes,  which  we  by  law  are  required  to  collect. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  directs,  that  before  suit  shal' 
be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  said  taxes,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  publication  in  Iwo  daily  newspapers. 

I  cannot  now  tell  what  amount  will  be  required  for 
that  purpose.  It  will  to  a  great  extent  depend  upon  our 
ability  to  obtain  descriptions  of  property  from  the  District 
Surveyors.  We  are  filing  liens  as  rapidly  as  we  can  obtain 
descriptions.  Allow  me  again  to  urge  upon  you  the  great 
need  of  an  Ordinance  enjoining  the  District  Surveyors  to 
furnish  descriptions  of  the  real  estate  against  which  taxes 
have  been  assessed  remaining  unpaid. 

I  believe  when  owners  of  real  estate  find  that  the  City 
will  sell  their  property  to  recover  her  unpaid  taxes,  and 
also  bid  it  up  to  the  amount  of  her  demand  and  costs,  they 
will  exhibit  an  anxiety  to  discover  and  pay  the  same, 
which  we  will  in  vain  look  for  under  our  present  system  of 
collection. 

As  is  here  suggested,  some  one  on  behalf  of  the  City 
must  be  authorized  to  bid  the  property  to  the  amount  of 
the  City's  claim,  or  the  Sheriff's  sale  will  wipe  out  the  tax 
without  adding  a  dollar  to  the  City's  treasury. 
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For  an  Ordinance  of  this  character  I  have  urgently 
asked,  and  permit  me  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
matter.  Now  when  the  City  is  suflfering  from  an  exhausted 
treasury,  when  a  resort  to  a  loan  to  meet  the  ordinary  ex- 
penditures of  the  year  is  necessary,  attention  to  this 
subject  would  certainly  be  well-timed. 

I  suppose  an  appropriation  of  about  $2000.00  will  be 
sufficient  to  make  the  publications  required  in  the  proceed- 
ings for  the  collection  of  the  unpaid  taxes.

Gentlemen  : — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
difficulty  that  exists  in  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  and  request  your  attention  to  the  same,  for  the 
purpose  of  allowing  me  the  privilege  of  having  some  power 
over  it  when  required. 

The  second  section  oi  an  Ordinance,  approved  March 
17,  1856,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  care 
and  management  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph," 
is  as  follows:  'The  said  Superintendent  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  have  charge  of,  and  manage,  for  its  ap- 
propriate use,  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,'  &c. 

You  will  therefore  perceive  from  this,  that  the  Tele- 
graph is,  to  some  extent,  under  my  control,  and  although 
such  is  the  fact,  strange  to  say,  all  my  orders  are  disre- 
garded. 

A  fire  took  place  this  morning,  on  Callowhill  Street, 
near  Twenty-fourth  Street,  and  although  the  alarm  came 
from  an  operator  at  the  office  of  the  Spring  Garden  Gas 
Works,  located  in  that  vicinity,  and  was  received  at  the 
Central  Station,  the  operator  at  that  place  refused  to  have 
the  State  House  Bell  struck. 

I  hope,  therefore,  your  honorable  bodies  will  refer  the 
matter  to  a  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
the  same.

25,  1858,  tlie  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works  was 
authorized  to  draw  warrants  as  follows:

Since  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  Resolution,  to 
wit :  On  the  9th  of  Sept.,  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  approved 
an  Ordinance,  "  To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  supplying  the  city  with  water,"  appropriating 
seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and 
thirteen  cents,  ($17,557  13,)  to  certain  items,  and  "the 
further  sum  of  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four 
dollars   and  fifty-two  cents,  ($9,864  52,)  to  certain  items. 
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The  major  part  of  this  further  appropriation  is  to  items 
named  in  a  former  clause  of  the  Bill,  and  this  Department 
is  in  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  Ordinance,  whether  it 
was  the  intention  of  Councils  to  appropriate  the  whole 
amount  of  twenty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  ($27,421  65,)  or  only  the 
amount  ($17,557  13)  named  in  the  former  clause  of  the 
bill  ;  besides  this,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works 
admits  that  th'e  items  stated  above,  under  the  Resolution  of 
June  25,  are  included  in  the  last  clause  of  the  Bill  of  the 
9th  of  September ;  but  nothing  is  said  in  the  Bill  of  the 
repeal  of  the  resolution  of  June  25,  and  as  this  Department 
is  to  follow  the  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  of  Councils, 
rather  than  the  statements  of  the  Heads  of  the  Depart- 
ments, the  door  is  opened  to  a  larger  expenditure  than 
might  be  intended  by  Councils. 

There  is  also  this  objection  to  the  system  opened  by 
this  Ordinance  of  September  9,  that  it  makes  auibiguity 
and  needless  intricacy  in  this  Department,  by  requiring 
two  accounts  to  be  opened  with  certain  items  of  the  same 
appropriation,  when  if  the  bills  are  just  and  correct,  they 
might  just  as  well  be  charged  to  one,  and  the  same  account 
in  the  same  item.  Again,  by  a  Resolution  approved  Sept. 
14,  1858,  "  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  Item  No.  35  of  an  appropri- 
ation made  to  that  Department,  approved  January  25, 
1858,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
to  pay  for  labor  and  materials  contracted  for  the  month  of 
August,  and  which  may  be  conti'acted  for  in  September, 
October,  and  November;''  by  reference  to  the  original  ap- 
propriation of  January  25,  1858,  a  proviso  to  item  35 
limits  the  expenditure  to  not  more  than  four  hundred  dol- 
lars in  any  one  month;  and  the  question  now  is  with  this 
Department,  "  Does  this  Resolution  of  September  14th 
repeal  the  proviso  recited  above,  and  allow  the  Department 
of  Water  to  draw  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars, 
or  an  unlimited  amount  per  month  ?  or  does  it  intend  to 
reduce  the  drafts  of  the  Water  Department  to  only  three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  per  month?"  If  this  last 
is  the  intention  of  Councils,  the  Resolution  does  not  say 
so,  or  limit  the  amount  of  the  fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  be 
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expended  in  any  given  time ;  and  hence,  if  this  Depart- 
ment were  to  act  under  the  naked  resolution  of  September 
14,  the  whole  fifteen  hundred  dollars  might  be  drawn 
during  the  current  month. 

It  is  therefore  most  respectfully  asked  of  your  body 
that  these  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  may  be  interpreted, 
and  if  the  Resolution  of  June  25th  is  repealed,  because  of 
its  items  being  included  in  the  Ordinance  of  September  9, 
let  the  Resolution  be  formally  repealed.  It  is  most  re- 
spectfully suggested  that  much  trouble  and  confusion  might 
be  saved  in  these  matters,  if  the  Committees  framing  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions  to  appropriate  money,  would  confer 
with  this  Department,  as  well  as  with  the  head  of  the 
Department  for  which  the  appropriation  is  intended  to  be 
made.

Gentlemen: — Agreeably  to  existing  Ordinances,  re- 
gulating the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
I  have  suspended  the  Hope  and  Franklin  Engine  Compa- 
nies, for  rioting  during  an  alarm  of  fire  which  prevailed  on 
Thursday  evening  last,  the  23d  inst.,  and  for  endangering 
the  lives  of  our  citizens  by  running  through  the  streets 
■when  there  is  no  necessity  for  their  so  doing.  I  have  also 
suspended  the  Niagara  Hose  Company,  for  inciting  to  riot 
by  running  their  apparatus  into  that  of  the  Southwark  En- 
gine Company,  in  Chestnut  Street,  during  an  alarm  of  fire 
which  prevailed  on  Monday  evening  last,  the  27th  instant, 
about  nine  o'clock.  I  therefore  submit  the  above  named 
Companies  for  your  consideration.  As  it  appears  there  is 
a  disposition  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Companies  to  resist 
my  authority,  and  break  down  the  laws  of  the  Department, 
by  rioting  and  acting  disorderly,  it  is  my  determination, 
with  your  co-operation,  to  put  an  end  to  it.  And  I  would 
recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  disbandment  of 
the  above  Companies.  In  my  judgment,  it  is  the  only 
course  to  pursue  to  make  the  Department  a  useful  ornament 
to  society.  The  services  of  these  Companies  can  easily  be 
dispensed  with,  as  there  will  still  be  enough  apparatus  in 
their  District  for  all  necessary  purposes.

City  Controller's  Office, 
Philadelphia,  Sept  23,  1858. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Since  assuming  the  duties  of  City  Con- 
troller, and  becoming  familiar  with  the  duties  of  the  office, 
the  following  ideas  have  suggested  themselves  to  me,  and 
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are  submitted  for  the   consideration   and  actiun   of  your 
bodj. 

1st.  an  Ordinance  should  be  passed  requiring  each  and 
every  Department  of  the  City  Government  to  make,  to 
the  Controller,  a  detailed  report  of  every  matter  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection. 

2nd.  An  Ordinance  should  be  passed  to  further  define 
the  duties  of  the  City  Solicitor,  requiring  him  to  keep  in 
his  department  a  docket  of  all  cases  in  his  hands,  showing 
from  what  Department  the  claim  issued,  against  whom  ac- 
tion is  brought,  the  amount  of  said  claim,  and  how,  or  for 
■what  purposes  it  is  made  ;  and  in  cases  where  suit  is  brought 
against  the  city,  his  dockets  should  show  upon  what  claim 
the  suit  is  founded;  if  brought  upon  warrants,  it  should  show 
the  Department  from  which  said  warrant  or  warrants  issued, 
the  number,  date,  and  amount  of  each  warrant,  and  to  whom 
issued;  suits  brought  for  or  against  the  city  should  be  cor- 
rectly numbered  upon  his  docket,  and  when  correctly  made 
up  a  duplicate  of  the  same  should  be  put  in  the  office  of 
the  Controller,  after  which  time  the  Solicitor  should  be  re- 
quired to  make  a  Aveekly  report  in  detail  to  the  Controller 
showing  all  subsequent  cases  put  in  his  hands,  the  Depart- 
ment from  whence  they  issue,  the  nature  and  amount  of  the 
claim,  and  what  number  it  bears  upon  the  docket  in  his 
office ;  when  claims  are  collected  by  the  said  Solicitor  and 
paid  into  the  City  Treasurer,  he,  the  Solicitor,  should  be 
required  to  make  a  report  to  the  Controller's  Department 
of  the  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  Treasurer,  showing 
from  what  claim,  of  what  department,  and  the  docket 
number  of  said  claim,  from  which  said  money  has  been  re- 
ceived, how  much  received  on  account  of  claim,  or  if  in  full, 
how  much  for  costs,  and  how  much  for  interest. 

The  necessity  of  such  an  ordinance  as  this,  must  be 
apparent  to  every  member  of  Councils,  when  the  fact  is 
stated  that  this  department  holds  no  check  upon  the  So- 
licitor's office,  and  knows  nothing  of  any  matter  placed  in 
his  hands  except  such  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  meagre 
report  of  what  is  handed  to  the  City  Treasurer ;  for  instance, 
the  amount  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Health  for 
removing  nuisances,  has  real  estate  security  for  its  reim- 
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bursments  to  the  City  Treasury,  but  this  office  has  no 
means  of  knowing  if  the  amount  is  or  is  not  collected,  or 
whether  it  is  paid  by  the  Health  Officer  or  the  Solicitor, 
and  the  same  thing  might  be  instanced  of  other  Depart- 
ments, say  of  Water  and  of  Taxes. 

3rd.  In  order  that  the  Controller's  Department  may 
be  a  proper  check  upon  the  Aldermen  of  the  City,  an  or- 
dinance should  be  passed  requiring  the  Aldermen  to  file, 
within  fifteen  days,  in  the  Controller's  Department  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  their  certificates  of  election,  stating  at  the 
same  time  where  their  offices  are  located,  and  in  case  of 
any  change  in  their  localities,  the  same  shall  be  duly  noti- 
fied to  the  City  Controller  within  fifteen  days  of  such 
change  ;  they  should  also  be  required  to  report  at  least  once 
a  week  whether  or  not  they  have  collected  any  fines,  costs, 
or  penalties  payable  to  the  treasury  of  the  city,  and  on 
the  payment  of  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer,  they 
should  report  it  to  this  Department  in  detail. 

This  Ordinance  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  fact  that 
the  Controller  has  no  party  to  whom  he  can  look  for  a  cor- 
rect list  of  the  aldermen,  where  they  are  located,  and  when 
their  commissions  expire ;  hence  he  cannot  watch  the  in- 
come of  the  City  from  this  Department  so  sedulously  as  the 
law  creating  his  Department  seems  to  require. 

4th.  In  this  Department  no  record  is  made  of  the  al- 
lowances made  by  the  City  Commissioners  from  the  tax  du- 
plicate of  any  given  year,  and  hence  there  is  a  liability  of 
a  mistake  being  made  in  the  provision  for  the  year  by  a  ne- 
glect to  take  into  account  and  deducting  from  the  amount 
of  the  apparent  city  revenue,  the  allowances  made,  and  to 
be  deducted  from  the  tax  duplicate,  it  seems  necessary 
therefore  to  make  the  books  of  the  Controller's  Department 
agree  with  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and  the  tax  duplicate, 
as  corrected  by  the  deduction  of  allowances.  That  an 
Ordinance  be  passed  requiring  the  City  Commissioners  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  allowances  made  upon  the  taxes  as 
returned  ;  stating  the  amount  assessed,  the  amount  of  the 
allowance,  the  locality  of  the  property  and  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  reputed  owner  ;  and  to  file  a  copy  of  the  same 
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in  this  {lepartment  within  ten  days  after  the   expiration   of 
the  time  fixed  by  law  in  which  said  allowances  may  be  made. 

5th.  This  Department  finds  very  great  difficulty  to 
keep  its  account  of  "  Interest  paid  on  City  Loan"  correctly, 
because  of  the  manner  in  which  these  payments  are  report- 
ed by  the  City  Treasurer  to  this  Department,  who  keeps  his 
books,  in  accordance  with  his  reports,  merging  interest 
paid  on  loans  of  all  periods  into  the  current  year;  and 
hence  he  nor  this  Department  can  tell  what  amount  of  in- 
terest due  at  any  given  time  has  been  paid,  and  how  much 
yet  remains  to  be  paid  ;  for  instance,  by  reference  to  the 
Controller's  Report  in  the  "•  outstanding  warrants  of  1856," 

He  reports  as  claims  for  interest  due  and  un- 
paid to  July  1,  1856,  the  amount  of  $51,119  49 
The  City  Treasurer's  books  show  the  amount    11,877  46 


Making  a  discrepancy  between  the  Dep'tmts,  $39,242  03 

This  Department  has  no  way  of  knowing  what  amount 
of  interest  on  City  Loan  is  paid,  but  by  the  weekly  report 
of  the  Treasurer,  who  puts  upon  his  return  thus,  "  Interest 
due  on  City  Loans  in  1858,"  yet  the  amount  reported  may 
contain  interest  due  in  1854,  '55,  '56  and  '57,  but  un- 
claimed until  the  date  of  the  entry,  hence  there  is  no  way 
of  telling  what  amount  of  interest  is  unpaid  due  January 
1, 1855,  July  1,  '55,  January  1,  '56,  or  July  1,  ^5Q,  and  so  on 
up  to  July  1,  1858 ;  no  one  can  tell  what  amount  of  the 
interest  due  July  1,  1858  has  been  paid  paid  and  what  re- 
mains to  be  paid  ;  it  is  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment that  an  account  should  be  kept  with  each  period 
of  interest,  and  with  each  period  of  the  City  debt  as  it 
matures,  so  that  at  a  glance  the  amount  paid,  and  the 
balance  to  be  paid,  of  interest  or  loan  due  at  any  given  time, 
may  be  easily  seen.  It  is  therefore  suggested,  that  an  or- 
dinance be  passed  prescribing  the  manner  in  which  these 
accounts  shall  be  kept  from  and  after  January  1,  1859. 

6th.  Difficulties  and  intricacies  occur,  where  any  agent 
of  the  City  is  allowed  to  pay  himself  for  any  claims  he 
may  have  against  the  city  out  of  any  moneys  he  may  have 
collected  for,  and  on  account  of  the  city  ;  therefore  it  is  sug- 
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gested,  that  an  ordinance  be  made  requiring  the  Sheriff  of 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  to  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer 
all  money  collected  by  him  on  account  of  the  City  or 
coming  into  his  hands  for  city  purposes,  other  than  that 
received  upon  judgments  obtained  by  the  City  Solicitor 
for  the  use  of  the  City,  and  that  he  make  to  this  Depart- 
ment a  report  of  said  deposits  with  the  City  Treasurer, 
showing  the  sources  from  whence  said  money  has  been  re- 
ceived; the  Ordinance  should  forbid  the  City  Commission- 
ers to  issue  a  warrant  in  favor  of  the  Sheriff  until  said  de- 
posits have  been  made,  then  the  warrant  issued  will  tally 
with  the  bills  of  the  Sheriff  and  be  free  from  ambiguity  of 
every  kind. 

7th.  There  should  be  an  Ordinance  passed  requiring 
every  Department  issuing  a  warrant  in  part  payment  of  a 
contract,  or  for  labor  and  materials  furnished  to  a  contract, 
to  fill  up  said  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  party  to  the  con- 
tract, and  not  in  the  name  of  the  parties  furnishing  any 
thing  to  the  contractor. 

The  necessity  for  such  an  Ordinance  is  this,  a  Depart- 
ment issues  warrants  to  parties  furnishing  materials  or  la- 
bor on  any  given  contrct,  these  separate  bills  are  audited 
under  the  item  to  which  the  materials  or  labor  may  severally 
belong,  and  thus,  while  a  portion  of  the  amount  of  the  con- 
tract price  being  paid,  the  bill  for  the  whole  amount  of  the 
contract  may  come  in  and  pass  through  this  Department,  and 
we  know  nothing  of  the  fact,  that  bills  which  we  had  audi- 
ted and  which  had  been  paid,  were  to  be  deducted  from  the 
sum  of  the  contract.  An  Ordinance  like  this  is  loudly 
called  for,  and  would  save  the  City  much  of  its  expenditure 
and  this  Department  a  vast  amount  of  time  and  trouble. 

8th.  By  law,  the  Controller's  Department  seems  to  be 
intended  as  a  check  upon  every  other  Department.  Hence 
it  is  but  a  small  part  of  the  duty  of  this  Department  to 
see  that  appropriations  are  not  overdrawn.  This  Depart- 
ment should,  at  any  and  all  times,  be  able  to  show  the  true 
condition  of  all  the  City  interests.  Of  all  trusts  com- 
mitted to  her  management,  showing  how  and  when  said 
trusts  have  been  increased  or  diminished.     The  books  of 
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the  Controller  should  be  the  record  of  the  City,  and  kept 
against  every  Department,  should  show  what  property 
the  City  holds,  whether  stocks,  mortgages,  ground  rents, 
buildings,  or  building  lots,  and  the  appraised  value  at  some 
given  time  ;  what  expense  is  incurred  on  any  property,  by 
creating  permanent  improvements ;  how  mortgages  have 
been  extinguished,  and  when  ;  when  and  for  what  conside- 
ration any  part  of  her  property  passed  out  of  her  hands ; 
in  short,  all  needful  information  which  any  careful  man 
would  require  in  his  private  business.  No  information  of 
this  kind  can  now  be  obtained  from  the  books  of  this  De- 
partment, because  they  have  not  been  so  kept.  It  is  there- 
fore most  respectfully  suggested  that  your  body  take  some 
action  in  these  premises,  and  afford  such  facilities  to  this 
Department  as  will  enable  it  to  put  upon  the  books  of  the 
City,  the  fullest  information  in  relation  to  all  its  property 
and  interests. 

9th.  It  is  too  much  the  custom  of  every  Department, 
with  every  change  of  its  head  or  subordinates,  to  change 
the  books  and  manner  and  form  of  keeping  them;  thus 
much  stationery  is  wasted,  and  the  records  of  the  Depart- 
ments are  strewn  over  many  very  unnecessary  books. 
Such  a  state  of  things  should  be  guarded  against  in  every 
way,  and  hence  it  is  suggested  that  an  Ordinance  be  passed 
requiring  the  head  of  each  Department,  under  a  sufficient 
penalty  for  non-performance,  to  have  his  books  and  accounts 
duly  closed  and  balanced  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office ;  and  shall  hand  to  his  successor  a  balance  sheet  of 
his  books,  a  statement  including  the  names  of  parties,  the 
amount,  and  for  what  purpose,  of  all  claims  outstanding 
ao-ainst  his  Department  and  unsettled,  and  the  same  Ordi- 
nance should  require  the  new  incumbent  to  continue  his 
entries  in  the  same  books  until  they  are  duly  filled. 

These  crude  and  imperfect  suggestions  are  made  with 
all  due  respect  to  your  body,  and  it  seems  to  me  contain 
matters  which  it  would  be  well  for  the  interests  of  the  City 
that  your  body  should  take  some  immediate  action  upon.

To  the  Hon.  the  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Department,  held  this 
evening,  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  unan- 
imously adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  having  been  customary  for  the  City  and 
District  authorities  to  make  the  annual  appropriations  to 
the  Fire  Department,  in  the  month  of  July,  the  Companies 
regulated  their  obligations  of  debt  to  become  due  and  pay- 
able on,  or  about  the  first  day  of  July ;  but  the  present 
City  Councils,  for  reasons  unaccountable  to  this  Board,  have 
delayed  the  appropriations  until  it  has  resulted  in  serious 
inconvenience  and  annoyance  ;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  creditors  of  the  Fire  Department 
are  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  as  those  of  other 
branches  of  the  public  service  ;  we  therefore  respectfully,  but 
earnestly,  appeal  to  the  authorities  for  the  immediate  pas- 
sage of  the  Ordinance  making  the  appropriation  to  this 
Department,  for  the  year  almost  expired. 

Resolved,  That  the  policy  of  reducing  wages  after 
the  service  or  labor  has  been  performed,  would  not  be  per- 
mitted in  private  transactions ;  we  deem  it  unjust,  that  the 
Companies  composing  the  Fire  Department,  should  be  cur- 
tailed of  that  portion  of  revenue  designed  to  pay  expenses 
already  incurred  ;  we  therefore  urge  upon  the  City  Councils, 
the  necessity  of  making  the  appropriations  for  the  current 
year  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and  if  any   reduction   is 
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to  be  made,  that  it  may  be  done  at  such  time  as  will  enable 
the  Companies  to  prepare  for  it.

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  call 
your  attention  to  an  omission  to  state  the  Department  from 
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whence  the  warrants  shall  issue  for  appropriations,  made 
in  an  "  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  certain 
claims  against  the  City,"  approved  November  1,  1858,  and 
ask  you  to  amend  said  Ordinance,  by  making  it  prescribe 
the  Departments  which  shall  draw  warrants  against  the 
several  items. 

In  Section  3  of  the  Ordinance  above  referred  to,  it  is 
provided  to  pay  Thomas  W.  Price,  a  certain  amount  for 
books,  stationery,  &c.,  furnished  certain  offices  and  courts, 
from  August  14,  185G,  to  February  15,  1858.  In  the  bills 
presented  for  audit  by  Mr.  Price,  were  certain  bills  bearing 
date  August  13,  1856,  containing  items  furnished  prior  to 
August  14,  1856,  say  in  May,  June  and  July  1856.  I  de- 
cided that  under  the  Ordinance  I  had  no  right  to  counter- 
sign a  warrant  for  bills  contracted  prior  to  the  date  named 
in  the  Ordinance,  neither  could  I  sign  a  warrant  for  the 
whole  amount  specified  in  the  Section,  in  favor  of  Mr.  Price, 
unless  he  presented  bills  amounting  to  the  sum  named,  as 
it  was  not  the  intention  to  vote  Mr.  Price  a  gratuity,  but 
that  for  the  amount  specified  in  the  Section,  he  was  to  pre- 
sent bills  within  the  dates  named  in  the  Ordinance,  as 
vouchers  to  be  filed  in  this  office.  I  would  therefore  have 
Councils  to  interpret  this  Section  of  the  Ordinance,  and  if 
they  mean  it,  say  that  I  am  to  countersign  a  warrant  for 
the  amount  specified  in  the  Section,  irrespective  of  the  date, 
nature  or  character  of  the  bills  Mr.  Price  may  present ;  since 
this  seems  to  be  the  view  taken  of  the  matter  by  Mr.  Price, 
the  Solicitor  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
and  my  only  desire  being  that  my  official  acts  may  be  clearly 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and  intention  of  Ordinance  s, 
under  which  I  am  presumed  to  be  acting. 

I  would  also  most  respectfully  ask,  that  Section  4  of 
an  Ordinance,  making  an  additional  appropriation  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  be  repealed,  the  Section  says, 
"  that  all  articles  enumerated  in  the  Second  Section  of  this 
Ordinance,  shall  be  purchased  at  the  wholesale  cash  prices 
of  said  articles,  and  that  the  Controller  shall  not  approve 
any  bills,  in  which  the  price  of  articles  are  higher  than  the 
aforesaid  wholesale  cash  prices." 

Under  this  Section,  I  find  it  will  be  difficult  if  not  im- 
possible for  me  to  audit  any  bills,  purchased  prior  to  the 
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approval  of  this  Ordinance.  The  term  "  wholesale  cash 
prices  is  ambiguous,"  it  may  mean  in  dry  goods  bought  by 
the  piece  in  a  retail  store,  in  a  jobbing  house,  or  of  a  com- 
mission merchant ;  whiskey,  brandy  and  wine,  have  prices 
varying  with  the  quality,  whiskey  is  quoted  from  twenty- 
five  cents  to  three  dollars  ;  brandy  from  two  dollars  seven- 
ty-five cents,  to  ten  dollars  per  gallon  ;  drugs  and  medicines 
are  bought  in  smaller  quantities  than  the  orignal  packages, 
and  no  one  can  or  does  retail  goods  at  wholesale  cash  prices. 
Some  bills  are  now  in  this  Department  for  goods  furnished 
two  or  three  months  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
but  there  is  nothing  in  the  Ordinance  requiring  samples  of 
goods  to  be  furnished  to  me,  and  if  there  was,  how  am  I  to 
get  samples  of  goods  which  have  been  consumed?  I  am  per- 
suaded that  the  Section  cannot  attain  the  object  intended 
by  Councils,  and  its  only  effect  is  to  embarrass  this  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  those  who  have  furnished  supplies  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor.  I  therefore  most  respectfully  ask  of 
you  to  reconsider  your  action,  and  modify  or  repeal  the 
Section,  so  that  the  Controller  may  countersign  the  war- 
rants upon  the  parties  having  claims,  being  qualified  that 
the  charges  made  are  fair  and  honest.

To  the  President  and  Blemhers  of  the  Common  Council. 

Gentlemex  : 

A  "  Resolution  to  authorize  the  West  Philadelphia  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  to  lay  the  rails  of  their  road  over 
the  Market  Street  Bridge,"  has  been  submitted  for  execu- 
tive approval. 

The  consideration  of  the  question  involved  in  this  resolu- 
tion has  been  attended  with  much  embarrassment.  To  inter- 
pose objections  to  the  completion  of  a  needed  and  useful  pub- 
lic improvement,  can  be  justified  only  on  a  clear  conviction 
of  duty.  These  objections  should  be  based  on  a  controlling 
principle  of  public  policy,  or  in  a  vital  defect  in  the  prin- 
ciple on  which  such  improvement  originated,  or  by  which  it 
is  to  be  consummated.  The  veto  power  should  be  exercised 
as  a  preventive  or  cautionary  voice  against  hasty  or  imma- 
tured  legislation,  which  over  zeal  or  over  confidence  in  the 
Legislature  has  overlooked ;  or,  it  should  be  exerted  in  de- 
fence of  the  rights  of  the  people.  On  whatever  ground  it 
is  placed  by  the  executive,  it  should  owe  its  existence  to  a 
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fearless  integrity,  prompting  the  discharge  of  an  unmistak- 
able duty.  Seeking  to  be  governed  only  by  these  motives, 
I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  reasons  which  have  required  me 
to  withhold  from  the  resolution  under  consideration  the 
executive  approval  required  by  law. 

The  Market  Street  Bridge,  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  is 
now,  and  for  some  time  to  come  will  be,  the  only  great  via- 
duct over  that  river  for  the  necessmy  demands  of  public 
travel.  The  number  of  vehicles  of  all  kinds  which  daily 
cross  this  bridge,  is  far  greater  than  is  generally  supposed. 
It  is,  in  fact,  the  only  accommodation  for  trade  and  travel 
out  of  and  into  the  business  portions  of  the  city.  That  it 
has  been  so  regarded  for  years  past,  suggested  the  necessity 
for  a  new  bridge  over  this  river,  at  some  point  not  far  re- 
mote from  the  present  site.  A  large  sum  of  money  has 
been  expended  on  plans  and  surveys  for  this  needed  new 
structure.  Within  the  past  year,  several  hundred  dollars 
were  appropriated  in  advertising  for  improved  plans  for 
viaduct  building.  Within  a  few  days  additional  legislation 
was  obtained  to  further  this  object.  Public  accommodation, 
public  policy,  and  actual  necessity,  have  thus  united  in  a 
demand  for  increased  facility  in  crossing  this  river.  As  it 
is  now,  the  public  require  a  new  avenue,  over  which  ingress 
and  egress  can  be  had  for  their  business  purposes.  Until 
such  an  improvement  is  completed,  it  would  hardly  be  jus- 
tifiable, on  any  principle  of  legislation  recognizing  the 
equal  rights  of  all  our  citizens,  to  devote  this  bridge  to  the 
special  use  of  a  single  corporation.  The  municipal  legisla- 
ture has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  rights  of  all  citizens. 
It  is  by  no  means  a  well  ascertained  fact  that  the  encour- 
agement and  developement  of  one  peculiar  use  of  this  tho- 
roughfare will  not  interfere  with  the  general  rights  of  all. 
Until  this  problem  is  solved,  prudence  at  least  will  dictate 
that  the  doubt  involved  should  be  given  to  the  rights  of  the 
many,  as  against  the  privileges  of  a  corporation.  These 
views  are  applicable  to  the  right  of  the  people  in  or  over  a 
common  public  highway,  dedicated  by  all  the  legal  forms 
to  such  use.  They  are  eminently  so  in  regard  to  the  ques- 
tion now  under  consideration.  The  Market  Street  Bridge 
was  built  by  a  stock  company — the  voluntary  investment 
of  individual  means  to  unite  a  public  highway,  interrupted 
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by  this  natural  and  otherwise  insurmountable  obstruction. 
The  stockholders  gained  a  remuneration  for  this  investment 
bj  the  tolls  imposed  on  passengers.  Before  consolidation, 
the  old  City  of  Philadelphia  purchased  from  the  stockhold- 
ers their  rights  and  interests  in  this  bridge,  and  relieved 
those  passing  over  it  from  the  toll  heretofore  required.  It 
thus  became  a  free  bridge,  owned  by  the  City  as  one  of  its 
properties.  How  far  this  constituted  it  a  highway,  in  a 
strict  legal  sense,  need  not  be  now  discussed  as  material  to 
the  present  point.  As  a  property  of  the  City,  belonging  to 
the  present  municipal  corporation,  a  strong  doubt  is  created 
if  the  City  Councils  can  vest  in  any  incorporated  company 
the  right  to  use  the  bridge  for  a  special,  peculiar,  and  ex- 
clusive mode  of  travel.  The  City  owns  the  Water  Works, 
and  it  is  certainly  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  City  Coun- 
cils could  grant  to  a  private  corporation  the  right  to  use 
the  water,  for  a  special  purpose,  not  common  to  all  other 
citizens.  If  the  use  is  a  right,  it  is  an  equal  right,  to  be 
regulated  by  rules  common  to  all,  and  operating  on  all 
alike. 

A  Railway  is  a  peculiar  mode  of  transportation  and  tra- 
vel, not  common  to  all  citizens.  It  begins  in  a  special 
privilege,  granted  to  such  only  as  buy  the  stock.  The  bene- 
fits are  gathered  by  the  stockholders.  Those  who  use  the 
railway  pay  for  it  to  those  who  have  thus  obtained  this 
special  privilege  to  transport  them.  The  more  the  public 
is  thus  accommodated  by  using  the  road,  the  greater  are 
the  gains  of  the  few  who  own  its  corporate  franchises  and 
privileges.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  marked  difference 
exists  between  a  citizen  who  uses  this  bridge,  by  a  mode  of 
travel  common  to  every  other  citizen,  and  this  railway 
ccmpany,  Avhich  uses  it  by  a  mode  of  travel  exclusively  its 
own.  Legislation  which  fosters  such  an  inequality  is,  at 
least,  to  be  deliberately  and  carefully  investigated ;  and, 
if  sanctioned,  it  should  be  sanctioned  by  some  unmistak- 
able evidence,  in  a  free  expression  of  the  public  will. 

One-half  of  this  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill,  has  already* 
been  devoted  to  a  railway.  The  necessity  for  that  road 
was  manifest ;  and  no  one  will  question  the  propriety  of  its 
construction.     But  it  will  be  remembered,  that  the  old  City 
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(lid  not  grant  to  a  corporation  a  right  thus  to  use  this  bridge. 
Neither  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  nor  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  as  far  as  my  knowledge  ex- 
tends, ever  successfully  claimed  an  exclusive  right  over  this 
bridge  structure.  On  the  contrary,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia hiid  the  rails,  and  now  owns  the  road  ;  and  receives 
toll  from  those  who  use  it  for  the  right  to  transport  passen- 
gers and  tonnage.  This  right  is  common,  so  far  as  the 
right  itself  is  concerned  ;  for  any  and  every  transporter  had 
the  opportunity  to  use  the  rails,  and  can  now  use  them  if  it 
was  desired.  There  is  no  exclusive  right  in  any  one  person, 
natural  or  corporate,  to  use  this  City  Railroad,  if  the  regu- 
lations governing  that  road  are  complied  with.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  principle  of  this  use — common  to  all — is 
here  presented.  Any  modification  of  it  is  affected  by  law; 
in  this  instance,  a  law  of  municipal  origin. 

There  are  other  minor  objections  to  the  right  granted  by 
this  resolution,  which  need  not  now  be  presented  in  detail. 
It  should  be  observed  in  this  connection,  however,  that  if 
the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  obtains 
this  right,  every  other  railway  company  should  possess  it, 
which  may  have  a  terminus  west  of  the  Schuylkill  river. 
If  the  use  of  the  rails  owned  by  this  one  Company  w^as  de- 
nied to  any  other  incorporation,  other  rails  must  be  laid, 
under  the  precedent  now  sought  to  be  established.  It  is  not 
impossible,  by  such  means,  to  exclude  every  other  kind  of 
travel  but  that  of  rail  cars.  The  principle  thus  involved  is 
made  more  manifest  by,  it  may  be,  exaggeration. 

This  occasion  is  appropriate  to  the  expression  of  my  de- 
cided objection  to  those  exclusive  privileges  which  are  the 
offspring  of  special  legislation.  The  great  increase  in  cor- 
porate rights,  privileges,  and  powers,  is  becoming  a  subject 
for  serious  reflection.  We  are  fast  becoming  a  corporation 
growing  country.  Our  State  Legislature  devotes  itself  each 
winter  to  creating  these  irresponsible,  power-accumulating 
monopolies.  I  cannot  discern  the  distinction  between  one 
•  powerful  corporate  body  and  a  multitude  of  smaller  bodies 
of  the  same  species,  united  by  a  common  interest  against 
just  efforts  to  restrain  or  control  the  exercise  of  their 
powers  as  they  grow  into  abuses. 
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It  almost  threw  this  counti-y  into  a  revolution  when  such 
efforts  were  made  to  destroy  a  mammoth  moneyed  corpora- 
tion. The  success  which  attended  it,  however,  is  now  re- 
garded as  a  most  fortunate  result  for  the  whole  people. 

It  may  be  equally  perilous,  when  peradventure  it  is  too 
late,  to  attempt  to  defeat  this  increasing  family  of  corpora- 
tions uniting  their  natural  instincts  to  grasp  at  power,  either 
at  the  cost  of  equal  rights  or  popular  governiient. 

The  best  return  I  can  make  to  those  of  my  fellow-citizens 
who  have  favored  me  with  their  continued  confidence,  is  to 
warn  them  against  the  day  when  such  a  contest  is  begun 
fur  municipal  control.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SINKING  FUNDS. 


Philadelphia,  May  8th,  1858. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

At  the  date  of  their  last  report  there  were  various  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  the  several  Sinking  Funds  under  con- 
sideration, the  full  understanding  and  settlement  of  which 
seemed,  by  the  law  under  which  they  were  created,  lo  de- 
volve upon  them. 

Most  of  these  subjects  have  been  satisfactorily  arranged; 
but  one  of  greater  importance  than  the  others — relating  to 
certain  portions  of  the  City  Property — requires,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  further  attention  of 
Councils. 

The  Ordinanc?  providing  for  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  City  Debt  of  $10,OUO,OlO,  as  a  guarantee 
for  the  payment  of  said  debt,  set  apart,  amongst  other  pro- 
perty, the  real  estate  owned  by  the  City.  It  further  pro- 
vided, that  when  any  of  said  real  estate  was  sold,  the 
proceeds  of  such  sales  should  be  passed  to  the  credit  of 
said  Sinking  Fund.  The  Commissioners  may  here  remark 
that  no  proper  schedule  of  this  real  estate  has,  as  yet,  been 
furnished  them. 

Between  November  28,  185G,  and  the  present  date — 
under  the  authority  of  Councils — various  portions  of  this 
property  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law.  Bat  the  Commissioners  have  had 
much  trouble  in  ascertaining  the  precise  character  and  lo- 
cality of  the  property  sold,  the  prices  paid  therefor,  the 
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sum  paid  in  cash,  and  the  amount  remaining  on  mortgao-e 
against  each  property.  ° 

To  obtain  this  information,  the  Commissioners  had  re- 
course to  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property,  but  that 
officer,  although  anxious  to  furnish  all  the  information  in 
his  power,  was  unable  to  comply  with  the  demand  made 
upon  him,  as  there  were  no  records  in  his  office  from  which 
such  knowledge  could  be  derived.  Application  was  then 
made  to  the  City  Solicitor  and  City  Treasurer,  both  of 
whom  very  promptly  responded,  and  from  the  information 
thus  obtained — the  compiling  of  which  was  attended  with 
trouble  and  labor  to  both  of  these  Departments— the  Com- 
missioners were  put  in  possession  of  such  facts,  in  relation 
to  that  portion  of  the  City  Property  referred  to,  as  should 
have  been  at  once  accessible  in  the  Department  created  for 
its  care  and  management. 

The  Commissioners,  in  bringing  this  subject  so  directly 
to  the  notice  of  Councils,  are  prompted  by  a  hope  that  some 
remedy  may  be  provided  for  the  divided  authority  and  re- 
sponsibility to  which  this  important  interest  is  now  subject. 

The  total  amounts  of  City  Property  sold  within  the 
periods  hereinbefore  mentioned,  according  to  the  report  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  was,  -  -  $144,487  00 

Of  this  there  was  paid,  in  Certificates  of  City 

Loan  and  Cash,   -  -  .  95  117  25 

Leaving  on  Bond  and  Mortgage  the  sum  of       $40,369  75 

The  proceeds  of  these  sales,  as  before  stated,  have  been 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  Debt 
of  $10,000,000.  ^ 

Since  January  1,  1858,  there  has  been  paid  on

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To  enable  the  City  Treasurer  to  meet  these  demands,  the 
Commissioners,  under  the  Ordinance  approved  December 
12,  1857,  directed  the  sale  of  Certificates  of  City  Loan  be- 
longing to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  Debt  of  $10,000,- 
000,  to  the  amount  of  $68,900  00,  the  remainder  being 
paid  out  of  the  cash  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  said 
Fund,  and  the  balances  of  previous  appropriations  for  the 
payment  of  the  public  debt,  standing  to  the  credit  of  that 
account  on  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  accompanying  statements  will  exhibit  the  receipts 
and  payments  on  account  of  the  several  Sinking  Funds  of 
the  City  since  the  d'ate  of  the  last  report,  with  the  amount 
of  investments  and  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  each, 
to  this  date.

Contested  Election  of  Twentieth  Ward. 

To  the  Conwion  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  petition  and  complaint  of  the  undersigned  respect- 
fully showoth,  that  they  are  citizens  and  qualified  electors 
of  the  Twentieth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

That  a  Municipal  Election  was  held  therein  on  Tuesday 
the  fourth  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-eight,  (1858,)  and  they  voted  at  the  said  Munici- 
pal Election  therein,  for  the  office  of  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia;  and  your  petitioners  further  show 
that  it  has  been  returned,  that  at  the  said  election,  James 
Kussel  received  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  votes,  for  the 
said  office  of  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
said  ward,  and  William  Eckfeldt  received  sixteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five  votes  for  the  said  office.  And  the  said  James 
Russel  has  been  returned  as  elected  thereto,  by  a  majority 
of  nine  votes,  which  your  petitioners  charge  to  be  a  false 
return,  and  undue  election  of  the  said  James  Russel  as  a 
Common  Councilman  as  aforesaid,  and  they  contest  his  right 
to  the  said  office,  and  to  his  seat,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  City  from  said  Ward. 

That  the  said  election,  and  the  said  return  of  the  said 
James  Russel  as  Common  Councilman  as  aforesaid,  is  false 
and  fraudulent  and  untrue  in  this, — 

That  at  the  said  Municipal  Election  in  said  Ward,  there 
were  ten  persons  voted  for,  for  the  office  of  Common  Coun- 
cil, to  wit :  Joseph  Manuel,  Jr.,  who  was  returned  as  having 
received  seventeen  hundred  and  fourteen  votes ;  Nathan  W. 
Ellis,  who  was  returned  as  having  received  sixteen  hundred 
and  seventy-six  votes ;  George  W.  Simons,  who  was  returned 
as  having   received  sixteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  votes  j 
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Myers  C.  Fisher,  who  was  returned  as  having  received  six- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-three  votes;  the  said  James  Russell 
who  was  unduly  returned  as  having  received  for  the  said 
office,  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  votes  ;  the  said  Wil- 
liam Eckfeldt  who  was  returned  as  having  received  sixteen 
hundred  and  fifty-five  votes ;  Abraham  Olwine,  who  was  re- 
turned as  having  received  sixteen  hundred  and  nineteen 
votes ;  Thomas  Gray,  who  was  returned  as  having  received 
sixteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  votes;  John  A.  Brown,  who 
was  returned  as  having  received  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  votes;  and  George  F.  Spicer,  who  was  returned  as 
having  received  fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-six  votes : 
Whereas  your  petitioners  allege,  charge  and  verily  believe 
that  the  said  James  Russel  received  not  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four  votes  for  said  office,  whereby  your 
petitioners  allege,  and  charge,  and  believe  that  the  said 
William  Eckfeldt  received  more  votes  for  said  office,  to  wit : 
at  least  seventy-one  votes  more  than  the  said  James 
Russel ;  whereby  the  said  William  Eckfeldt  is  elected  to  the 
said  office  of  Common  Councilman  of  said  City,  from  the 
said  Ward  as  aforesaid,  and  should  have  been  so  returned. 
And  your  petitioners  more  particularly  specify  the  follow- 
ing grounds  of  contest,  to  wit : 

First.  That  in  the  tenth  election  divisionof  the  said  Twen- 
tieth Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  election  officers 
of  said  division  received  the  votes  of  persons  to  the  number 
of  eighty  and  upwards,  for  the  office  of  Common  Council  as 
aforesaid,  which  were  taken  and  counted  in  the  general  re- 
turn for  said  ward,  for  the  said  James  Russel  for  Common 
Council,  none  of  whom  were  qualified  electors  in  said  divi- 
sion. 

Second.  And  your  petitioners  further  specify  that  the 
election  officers  of  said  division  did  combine  and  conspire 
to  defeat  the  will  of  the  people  at  said  election,  and  to  hold 
an  unjust  and  illegal  election,  and  to  make  an  undue  and 
false  return  of  the  votes  cast  in  said  division  for  members  of 
Common  Council  as  aforesaid.  That  with  the  said  intent 
and  purpose,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  said  unjust  and  wicked 
conspiracy,  said  election  officers  did  willfully  and  fraudulently 
neglect  and  refuse  to  perform  the  most  important  duties 
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which  the  law  directs  them  to  perform,  in  order  to  secure 
a  fair  and  just  election,  and  to  detect  and  prevent  the  per- 
petration of  frauds,  to  wit : 

The  said  election  officers  fraudulently  neglected  and  re- 
fused severally  to  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion directed  and  required  by  law. 

The  said  election  officers  fraudulently  neglected  and  re- 
fused to  mark  the  letter  "  V"  opposite  the  name  of  the 
voter  upon  the  assessment  list  at  the  time  he  voted.  They 
fraudulently  refused  to  add  the  name  of  the  voter  thereto 
with  the  word  "  tax,"  or  "  ass.,"  when  the  name  of  the 
voter  did  not  appear  upon  the  assessment  list. 

They  fraudulently  refused  to  receive  proof,  or  inquire 
into  the  qualifications  of  voters  whose  right  to  vote  was  le- 
gally challenged. 

They  fraudulently  refused  and  neglected  to  require  proof 
of  the  residence  of  voters  whose  names  were  not  on  the  as- 
sessment list,  according  to  law. 

They  fraudulently  refused  to  swear  such  voters,  that  they 
had  not  removed  within  the  election  district  for  the  mere 
purpose  of  voting  therein,  and  that  their  residence  within 
said  district  was  bona  fide,  and  in  pursuance  of  their  lawful 
calling. 

They  falsely  and  fraudulently  received  the  votes  of  non- 
residents of  the  said  election  division,  not  qualified  voters 
therein  at  said  election,  notwithstanding  the  repeated  chal- 
lenges and  protests  of  qualified  voters  against  the  right  of 
such  persons  to  vote  without  taking  previous  proofs,  ac- 
cording to  law. 

They  fraudulently  suffered  and  permitted  the  same  per- 
sons to  vote  at  said  election  several  times,  whose  votes  were 
taken,  and  counted  in  the  return  for  said  James  Kussel,  for 
said  office  of  Common  Councilman. 

That  the  said  officers  of  said  division  did  not,  as  they 
were  required  by  law  to  do,  file  a  copy  of  the  list  of  voters, 
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tally  papers,  and  returns  in  the  Protlionotary's  Office  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  within  three  days  after  the  said 
election. 

That  the  said  election  in  said  division,  thus  held,  was  not 
a  fair  election,  held  according  to  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the 
law,  but  was  a  fraud,  contemplated  and  directed  by  the 
election  officers  in  said  division,  and  was  thus  falsely  and 
frau  lulently  carried  on  by  the  said  election  officers  in  said 
election  division,  and  was  in  all  respects  unfair,  unjust,  ille- 
gal and  void,  and  that  the  returns  thereof  ought  to  be  en- 
tirely disregarded. 

The  said  election  officers  of  said  division,  in  pursuanceof 
said  intent,  and  in  furtherance  of  the  said  conspiracy,  as 
aforesaid,  fraudulently  opened  the  Polls  for  more  than  one 
hour  before  the  usual  time  of  opening  the  Polls,  and  for 
more  than  one  hour  before  the  time  they  were  required  to 
open  the  said  Polls  according  to  law,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  acts  and  doings  from  being  witnessed  by  citizens  who 
desired  to  exercise  the  right  of  challenge,  and  in  order  to 
prevent  the  watchers  appointed  by  the  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  from  being  present,  to  notice  and  observe 
their  illegal  conduct  as  election  officers. 

That  in  pursuance  of  said  conspiracy,  and  before  the  time 
of  the  arrival  of  the  watchers,  which  was  eleven  minutes 
before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  they  did  fraudulently 
receive  and  take  the  votes  of  persons  for  the  office  of  Com- 
mon Council,  as  aforesaid,  which  were  taken  and  counted 
in  said  return  for  James  llussel,  to  the  number  of  forty  and 
upwards. 

That  at  the  said  election  in  said  division,  the  return  of 
votes  received,  taken,  and  counted  in  the  returns  for  Com- 
mon Council  for  said  Ward,  was

twentieth  annual  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  city 

ICE  BOAT. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  City  Ice  Boat,  in  presenting  their 
Twentieth  Annual  Report,  have  to  record  a  winter  of  much 
shorter  duration  than  we  have  had  for  several  years,  al- 
though, while  it  lasted,  the  cold  was  very  severe,  and  the 
ice  in  the  river  Delaware,  particularly  at  the  Horse-shoe, 
was  exceedingly  thick  and  heavy,  requiring  the  almost  un- 
ceasing employment  of  the  Boat,  to  keep  the  channel  open 
between  the  City  and  Chester  ;  she  accomplished  this  duty 
in  a  manner  most  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees,  who  con- 
sider that  tiie  extensive  alterations  and  repairs  made  to  her 
hull  and  boilers,  in  the  years  lb56-57,  have  rendered  her 
as  complete  and  powerful  an  ice  breaker  as  can  be  con- 
structed, and   that  her  strength   and  ability  is   much  in- 
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creased,  by  the  alterations  then  made;  the  slight  defect  in 
the  boilers  which  caused  the  water  in  them  to  foam,  when- 
ever she  entered  salt  water  from  fresh,  or  vice  versa,  to 
which  allusion  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report,  has 
been  entirely  cured. 

The  Boat  was  put  into  service,  on  the  17th  of  February, 
and  was  actively  employed  for  one  month,  having  been  laid 
up  on  the  17th  of  March,  during  which  period,  she  towed 
and  rendered  services  to  twenty-two  vessels  and  steam-ships, 
earning  therefor  $1,546  78,  which  has  been  paid  over  to  the 
City  Treasurer  ;  this  sum  is  small,  when  compared  with  the 
amounts  earned  for  towage,  in  several  previous  years,  but 
is  accounted  for  by  the  following  facts,  viz:  1st,  That  the 
Boat  was  in  service  for  only  about  one  third  of  the  usual 
time ;  and,  2nd,  That  owing  to  the  general  prostration  of 
all  kinds  of  mercantile  business,  the  number  of  vessels 
arriving  at,  and  departing  from  this  port,  was  very  limited, 
consequently  there  was  but  little  demand  for  towage. 

For  the  time  the  Boat  was  in  service,  she  has  never 
steamed  as  much,  having  worked  every  day,  and  some  part 
of  the  time  at  night,  with  the  exception  of  one  day,  re- 
quired for  cleaning  the  boilers,  which,  in  former  years,  has 
been  done  usually  every  week  ;  the  machinery  worked  ad- 
mirably throughout,  and  no  time  was  lost,  either  for  repairs 
to  it  or  the  wheels. 

Annexed  is  a  statement  of  the  amounts  expended,  from 
the  various  Items  of  Appropriation,  made  by  Councils,  for 
the  year  1858,  together  wuth  the  balance  remaining  on  hand 
to  the  credit  of  the  Trustees  ;  from  which  it  will  be  seen, 
that  the  balance  unexpended  up  to  this  time,  is  unusually 
large,  particularly  for  items,  "Fuel,"  "Wages,"  and  "Pro- 
visions ;"  this  is  also  owing  to  the  short  term  of  the  Boat's 
service,  the  estimate  of  the  Appropriation,  as  prepared  by 
the  Trustees,  being  based  upon  a  period  of  ten  weeks. 

The  Boat  is  now  in  excellent  order,  and  will  require  but 
little,  if  any  repairs,  during  the  balance  of  the  year;  she 
is  lying  in  the  first  dock  above  the  Navy  Yard,  in  charge 
of  the  Engineer  and  Watchman,  and  is  insured  against  fire 
for  $21,000. 
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The  Trustees  have  received  in  cash  since  the  7th  of  Jan- 
uary last,  viz  :

COHOCKSINK  creek. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  :— The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  this 
Chamber  to  examine  into  the  present  condition  of  the 
mouths  of  the  Parrish  Street  Culvert,  and  of  Cohocksink 
Creek,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  carefully  per- 
formed said  duty,  and  in  the  course  of  their  investigation, 
discovered  that  the  bed  of  the  mouth  of  said   Culvert  is 
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about  three  feet  beneath  the  bed  of  the  Creek  into  which 
it  empties  ;  thus  diminishing  by  at  least  forty  per  cent,  its 
capacity  for  drainage.  This  obstruction,  in  connection 
■with  the  incapacity  of  said  Culvert,  under  the  most  auspi- 
cious circumstances,  to  pass  the  immense  surface  drainage, 
of  two  hundred  and  eighty  five  acres  of  territory,  which 
seeks  an  outlet  through  it,  leads  us  to  the  conclusion,  that 
the  mouth  of  said  Culvert  should  be  kept  entirely  free  and 
unobstructed.  And  in  order  most  effectually  to  carry  out 
this  design,  we  report  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following 

RESOLUTION  : 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  that  the  Chief  Cummissioner  of  High- 
ways be  authorized  and  directed,  forthwith,  to  have  the  bed 
of  Cohocksink  Creek  deepened  to  a  level  with  the  bed  of 
the  mouth  of  the  Parrish  Street  Culvert,  from  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  above  said  Culvert,  down  to  St.  John  Street, 
and  to  notify  the  owners  or  occupants  of  all  factories, 
work-shops,  and  other  places  of  business,  located  along 
said  Creek,  that  they  shall  not,  after  the  passage  of  this 
Resolution,  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited  in  said  Creek, 
or  on  the  banks  thereof,  any  substance  whatever,  calculated 
to  fill  up,  or  obstruct  the  flow  of  water  therein,  under  a 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  off'ence ;  and  he  shall 
likewise  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  a  certain  tempo- 
rary bridge,  now  spanning  said  Creek,  about  fifty  feet 
below  the  mouth  of  said  Culvert,  and  also  to  prohibit  the 
erection  of  any  other  over  said  Creek,  unless  elevated  to 
the  height  of  the  curb,  at  Third  and  Culvert  Streets,  sub- 
ject to  the  above  penalty  for  every  violation  thereof,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs,  before  any  Alderman  of 
the  City,  to  the  use  of  the  Corporation.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GAS  WORKS. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Gas  Works,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Resolution  adopted  by  Select  Council, inquiring  "By  what 
authority  the  Pliiladelphia  Gas  Works  charge  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Frankford,  23d  Ward,  $2  50  per  1,0U0  cubic  feet 
of  Gas,"  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  upon  examination  of  the  subject,  they  find  the  facts 
to  be  as  follows  :  Prior  to  the  consolidation  of  the  city, 
under  its  present  charter,  the  gas  pipes  and  other  gas  ap- 
paratus in  Frankford  belonged  to  the  municipal  authori- 
ties of  that  Borough :  the  gas  there  used  being  obtained 
from  the  Northern  Liberties  Gas  Company,  under  a  written 
contract  for  the  term  of  (nearly)  five  years,  at  the  price 
of  $2  per  thousand  feet  for  all  that  passed  into  the  pipes 
of  the  Borough,  as  ascertained  by  a  station  meter  placed 
near  the  Borough  line.  The  price  then  charged  to  private 
consumers  was  $3  per  thousand  feet,  but  on  the  eve  of  Con- 
solidation it  was  reduced  to  $2  50  per  thousand,  which  was 
the  price  existing  when  the  property  of  the  Borough  came 
into  the  possession  of  the  City.  As,  by  the  Act  of  Con- 
solidation, the  City  was  bound  by  the  contracts  previously 
made  by  the  several   municipalities,  no   change  could  be 
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made  in  the  cost  of  gas  at  Frankford,  until  the  expiration 
of  the  contract  with  the  Northern  Liberties  Gas  Co.,  which 
03curs  within  the  present  year. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  "  For  the  regulation 
of  the  Department  of  Gas,"  approved  March  20th,  1855, 
the  gas  pipes  and  apparatus  in  Frankford  were  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  who 
were  "  required  and  empowered  so  to  regulate  the  price  of 
gas,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  various  trusts  confided  to  them."  One  of  these 
trusts  is  the  important  duty  of  paying  the  interest  and  re- 
deeming the  principal  of  the  city  debt  incurred  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  gas  works  and  the  extension  of  the  gas 
pipes,  &c.,  and  as  the  price  thus  charged  in  Frankford, 
under  authority  of  its  Borough  Council,  was  not  higher 
than  is  found  to  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  trust, 
there  has  been  no  authority  under  existing  law  to  make  any 
change  therein,  up  to  the  present  time.  It  further  appears, 
that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  "  For  the  fur- 
ther extension  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,''  approved 
May  10th,  1858,  negotiations  are  now  pending  with  some 
of  the  local  gas  companies,  which  will  probably  result,  in 
a  short  time,  in  arrangements  whereby  the  gas  for  the  23d 
Ward  will  be  "  supplied  by  the  Gas  Works  under  the 
management  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Gas 
Works,"  and  immediately  thereupon  the  price  of  gas  in 
that  Avard  must  be  equalized  with  that  charged  in  all  the 
wards  so  supplied,  agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  the  third 
Section  of  the  before-mentioned  Ordinance  of  March  20, 
1855.

Mifflin  Street  from  Master  Street  to  Jefferson  Street,  in 
the  Seventeenth  Ward — Fourth  Street  from  Cherry  Street 
to  Columbia  Street,  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward — Thompson 
Street  from  Thirteenth  Street  to  Broad  Street,  Merchant 
Street  from  Thompson  Street  to  Master  Street,  in  the 
Twentieth  Ward — are  hereby  authorized  to  pave  the  same  ; 
the  contractor  for  doing  said  work  to  be  a  competent  paver 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Highways,  who  shall  enter 
into  an  obligation  to  the  city  to  keep  the  said  streets  in 
good  repair  for  two  years  after  the  paving  is  finished  ;  said 
paving  to  be  carefully  supervised  by  the  proper  officer  of 
the  Department  while  the  same  is  progressing,  and  the  wa- 
ter pipe  to  be  laid  in  the  said  streets  before  the  paving  is 
begun. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Highway  Department  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver 
for  the  repaving  of  Monroe  Street  from  Second  Street  to

For  the  construction  of  a  Bridge  across  the  River  Schuylkill  at  Chestnut  Street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  one  or 
more  competent  persons,  for  furnishing  all  material  and  per- 
forming all  work  of  excavation,  embankment,  crib-work, 
piling,  "raasonry,  cast-iron  work,  paving,  and  painting,  and 
such°other  work  as  may  be  requisite  for  constructing  a  cast- 
iron  arched  Bridge  across  the  Schuylkill  River  on  the  line 
of  Chestnut  Street ;  with  such  approaches  on  the  line  of 
Chestnut  Street,  between  Twenty-third  Street  and  the 
Schuylkill  River  on  the  east  side,  and  between  Bridge- 
water  Street  and  the  Schuylkill  River  on  the  west  side,  as 
may  be  ret[uisite  and  necessary  to  reach  the  elevation  of 
roadway  on  bridge,  at  the  same  time  allowing  a  passage- 
way, at  Beach  Street,  of  not  less  width  than  forty  feet  in 
the  clear. 

Sec  2.  The  bridge  to  be  in  length  not  less  than  oGO 
feet  between  the  faces  of  abutments,  with  one  pier  in  the 
middle  of  the  river,  and  in  width  not  less  than  forty-two 
feet,  with  carriage-way  of  twenty  feet  between  curbs  ;  and 
of  such  elevation  at  the  soffit  of  each  arch  as  will  give  a 
clear  height  above  high  water,  not  less  than  that  of  Market 
Street  Bridge. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  in  detail,  and  ccrresponding 
specifications  for  said  bridge,  which  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and  tliat  the  contract  or  contracts 
entered  into  for  the  construction  thereof  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  such  plans  and  specifications. 

Sec.  4.  That  before  entering  into  said  contract  or  con- 
tracts, the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  Cliief  Com- 
missioner of  Highwavs  shall  cause  advertisements  to  be 
published  in  three  daily  newspapers  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, giving  thirty  davs'  notice  for  sealed  proposals  for  the 
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construction  of  said  bridge,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts 
therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  them  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  said 
bridge  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways^  unless  the 
same  be  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing  from 
two  or  more  sufficient  citizens,  guaranteeing  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  contract,  in  case  such  proposal  be  ac- 
cepted. 

Sec.  6.  That  payments  for  said  work  shall  be  made  in 
the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  said  payments  to 
be  made  on  or  about  the  first  of  each  month  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  upon  an  estimate  of  the  relative 
value  of  work  done,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor;  and  upon  his  certificate  being  presented  to  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  four-fifths  of  the  amount 
of  said  estimate  shall  be  paid,  provided  the  amount  due 
shall  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ;  and  when  all  the  work 
shall  be  completed  agreeably  to  the  specifications,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  and  to  the  satisfaction  and 
acceptance  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  there  shall 
be  a  final  estimate  made,  when  the  balance  appearing  due 
under  contract  shall  be  paid,  upon  a  release  being  given 
to  the  Cit}',  under  seal,  from  all  claims  or  demands  whatso- 
ever growing  out  of  said  agreement.

Whenever  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
certify  to  the  Highway  Department  that  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors have  authorized  the  construction  of  a  branch  Culvert 
or  Drain,  not  to  exceed  three  feet  in  diameter,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Highway  Department  to  advertise  three 
times  in  two  daily  newspapers,  inviting  proposals  for  the 
construction  of  such  branch  Culvert  or  Drain,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Department  of  Surveys,  and  the  said  Highway  Department 
shall  allot  such  contract  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder, 'who 
will  give  the  requisite  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  commencement  of  any  branch  Culvert 
or  Drain  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  District  in 
which  said  proposed  Culvert  may  be,  to  return  to  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys,  within  ten  days  after  notice,  a  plan 
exhibiting  the  properties  fronting  on  said  branch  Culvert  or 
Drain,  with  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  and  also  bills 
in  duplicate,  made  out  against  each  owner,  in  accordance 
with  the  8th  Section  of  Supplement  to  Act  of  Consolida- 
tion, approved  .21st  April,  1855,  in  same  form  as  specified 
in  Section  1  of  "Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  expenses  incurred  in  laying  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water,  &c.,  approved  29th  January,  1855,"  and  Supple- 
ment, approved  May  10th,  1855,  except  that  the  amount 
thereof  shall  be  made  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways ;  the  said  bills  shall  be  recorded  and 
certified  to  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  sent 
to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  ;  the  Surveyor  and 
Regulator  to  be  entitled  to  the  same  charge  as  specified  in 
Schedule  of  rates  for  making  returns  of  water-pipe,  to  be 
paid  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  charged 
to  the  cost  of  branch  Culvert  construction. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  contracts  awarded 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  that  the  contractor 
shall  accept  assessment  bills  prepared  under  the  foregoing 
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Section  of  this  Ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  in  favor  of  said  contractor,  as  so 
much  cash  paid  by  the  City  on  the  said  contract,  and  that 
he  shall  collect  the  same  at  his  own  cost,  without  recourse 
to  the  City,  in  any  event,  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of 
lien  or  otherwise,  to  which  the  City  maybe  competent ;  the 
contractor  to  obtain  the  lines  and  levels  necessary  for  the 
proper  construction  of  said  Culvert  or  Drain  from  the  Sur- 
veyor and  Regulator  of  the  District,  and  pay  therefor  the 
sum  of  two  cents  per  foot  lineal. 

Sec.  5.  Should  any  of  the  bills  of  Culvert  assessment, 
so  prepared  against  the  owners  of  property  upon  said 
branch  Culvert  or  Drain,  remain  in  the  possession  of  the 
City  after  the  contract  shall  have  been  completed  and  paid 
for,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  Supervisor  in  Avhose  bounds 
the  branch  Culvert  or  Drain  is  situate,  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  such  completion,  deliver  the  said  bills  to  the  owner 
or  owners  against  whom  such  bills  are  made  out;  or  if  such 
owner  or  owners  cannot  be  found,  shall  place,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  placed  upon  the  premises,  with  the  date  of  de- 
livery marked  thereon,  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  paid 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  delivery  as  aforesaid, 
the  duplicates  shall  have  noted  thereon  the  date  of  their  de- 
livery, and  shall  be  returned  to  the  Department  of  Surveys 
within  five  days  thereafter  ;  whereupon  the  said  Department 
of  Surveys  shall,  within  ten  days,  have  prepared  a  full  de- 
scription, by  metes  and  bounds,  of  each  property  whose 
owner  or  owners  have  not  paid  the  amount  charged  against 
him  or  them,  and  deliver  the  same,  with  said  bill,  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  who  shall  forthwith  file  claims  for,  and  pro- 
ceed to  collect  the  same,  as  is  now  practised  and  allowed  by 
law. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  amount  of  the  bills  of  assessment  for 
the  frontage  on  any  branch  Culvert  or  Drain  constructed 
under  this  Ordinance  be  insufiicient  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  pay  the  balance  with  a  war- 
rant drawn  upon  the  City  Treasurer,  charged  to  such  item 
of  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Highways  as 
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may  be  for  such  purposes  intended,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Committee  on  Highways. 

Sec.  7.  All  persons  owning  property  upon  the  line  of 
any  branch  Calvert  or  Drain,  who  have  paid  the  Culvert 
rate  as  assessed  under  this  Ordinance,  and  may  make  appli- 
cation for  a  culvert  connection  for  private  drainage,  shall 
not  be  subjected  to  the  fee  for  making  an  opening  into  said 
branch  Culvert  or  Drain,  as  specified  in  Ordinance,  "  Pro- 
viding for  the  granting  of  Permits  to  make  openings  into 
the  Common  Sewers,"  approved  May  3d,  1855,  and  the 
Supplement  thereto. 

Sec.  8.  In  cases  where  circumstances  make  it  necessary 
that  a  branch  Culvert  or  Drain  should  be  constructed,  and 
where  a  majority  of  the  owners  are  not  in  favor  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  same,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Surveys,  may  authorize  the  construction  thereof 
by  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ;  and  whenever  the  construction 
of  a  branch  Culvert  or  Drain  shall  be  so  authorized,  the 
same  shall  be  constructed  and  built  by  the  Department  of 
Highways,  as  hereinbefore  provided.

AN  ordinance 

To  Authorize  a  Loan  to  Construct  certain  Culverts. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par, 
on  the  credit  of  the  City  corporation,  from  time  to  time,  as 
he  may  be  required  by  the  City  Treasurer,  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  the  Cohocksink 
Creek,  Vine  Street,  Moore  Street,  and  Twenty-fifth  Street 
Culverts,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  for  which  interest,  at  a  rate  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  half-yearly, 
on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer.  The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable 
and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of 
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the  same,  and  not  before,  -witliout  the  consent  of  the  holders 
thereof;  and  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  Cer- 
tificates of  City  Loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as 
the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or,  if  required,  in  amounts  of  five  hun- 
dred or  one  thousand  dollars,  with  coupons  attached  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  therein  named  ;  the  said  coupons 
shall  be  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  said  certi- 
ficates shall  have  expressed  therein,  that  the  said  loan 
therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made,  by  virtue 
hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  Ordinance,  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates, 
and  from  the  suras  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  certificates,  and  the  further  sum  of 
three-tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly,  out 
of  said  income  and  taxes,  to  a  Sinking  Fund,  which  fund 
and  its  accumulations  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  for  the 
redemption  and  payment  of  said  certificates.

APPENDIX  No.  41. 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE    ON  FINANCE    TO  PAY  CLAIM  AS   PER 
DECREE  AGAINST   THE    CITY   OF   PUILADELPHIA. 


The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Communication  of  the  Solicitor  in  regard  to  the  claims  of 
B.  F.  Vandyke,  Assignee  of  Daniel  B.  Page  and  others, 
and  F.  A.  Vandyke,  Jr.,  respectfully  report  that : 

One  Jacob  W.  Colladay,  in  and  by  certain  articles  of 
agreement,  dated  the  30th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  "1849,  un- 
dertook with  the  former  District  of  Kensington,  to  erect 
for  them  their  water  works,  upon  certain  terms,  for  the 
sum  of  $140,000. 

The  mode  in  which  these  water  works  were  to  be  erected, 
is  set  forth  with  much  minuteness  in  the  specification  an- 
nexed to  and  forming  part  of  the  original  contract,  and 
they  were  also  to  be  constructed  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Engineer  of  the  District.  The  price  was  to  be  paid  in 
the  scrip  of  the  District,  as  the  work  progressed,  in  such 
sums  as  the  Committee  on  Water  Works  should  direct,  upon 
the  estimates  of  the  Engineer,  but  with  a  reservation  of  at 
least  seven  and  one  half  per  cent,  upon  the  amount.  The 
works  were  to  be  completed  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1851,  at  which  time  the  reserved  amount  of  seven 
and  one  half  per  cent,  of  the  price  was  to  be  paid. 

Colladay  began  the  works  and  had  advanced  to  a  certain 
point  therein,  when  by  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Kensington  District,  of  the  4th  day  of  Au- 
gust, A.  D.  1850,  it  was  agreed  to  recognize  Frederick  A. 
Vandyke,  Jr.,  as  the  real  and  sole  owner  of  the  contract 
between  Colladay  and  the  District ;  and  afterwards,  on  the 
11th  of  September,  A.  D.  1850,  Colladay  actually,  and  in 
due  form  of  law,  assigned  the  contract  to  him. 

F.  A.  Vandyke,  Jr.,  then  proceeded  with  the  erection  of 
the  water  works,  and  the  reports  of  the  Engineer  of  the 
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District  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  from  time  to  time, 
shew  that  the  work  was  approved  by  him  as  it  progressed. 
During  the  course  of  the  work,  a  considerable  amount  of 
extra  work,  not  embraced  in  the  original  contract,  was  done 
at  the  request  and  under  the  direction  of  the  District. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1850,  the  water  works  were 
substantially  completed. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  received  the  works  from 
the  contractors,  and  substituted  a  new  engine  and  pump 
upon  a  different  plan  from  that  required  by  the  original 
contract,  and  from  that  time  they,  and  since  the  Act  of 
Consolidation,  the  present  City,  have  kept  and  used  their 
water  works. 

There  were  various  assignments  made  of  the  claim  re- 
maining against  the  District  of  Kensington. 

By  the  Report  of  the  Master,  the  following  facts  appear, 
all  of  which  were  confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

1.  That  there  was  paid  to  the  said  CoUaday,  and  after- 
wards to  the  said  Frederick  A.  Vandyke,  Jr.,  prior  to  Jan. 
1,  1851,  the  sum  of    .  .  .  $113,949  00 

On  July  3d,  1851,  the  further  sum  of  10,000  00 

And  on  February  12th,  1852,  the  further  sum  of     5,800  00

2.  That  there  was  done  by  the  said  Frederick  A.  Van- 
dyke, Jr.,  extra  work  ordered  and  approved  by  the  said 
District,  to  the  value  of  .  .  $12,150  80 

For  which  the  said  Vandyke  has  been  paid  in  full. 

3.  That  the  said  Frederick  A^andyke  did  substantially, 
and  with  some  trifling  exceptions,  complete  said  water 
works  within  the  time  specified  in  the  original  contract,  in 
a  workmanlike  manner,  accoiding  to  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations furnished  by  the  said  District,  and  that  so  far  as 
the  same  were  not  wholly  completed,  and  put  in  successful 
operation,  it  was  by  reason  of  defects  and  errors  in  the  said 
plans  and  specifications,  and  also  of  acts  and  consent  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  said  District,  and  not  by  reason  of  the 
neglect  or  default  of  the  said  F.  A.  Vandyke,  Jr. 

4.  That  the  amount  due  to  the  said  Fred.  A.  Vandyke, 
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Jr.,  prior  to  the  assignment  to  Page  &  Bacon,  was  as  fol- 
lows :

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  to  suspend  riotous  and  disorderly  Fire  Com- 
panies. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Fire  Department  he,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  to 
suspend  any  Fire  Engine,  Hose,  or  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany, which  may  be  guilty  of  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct 
at,  or  in  going  to,  or  returning  from  fires,  or  during  alarms 
of  the  same,  or  which  may  be  guilty  of  any  disobedience 
of  his  orders,  or  those  of  his  Assistants  ;  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  report  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  Councils, 
the  name  or  names  of  such  Company  or  Companies,  so  sus- 
pended by  him,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  facts  and 
causes  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  suspend- 
ing any  such  Company  from  service,  shall  thereupon  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  Department, 
who  shall  examine  the  charges  so  preferred  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  report  to  Councils  such  further  action  in  the 
premises  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  appropriation  made  to  any  Fire  Engine, 
Hose,  or  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  which  may  be  sus- 
pended by  the  action  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  or  by  Coun- 
cils in  pursuance  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Trusts  and  Fire  Department,  or  which  may  be  sus-

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Retrenchment  have 
deemed  it  advisable  to  recommend  to  Councils  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  policemen,  and  also  a  reduction  in  the 
salaries  of  officers  and  men,  and  ask  the  adoption  of  the 
Supplement  which  accompanies  this  Report. 

The  Committee  believe  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  Coun- 
cils to  curtail  the  expenses  of  our  Municipal  Government, 
whenever  and  wherever  it  can  be  done,  without  impairing 
its  efficiency ;  as  this  is  the  only  way  to  lessen  the  burden 
of  taxation,  which  bears  so  heavily  upon  our  citizens.  The 
present  number  of  policemen  is  650.  There  are  16  lieu- 
tenants and  32  sergeants,  making  together  698  men  and 
officers.  The  Committee  propose  to  reduce  this  number  to 
600,  including  officers  ;  thereby  cutting  off  98  men. 

The  first  Councils  after  Consolidation,  started  with  820 
men,  exclusive  of  officers.  Each  Ward  was  made  a  Police 
District,  with  one  lieutenant,  and  two  sergeants,  making 
72  officers.     Men  and  officers  together  numbered  892. 

This  large  force  was  thought  to  be  necessary  at  that  time, 
inasmuch  as  the  Fire  Companies  kept  the  City  in  an  uproar 
day  and  night  with  their  rioting  and  fighting.  It  is  ques- 
tionable whether  more  than  half  of  this  number  would  have 
been  thought  of,  had  it  not  been  for  the  disorders  of  the 
Fire  Department.  In  November  1855,  about  the  time  the 
Fire  Companies  were  re-organized  and  reduced  to  order,  the 
same  Councils  reduced  the  police  force  to  what  it  now  is, 
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and  what  it  has  been  ever  since.  Your  Committee  believe 
it  may  be  still  further  reduced  without  endangering  the 
peace  of  the  City,  or  impairing  the  efficiency  of  our  Gov- 
ernment. 

It  is  the  fear  of  sudden  outbreaks  that  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  City  to  keep,  at  its  command,  so  large  a  police 
force.  But  the  facility  afforded  by  the  Police  Telegraph, 
in  suddenly  concentrating  the  force  wherever  it  is  needed, 
is  deemed  by  the  Committee  to  be  equal  to  200  men.  The 
cost  of  this  valuable  instrument  was  about  $32,000,  and 
it  is  maintained  at  an  annual  expense  of  only  $2,300.  Its 
chiefest  value  consists  in  its  power  to  concentrate  the  force 
on  a  sudden  emergency. 

Let  us  take  a  view  of  the  action  of  the  City  Councils, 
under  the  old  system  of  watching,  and  see  what  their  wis- 
dom dictated,  with  regard  to  a  police  force.  So  lately  as 
1S36,  we  find  "  that  in  order  to  provide  for  the  security  of 
the  persons  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  by  a  sufficient  number  of  watchmen,  agree- 
ably to  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard,  Councils  ordained  that 
there  should  be  4  captains  of  the  watch,  32  silent,  and  140 
watchmen,  who  should  perform  the  duties  of  lighting  and 
watching  the  City.  The  pay  of  the  watchmen  under  the 
stimulus  of  the  donation  of  Stephen  Girard,  for  this  very 
purpose,  was  $365  per  annum.  Each  captain  of  the  watch 
was  paid  $500  per  annum.  Here  we  have  172  men 
and  officers,  at  a  cost  of  only  $64,780,  to  keep  the  citizens 
secure  in  their  persons  and  property.  The  police  force  now 
for  the  same  territory,  consists  of  230  men,  4  lieutenants, 
•end  8  sergeants,  at  a  cost  of  $122,400,  besides  the  cost  of 
lighting  and  cleaning  the  lamps.  This  is  nearly  100  per 
cent-  advance.  So  lately  as  1846,  Spring  Garden  had  33 
watchmen,  1  captain,  and  1  lieutenant,  at  a  cost  of  only 
$14,300,  for  the  security  of  persons  and  property.  At 
the  present  time,  the  three  wards,  composing  the  same  ter- 
ritory, are  entitled  to  a  force  of  87  men,  2  lieutenants,  and 
4  sergeants,  at  a  cost  of  $47,200.  More  than  300  per  cent, 
advance.  The  practice  of  placing  policemen  at  Steamboat 
Landings,  and  Railroad  Depots,  at  Theatres,  and  places  of 
amusement,  at  shows  and  exhibitions,  to  prevent  disorder, 
and  detect  pick-pockets,  draws  largely  upon  the  force. 
Frequent  applications  are  made  to  the  Mayor  for  police- 
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men,  by  individuals,  whose  object  is  to  bring  together  large 
bodies  of  persons  for  various  purposes.  Your  Committee 
are  of  the  opinion,  that  all  such  applications,  whether  from 
companies  or  individuals,  should  be  met  by  the  Mayor,  by 
qualifying,  as  he  has  a  right  to  do,  as  many  special  police- 
men as  the  applicants  may  desire,  to  protect  them  and  their 
property,  at  their  own  expense  ;  thus  leaving  his  own  force, 
for  the  general  purposes  of  a  police. 

As  regards  the  reduction  of  salaries,  your  Committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  City  Councils,  as  agent  for  the  City,  and 
disburser  of  the  funds  of  their  constituents,  should  use 
them  with  the  same  care  and  economy  that  each  member  of 
Councils  would  use  his  own.  And  by  what  standard  does 
each  business  man  regulate  the  management  of  his  own  af- 
fairs, but  by  the  universal  standard  of  supply  and  demand? 
Ought  members  of  Council  to  establish  a  different  rule  from 
that  of  individuals,  when  they  are  using  other  people's 
money  instead  of  their  own  ?  Circumstances,  we  are  all 
aware,  are  very  different  now  from  what  they  were  when 
the  present  salaries  were  fixed.  Your  Committee  have  no 
hesitation  in  declaring,  that  as  regards  the  wages  of  the 
working  classes,  from  which  the  police  force  is  principally 
derived,  there  is  fully  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent.  And 
what  is  still  more  unfortunate  for  this  class,  fully  25  per 
cent,  are  not  able  to  obtain  any  employment  at  all.  City 
Councils  had  no  agency  in  bringing  about  this  state  of 
things,  but  like  all  other  employers  and  employees,  they 
must  yield  to  circumstances  which  they  cannot  control. 
Your  Committee  deplore  this  state  of  things,  but  they  look 
forward  with  a  consoling  hope  that  the  time  will  soon  ar- 
rive when  our  own  labor,  the  labor  of  this  City,  and  this 
country,  will  be  fully  employed  in  contributing  to  the  com- 
forts and  luxuries  of  our  people.  Labor  is  the  great  pulsa- 
tion of  the  country,  as  it  rises  and  falls  the  country  must 
rise  and  fall  also.  In  this  depressed  condition  of  affairs, 
when  those  who  supply  our  treasury  find  it  so  difficult  to 
obtain  the  funds,  would  Councils  be  justified  in  retaining 
the  salaries  that  were  paid  in  1854,  when  every  department 
was  in  the  full  tide  of  prosperity  ?  Let  us  look  at  the  sala- 
ries that  were  paid  just  before  Consolidation.  In  1848, 
when  taxes  were  much  lower  than  they  are  now,  the  old 
City  Councils  fixed  the  compensation  of  the  police  force  as 
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follows  :  captains  of  the  night  policemen  $G00  per  annum, 
lieutenants,  $450,  day  policemen,  $400,  night  policemen, 
$380,  turnkey's,  $365.  These  salaries  are  lower  than  we 
propose  to  fix  them  now.  Even  in  1850  the  Marshal's 
police  were  paid  but  $400  per  annum,  and  the  lieutenants 
$2  per  day.  If  lowering  the  salaries  of  the  police  would 
prevent  a  large  class  of  our  mechanics  from  the  ardent 
pursuit  of  office,  which  is  always  of  a  precarious  tenure, 
much  good  would  be  accomplished  by  the  measure. 

In  former  years  at  this  season,  we  have  been  accustomed 
to  see  our  city  expanding  into  the  country  by  the  erection 
of  long  rows  of  buildings,  north,  south,  and  west.  The  cheer- 
ful sound  of  the  hammer  and  the  saw  was  heard  through- 
out our  borders.  What  has  paralysed  this  business  ?  Capi- 
tal is  abundant,  seeking  investment  at  very  low  rates.  The 
answer  is,  that  it  will  not  pay.  The  burden  of  taxation  is 
so  great  as  to  destroy  all  enterprise  in  this  direction.  Hence 
the  cause  of  so  many  mechanics  in  this  line  seeking  em- 
ployment;  and  hence  the  cause  of  the  difficulty  in  the 
payment  of  taxes.  Capitalists  will  not  build  upon  account 
of  the  heavy  taxes,  and  mechanics  in  this  line  cannot  pay 
their  taxes  because  they  have  no  employment.  The  com- 
pensation we  have  accorded  to  the  police  is  greater  than 
will  be  obtained  by  industrious,  intelligent  mechanics  of  this 
City.  Your  Committee  have  calmly  discussed  this  question 
of  retrenchment  in  relation  to  the  Police  Department. 
Other  departments,  in  their  turn,  will  be  subjected  to  the 
same  scrutiny.  They  are  satisfied  that  the  reductions  they 
propose  are  correct,  under  the  circumstances.  They  are 
satisfied  also,  that  the  tax-payers  demand  them,  upon  whom 
the  burden  falls  of  supplying  the  treasury.  Let  the  new 
Councils  practise  after  they  are  elected,  what^//e^  preached 
before  the  election.  Should  they  approve  the  Ordinance 
the  Committee  have  prepared,  there  will  be  a  saving  in  this 
department  alone  of  $100,000.

Sec.  3.  That  so  much  of  any  and  all  former  Ordinances 
as  are  altered  or  supplied  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM  WAS  REFERRED 
THE  RESOLUTIONS  AND  PETITION  COMMUNICATED  BY  THP 
NUiSn?B  ^^^^^^'  ^^  REGARD  TO  THE  COHOCKSINK  CREEK 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  :— The  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  Resolutions  and  Petition  in  relation  to  the  "  Co- 
hocksink  Creek  Nuisance,"  transmitted  to  this  chamber  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  respectfully  report :  That  they  have 
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visited  the  locality  complained  of,  and  found  upon  examina- 
tion, that  the  recent  heavy  rains  have  caused  the  usual 
freshets  and  sudden  rise  in  the  creek,  which,  by  overflow- 
ing its  banks,  has  inundated  the  cellars  along  its  line,  caus- 
ing great  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  owners  of  property 
and  citizens  residing  in  that  vicinity.  In  many  instances 
the  residents  on  the  line  of  the  creek  were  compelled,  during 
the  continuance  of  the  flood,  to  abandon  the  lower  stories 
of  their  houses,  while  the  water,  upon  retiring,  has  left  a 
filthy  and  disease-engendering  deposit  upon  the  premises. 

Your  Committee  would  further  state  that  the  creek  ap- 
pears to  be  a  receptacle  for  the  filth,  carrion,  ofl"al,  and  rub- 
bish of  the  neighborhood  through  which  it  flows,  thereby 
rendering  it  in  the  highest  degree  ofi'ensive,  and,  as  we  be- 
lieve, prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  citizens  who  reside  or 
conduct  business  in  that  part  of  the  city. 

Your  Committee,  in  prosecuting  the  duties  of  their  ap- 
pointment, found  that  the  banks  of  the  creek  were  occupied 
by  slaughter-houses,  breweries,  privies,  morocco  factories, 
tan  yards,  glue  factories,  bone-boiling  and  other  establish- 
ments, from  which  disgusting,  ofi'ensive,  and  unwholesome 
matter  is  constantly  discharged  into  it ;  and  as  the  tide,  in 
consequence  of  the  great  accumulation  of  mud  and  filth  in 
the  bed  of  the  creek,  seldom  fiows  beyond  the  bridge  at 
the  Germantown  Road,  all  west  of  that  point,  except  in 
time  of  a  freshet,  is  a  stagnant  pool,  or  sluggish  stream, 
favorable  to  the  creation  of  a  malarious  atmosphere,  which 
must  inevitably  spread  disease  and  death  wherever  its  in- 
fluence extends. 

At  the  point  where  the  Parrish  or  Culvert  Street  culvert 
empties  into  the  Cohocksink  Creek,  the  mud  and  filth  has 
accumulated  to  such  an  extent  that  at  least  one  half  of  the 
capacity  of  said  culvert  is  destroyed,  and  the  property  on 
the  entire  line  of  Culvert  and  Parrish  Streets,  and  the  sur- 
rounding neighborhood,  liable  after  heavy  rains,  to  damage 
and  destruction. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  your  Committee,  after  a  full  inves- 
tigation of  all  the  circumstances,  that  the  exigency  of  the 
case  demands  that  a  culvert  should  be  immediately  con- 
structed on  the  line  of  Cohocksink  Creek.  This  can  be  the 
only  eff'ectual  and  permanent  remedy  for  the  nuisance  so 
loudly  and  justly  complained  of  by  the  citizens  residing  in 
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its  vicinity ;  and  we  therefore  recommend  to  Councils  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  effecting  that  purpose, 
and  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution.

sand and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ;  which 
said  sum  is  hereby  appropriated,  when  realized  by  such 
sales,  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Funded  Debt 
of  said  City,  falling  due  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1858. 

Sec.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropri- 
ation shall  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  in  the  manner  and  form,  and  with  the  requisites  pre- 
scribed in  existing  Ordinances,  respecting  the  drawing  of 
warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  from  the  City  Treasury.

Gentlemen:— The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the  Twentieth  Ward,  contest- 
ing the  seat  of  Mr.  James  Russel  in  this  body,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  Report : 

Your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  for  them  to  allude 
to  any  of  the  specifications  contained  in  the  communication 
of  the  petitioners,  excepting  those  upon  which  evidence  was 
adduced  pertinent  to  the  question  at  issue.  But  we  will 
say  in  reference  to  the  second  specification,  which  is  very 
general  in  its  character,  and  which  we  think  relates  to  the 
general  character  and  proceedings  of  the  officers  of  the 
election  of  the  Tenth  Division  of  the  Twentieth  Ward,  and 
which  acquired  such  an  unenviable  reputation  in  the  dis- 
puted election  case  of  Mann  vs.  Cassaday,  only  a  short 
time  since,  and  is,  doubtless,  fresh  in  the  minds  of  nearly 
all  present : 

That  the  election  officers  of  said  division  did  not,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  law,  (in  many  instances,)  place  the  letter 
Y  opposite  the  name  of  the  voter  upon  the  assessment  list, 
at  the  time  that  he  voted. 

That  they  did  not,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  add  the 
word  tax  or  age,  whenever  the  name  of  the  voter  did  not 
appear  upon  the  assessment  list. 

That  they  did  not  require  proof,  in  many  cases,  of  the 
qualifications  of  voters  whose  right  to  vote  was  legally  chal- 
lenged. 

That  they  did  not,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  require  proof 
of  the  residence  of  voters  whose  names  were  not  on  the  as- 
sessment list. 

That  they  frequently  refused  to  qualify  voters  on  general 
challenge,  alleging  that  they  were  all  right. 

That  they  opened  the  polls  at  the  unusually  early  hour 
of  between  6J  and  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  contrary  to 
common  usage,  thus  leading  the  mind  to  suspect  the  inten- 
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tional  perpetration  of  fraud  upon  the  dearest  rights  of  the 
people,  at  an  hour  when  but  few  would  be  present  to  protect 
their  rights  or  detect  a  wrong. 

Your  Committee  were  forcibly  and  most  unfavorably  im- 
pressed with  the  following  relative  display  of  the  number 
of  taxables  and  voters  in  the  various  Divisions  of  the  Twen- 
tieth Ward,  at  the  last  election.

From  this  statement  it  will  be  clearly  perceived,  that  in 
the  Tenth  Division,  which  is  by  far  the  most  sparsely  set- 
tled portion  of  the  Twentieth  Ward,  the  proportion  of  votes 
cast  at  the  last  election  to  that  of  the  taxables  which  it  con- 
tains, is  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  per  cent,  greater  than  in 
any  other  Division  of  said  Ward,  all  of  which  are  more 
densely  populated,  and,  consequently,  we  think  should  show 
a  reverse  state  of  facts. 

In  view  of  the  opinion  of  Judge  Thompson,  expressed  in 
the  case  of  Mann  vs.  Cassady,  your  Committee  believe 
that  they  would  be  perfectly  justified  in  ruling  out  the  re- 
turn of  this  Division  from  the  general  return  of  the  Ward ; 
but  a  desire  to  disfranchise  no  legal  voter,  decides  them  to 
settle  the  case  by  striking  off  all  votes  cast  for  either  party 
that  were  not  on  the  assessment  list,  or  proved  their  right 
to  vote  at  said  election. 

For  the  information  of  the   Chamber,  we  here  give  the 
language  of  Judge  Thompson  in  the  case  above  referred  to, 
and  which  we  think  applies  with   equal  force  to  this  case. 
He  says  : 
15 
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*'  Had  we  not  erased  from  the  petition  the  specifications 
alleging  gross  frauds  and  irregularities  upon  the  part  of  the 
election  officers  in  the  Divisions  referred  to,  a  different 
course  would  certainly  have  been  adopted.  The  entire  pro- 
ceedings are  so  tarnished  by  the  fraudulent  conduct  of  the 
officers  charged  with  the  performance  of  the  most  solemn 
and  responsible  duties,  that  we  would  not  only  have  felt 
abundantly  justified,  but  it  would  have  been  our  plain  duty 
to  throw  out  the  return  of  every  Division  to  which  we  have 
referred." 

As  the  result  will  be  the  same  in  either  case,  we  have 
adopted  the  plan  pursued  in  the  case  of  Mann  vs.  Cassady, 
to  wit :  Throw  out  all  votes  cast  for  either  of  the  candi- 
dates by  persons  not  found  on  the  assessment  book,  or  who 
did  not  prove  that  they  were  legally  qualified  voters.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  transmit  a  statement  of  the 
Financial  affairs  of  the  City,  for  the  first  half  of  the  year 
1858,  ending  June  30. 

The  limited  time  allowed  by  law  precludes  the  possibility 
of  a  more  detailed  statement ;  everything  necessary  for  the 
information  of  Councils  is,  however,  embraced  in  the  ac- 
companying tables. 

I  have  not  deemed  it  essential,  either  for  your  or  the 
public  inquiry,  to  present  an  account  of  the  Funded  Debt 
of  the  City,  as  no  alteration  has  taken  place  in  that  ac- 
count since  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  January  11,  1858, 
except  the  payment  of  $74,300  on  account  of  the  debt  fall- 
ing due  January  1,  1858,  which  payment  is  embodied  in 
Table  No.  4. 

By  comparing  the  tables  now  submitted  with  those  of 
January  last,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Floating  Debt  of  the 
City,  comprised  of  outstanding  Warrants  issued  prior  to 
January  1,  1858,  has  been  reduced  the  present  year  from 
$619,482  21,  to  $60,118  84,  and  of  this  amount  the  sum 
of  $48,819  52  is  for  unclaimed  interest;  leaving  for  War- 
rants issued  bv  the  several  Departments,  unpaid,  the  very 
limited  sum  of" $11, 299  32. 

As  this  is  the  last  day  of  my  official  tenure,  I  embrace 
the  occasion  to  tender  to  Councils  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  encouragement  and  support  I  have  received  at  their 
hands  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  of  this  office  ; 
and  to  express  the  hope  that,  through  the  careful  guardian- 
ship of  Councils,  and  the  economy  of  the  several  Depart- 
ments, the  credit  of  our  beloved  City  will  be  fully  sustained, 
and  a  clean  balance  sheet  exhibited  at  no  very  distant  day.

Delivered  on  the  5th  of  July,  1858,  in  Common  Council  Cham- 
ber, by  George  F.  Gordon,  Esq. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  GiUj  Councils, 

and  Fellow  Citizens. 

Yesterday  was  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord,  as  well  as  the 
great  American  Sabbath  of  patriotism.  No  noise,  or  con- 
fusion broke  the  serene  stillness  of  the  sacred  day.  By 
common  consent,  the  blest  result  of  our  Christian  civiliza- 
tion, the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord,  had  the  precedence.  This 
was  as  it  should  be — God  first!  Liberty  next. 

Though  the  shout  of  jubilant  mirth  was  not  heard  in  all 
our  streets,  nor  the  booming  of  cannon,  nor  the  rattle  of 
musketry,  nor  the  sharp  stirring,  concording  sounds  of 
martial  music,  nor  any  of  the  usual  outward  demonstra- 
tions of  a  nation's  joy  ;  yet,  the  nation  was  not  without  its 
joy,  peerless  and  grand.  Patriotism  and  Christianity,  twin 
brothers  as  they  are,  met,  embraced,  and  knelt  around 
thrice  ten  thousand  altars,  and  arose  strengthened  by  the 
act,  to  bless  God  for  liberty.  All  over  our  beloved  land, 
Christianity  gave  to  patriotism  the  pledges  of  immortality, 
and  flung  around  the  hallowed  memories  of  our  Revolution 
the  fragrances  of  heaven. 

To-day  we  meet  amid  the  tumult  of  a  nation's  jubilee-joy. 
As  soon  as  the  orb  of  day  kissed  the  new  morning,  and  girt 
himself  for  his  meridian  race  in  the  skies ;  up  rose  the 
shout  of  million-mouthed  patriotism,  from  hill  and  vale, 
river  and  sea-board,  mountain  and  plain  ;  and  loud  peeled 
and  rattled  and  roared  the  national  and  civic  emblems  of 
our  glad  people's  joy  and  power. 

We  have  met  to-day  in  this  sacred  building*  to  join  in 
the  universal  rejoicing.  The  representatives  of  the  whole 
people  in  the  City  Council,  declared  by  vote,  that  this  day 

*  The  "  State  House,"  in  which  is  the  "  Hall  of  Independence." 
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of  illustrious  memories  should  be  officially  celebrated  with 
appropriate  services — happy  inaugural  of  a  practice  which 
I  trust  will  grow  with  our  growth,  and  strengthen  with  our 
strength.  The  only  regret  which  I  have  in  connection  with 
the  ceremonial  of  the  day,  is  the  choice  of  Council,  in  se- 
lecting me  for  the  distinguished  post  of  "orator  of  the  day," 
on  so  great  an  occasion  as  the  present.  For  this  is  an  au- 
thoritative City  Celebration.  It  is  the  act  of  the  whole 
people  through  their  representatives.  When,  therefore,  I 
think  of  the  magnitude  of  the  occasion — the  City,  with  its 
half  million  of  inhabitants ;  its  commerce,  and  arts,  and 
manufactories  ;  its  relations  to  our  beloved  union  ;  and  its 
magazines  of  ancestral  and  patriotic  jewels — I  stand 
abashed,  and  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  wish  that  an- 
other stood  this  day  in  my  place.  And,  I  feel  my  inability 
to  do  justice  to  the  occasion,  still  more,  when  I  consider  the 
place  where  we  are  met.  These  walls  !  what  whispering 
thoughts  do  they  bring  on  the  silver  wires  of  memory's 
telegraph  !  What  great  lessons  of  moral  power  and  patriot 
worth,  they  ceaselessly  teach  !  silent  they  are  to  outward 
ear,  and  eye,  and  touch  ;  but,  to  the  citizenry  of  the  mental 
realm  they  live,  and  more  and  ever  speak  in  the  Republic 
of  Intellect  with  never  ceasing  trains  of  captivating  and 
enrapturing  eloquence  ! — my  very  voice,  as  I  speak  these 
words,  echoes,  and  re-echoes  in  old  "  Independence  Hall." 
It  cannot  be  vanity  that  makes  we  wish,  now  that  I  am  here, 
that  I  could  lift  to  my  lips  the  silvery  trumpet  of  indepen- 
dence, and  blow  a  blast,  sweet,  and  loud,  and  long,  for  Lib- 
erty and  the  Union  ! — to  the  joy  of  all  the  people,  and 
worthy  of  the  place  and  the  occasion. 

As  Philadelphians,  what  a  treasure  is  in  our  midst  to 
guard  and  love  !  As  American  citizens,  how  should  we  at 
all  times,  and  especially  on  Independence  Day,  delight  to 
do  honor  to  the  place — the  greatest  place  on  earth,  save 
Calvary, — the  place  where  the  giants  of  the  revolution  as- 
sembled— master-men  of  the  olden  time  and  of  all  time, 
are  they;  model-revolutionists  of  this  day,  and  of  all  days 
to  come,  are  they.  "  Independence  Hall !"  how  we  ought  to 
love  thee,  and  cherish  with  intensest  gratitude,  thy  memo- 
ries and  the  shining  record  of  sacrifice,  of  matchless  elo- 
quence, and  unsurpassed  courage  I — the  place  where  Pat- 
rick Henry  cleft  the    thunder-cloud  of   British   oppression 
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■with  the  lightening  of  free  speech  !  and  sent  flying  o'er 
the  colonies  brave  words  of  cheer  to  the  trembling,  yet 
marshalling  revolutionists,  thrilling  them  with  the  immor- 
tality of  invincibility  ! — the  place  where  Richard  Henry 
Lee  poured  forth  on  willing  ears  and  warm  hearts  the 
rushing  flood  of  his  polished  eloquence,  bursting  the  chains 
and  fetters  of  monarchy  forever  ! — the  place  where  Adams, 
the  elder,  tore  away  the  scarlet  drapery  from  the  throne, 
breaking  the  sceptre,  and  trampling  under  foot  the  royal 
insignia  of  kingly  despotism,  and  driving  the  last  nail  in 
the  coffin  of  dethroned  monarchy  ! — "  Sivik  or  sivini,  sur- 
vive or  perish,  Jjidependence  noiv,  and  Independence  for- 
ever /*  A  noble  band  of  giants  were  the  Fathers  of  the 
American  Republic — true  as  heaven  to  each  other  and  the 
cause,  not  a  traitor  among  them  all ! 

The  peculiarities  of  our  meeting  and  of  this  celebration 
are  worthy  of  a  passing  notice.  We  meet  to-day,  not  as  a 
party,  or  a  sect ;  not  to  extol  one  portion  of  our  fellow-citi- 
zens at  the  expense  and  to  the  injury  of  any  other.  We 
meet  to-day  in  the  authorized  name  of  the  people  of  this 
our  great  and  beautiful  city,  to  do  patriotic  homage  at  the 
altar  of  the  Union,  for  the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future 
of  our  whole  country.  We  stand  to-day  far  above  the 
reach  of  withering  and  distracting  partyism.  On  the 
WasJiington  Platform  we  stand  !  A  platform  built  of  the 
precious  materials  furnished  in  his  "  Farewell  Address" — 
broad  enough  and  strong  enough,  for  every  patriot  citizen, 
of  every  shade  of  opinion  in  all  the  land,  and  room  for 
millions  more  !  In  view  of  the  relentless  partizan  warfare, 
and  sectional  antagonisms,  with  which  our  country  abounds, 
this  feature  in  the  programme  of  to-day's  celebration  in  this 
holy  place,  is  worthy  of  record.  And  I  sincerely  hope 
that  this  "  old  State  House  "  as  well  as  "Independence 
Square  "f  shall  henceforward  be  unpolluted  with  any  mere 
party  celebration  on  Independence  Day.  How  beautiful  a 
thing,  and  how  becoming  well,  would  it  be,  for  the  whole 
people  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  highly 
favored  land,  to  resolve,  and  keep  the  resolution,  to  forget

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for  a  single  day,  that  parties,  or  differences  of  opinion  had 
any  existence,  and  rush  with  manly  joy  into  each  other's 
arms,  hailing  as  brother,  every  American  citizen,  no  matter 
what  his  opinions,  or  party  alliances,  or  geographical  birth 
place  ;  causing  the  sky-blue  arches  of  heaven  to  echo  on 
from  the  hills  of  the  North  to  the  savannahs  and  orange 
groves  of  the  South,  the  national  challenges  of  united  and 
happy  freemen.  Thank  God  for  liberty  !  hearts  to  cherish 
it,  and  hands  to  defend  it — the  Union  ever  blessed  and 
strong,  surrounded  by  a  wall  of  hearts  invincible  without, 
immortal  within  ! 

Another  feature  in  this  days  ceremonial  with  us,  must 
not  pass  unnoticed.  The  Bible  was  read  first,*  because  it 
is  tlie  book  of  God  ! — the  book  of  the  people — our  great 
American  book — the  book  of  Washington  !  And  because, 
upon  the  Bible  as  a  foundation,  broad  as  the  universe,  and 
strong  as  eternity,  our  liberties  rest.  Remove  this  founda- 
tion, and  all  that  is  beautiful  and  valuable  in  our  liberties 
and  free  system  of  government  will  soon  become  worthless 
and  vile.  Take  the  Bible  from  American  liberty,  and  noth- 
ing remains  worth  possessing.  Prayer  has  been  offeredf  to 
Almighty  God,^^  who  hath  made  and  preserved  us  a  nation.'" 
Prayer  has  ever  been  the  constant  and  true  friend  of  lib- 
erty, and  the  terror  of  tyrants  in  all  ages.  It  sweetly 
and  strongly  links  earth  to  heaven  by  celestial  telegraph, 
rooted  in  the  Bible  as  a  perpetual  battery  of  omnipotent 
power,  it  stretches  away  on  wires  of  faith  above  the  cloud- 
capped  mountains,  up  into  the  azure  heavens,  and  coils  it- 
self around  the  throne  of  humanity's  Mediatorial  Prince  ! 
Oft,  and  long,  the  prayer-breath  of  our  loved  Washington 
swept  o'er  these  wires  while  he  grieved  at  Valley  Forge. 
Oft,  and  strong,  the  prayers  of  patriot  souls,  on  fire  with  in- 
tense desire  for  liberty,  have  thrilled  from  earth  to  heaven, 
and  myriad  times  from  heaven  to  earth,  with  more  than 
Pentecostal  swiftness,  have  come  rushing  down  the  fire- 
winged  answers,  illuminating  the  camp  of  the  patriot  with 
the  light  and  joy  of  victory. 

But  strange  to  say,  some  object ;  saying,  that  this  read- 
ing of  the  Bible  and  prayer,  &c.,  is  "  introducing  religion

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into  politics.''  Now,  because  of  the  circumstances  under 
•which  this  remark  was  recently  made,  I  shall  dwell  on  this 
question  of  Religion  in  Politics  a  little,  even  at  the  risk  of 
being  considered  Puritanical ;  and,  because  I  consider  a 
proper  understanding  of  this  matter  as  vital  to  our  consti- 
tutional liberties. 

The  record  of  our  Revolution  is  most  wonderful  in  many 
respects;  but,  in  none  more  marvelous  than  in  its  religious 
aspects.  And,  it  would  be  well  at  this  day  for  those  who  ob- 
ject to  the  introduction  of  the  Bible,  and  prayer  at  meet- 
ings considered  political,  to  re-read  the  record  of  Revolu- 
tionary, Christian,  Bible  patriotism.  On  the  truth  and 
beauty,  and  practice,  of  those  golden  records  every  true 
patriotic  citizen  stands  rejoicingly  to-day.  It  is  a  con- 
tinued record  of  minister  and  people,  of  "  prayer  and 
thanksgiving,"  of  "solemn  fastings  and  humiliations,"  of 
"appeals  to  heaven"  and  the  "God  of  armies,"  and 
"Divine  Providence."  "Let  the  pulpits  thunder!" 
said  Adams;  ard  they  did  thunder  and  lighten  to  the 
terror  of  the  oppressors.  No  meeting  was  held  without  the 
recognition  of  the  "Supreme  Arbiter;"  no  committee  of 
safety  or  supply  appointed  without  invoking  the  "  God  of 
heaven."  And,  when  armies  were  marshalled,  each  soldier 
of  freedom  went  forth  baptized  with  tears  and  followed 
with  unceasing  prayer.  The  fathers  of  the  Republic  knew 
nothing  of  "politics"  except  through  and  by  religion.  Their 
politics  was  an  out-growth  of  their  religion,  and  hence  the 
purity  and  dignity  of  its  character.  By  religion,  of  course, 
is  not  meant  that  magnificent  congregation  of  antagonisms 
called  sectarianism  ;  but,  rather,  is  meant,  the  knowledge  of 
Jehovah  and  his  government  as  communicated  in  the  Bible. 
Just,  as  politics  may  be  considered  the  knowledge  of  human 
laws  as  revealed  by  wisdom  and  experience.  Religion 
therefore  is  the  basis  on  which  politics  must  rest.  They 
ought  not  to  be,  and  cannot  with  safety  be,  disconnected.  It 
was  because  there  was  no  religion  in  the  acts  and  politics 
of  the  British  government  that  our  forefathers  rebelled. 
For  religion  implies  justice,  goodness,  equity,  truth  !  Every 
theory  of  politics  not  founded  upon,  and  deriving  its  life- 
nourishment  from  the  true  religion,  which  is  the  religion  of 
the  Bible,  must  perish.  The  hero-band  of  noble  patriots 
who  achieved  so  brilliantly  the  liberty  in  which  we  to-day 
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stand  fast  and  rejoice,  understood  this  question  well,  and 
most  thoroughly.  Mark  the  order  of  one  among  their  first 
addresses,  which  emanated  from  the  famous  Committee  of 
Correspondence,  which  committee  was  the  basis  of  the  sub- 
sequent union  of  the  colonies — "  As  men,  as  Christians,  and 
as  subjects,  &c.— Here  we  have  the  true  order  of  things-First, 
men;  second.  Christians;  third,  citizens.  This  order  is  as  di- 
vine as  it  is  true.  How  striking  and  grand  is  this  mighty  doc- 
trine, announced  as  it  were  by  inspiration,  in  the  noble  and 
ever  to  be  remembered  words  of  Ethan  Allen  at  Ticonderoga, 
"/?i  the  name  of  the  great  Jehovah  and  the  Qontinental  Qon- 
gress  I  demand  your  surrender !"  In  the  word  "Jehovah"  we 
have  all  of  religion ;  in  that  of  the  Continental  Congress 
we  have  all  of  politics  in  its  grandest  sense.  And  so 
through  the  whole  record,  religion  first,  politics  next.  And 
mark  another  most  important  feature  ;  they  are  always  to- 
gether, never  separated.  In  council  or  tented  field  ;  in  co- 
lonial or  congressional  assemblies,  everywhere  religion  and 
politics  went  hand  in  hand ;  religion  by  inherent  vitality 
leading  the  van.  This  is  the  rock-position.  It  cannot  be 
overthrown.  It  is  the  ark  of  our  covenanted  liberties.  If 
it  be  touched,  there  is  danger  to  the  Republic.  Those  who 
object  to  religion  in  politics  will  do  well  to  examine  them- 
selves, and  see  if  they  be  in  the  faith  of  freedom  according 
to  the  test  of  the  Revolution.  But,  in  addition  to  what  I 
have  stated,  and  to  volumes  more  that  might  be  stated,  I 
present  one  other  thing,  and  it  is  the  radiant  seal,  the 
©mate  cap-stone  to  this  whole  matter.  "In  1777  Congress  di- 
rected the  Committee  of  Commerce  to  import  2(J,000  copies 
of  the  Bible!"* — Glorious  importation!  would  we  had  no 
other  !  Thus  was  the  nation  crowned  with  the  Bible.  Let 
her  wear  it  with  honor  and  dignity,  and  the  stars  and 
stripes  shall  wave  forever  invincibly. 

Human  governments,  and  especially  republican  govern- 
ments, exist  by  consent  of  the  governed,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  mutual  protection,  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
greatest  numbers.  If,  therefore.  Bibles  are  more  conducive 
to  good  government  and  happiness,  and  of  course  pros- 
perity, than  rifles,  why  not  make  and  circulate  Bibles  instead 
of   rifles  ?     If    both    are  necessary,    then  give   both.     If

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Bibles  and  Missionaries  would  civilize  the  Indians,  and 
protect  the  hardy  and  hero  pioneer  of  our  western  borders, 
better  and  faster  than  rifles,  powder,  and  a  thousand  name- 
less trinkets,  why  not  the  former  instead  of  the  latter? 
Millions  of  dollars  are  annually  expended  for  printing  a 
great  variety  of  documents,  Agricultural,  Mechanical,  &c., 
&c.  Some  very  good,  and  many  very  worthless,  and  of  no 
advantage  to  the  people.  If  the  Congress  of  1777  im- 
ported 20,000  Bibles,  what  harm  would  there  be  in  the 
Congress  of  1858  printing  and  circulating  a  million  of 
them  ?  Are  there  societies  organized  for  this  purposes 
now-a-days  ? — So  are  there  Companies  to  manufacture  rifles, 
— so  are  there  Publishing  Houses  to  publish  and  circulate  all 
manner  of  agricultural,  mechanical,  botanical,  geographi- 
cal books,  &c.,  &c.  I  hope  to  live  to  see  the  day  when  the 
Congress  of  these  United  States  will  be  the  most  magnifi- 
cent missionary  society  that  men  or  angels  have  ever  seen. 
Missionaries  for  liberty !  the  world  over,  based  on  the  Bible. 
For  such  liberty  as  this  let  our  voices  shout  to-day.  Let 
the  hallelujah-chorus  roll,  and  echo,  from  shore  to  shore, — 
out  upon  the  ocean — let  the  Storm-king  thunder  it,  amid  the 
jewel-crested  billows ;  in  upon  our  inland  ocean-lakes,  let 
the  gentle  zephyrs  bear  it  on  o'er  their  silvery  bosoms,  and 
fling  it  out  upon  our  flower-blooming  prairies ;  there  let  it 
gather  strength  and  fragrance,  swelling  with  the  undula- 
tions of  those  immense  plains,  rushing  along  all  our  river 
courses,  to  the  joy  of  millions,  who  prolong  the  shout,  as  up 
to  the  mountain  heights  like  our  storm-daring  eagle  it 
sweeps  from  crag  to  summit,  heralding  the  echo  to  afar, 
and  pouring  itself  down  again  upon  the  glad  valleys,  kiss- 
ing their  opening  flowers,  and  ripening  fruitage  with  the 
jubilee-song  of  a  nation's  joy — thank  Crod  for  liberty/ 
founded  on  the  Bible  !  Let  it  roll  on  still,  along  every 
iron-road  where  the  fire-chariot  snorts  in  its  power  ;  on  the 
lightning  wings  of  the  miracle-working  telegraph,  let  the 
nation's  song,  electric,  flash  ;  through  all  our  regions  and 
avenues  of  wealth,  where  the  iron  and  copper  ore  is,  and 
the  galena  is  smelted,  and  the  gold  quartz  is  gotten — there 
let  freedom's  echo  revibrate  ;  through  all  our  factories 
and  furnaces,  where  the  bone,  and  sinew,  and  brain,  is  devel- 
oped into  wealth,  let  the  echo  hum  ;  through  all  churches, 
let  organ  and  choir  swell   the    gathering  and  spreading 
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strains ;  in  all  colleges,  let  the  student-sons  of  freemen 
catch,  and  fling  still  onward  and  upward  the  glorious  tide  of 
human  joy ;  in  all  schools,  let  million  voices  of  freedom's 
children  charm  the  gathering,  rolling,  spreading,  thunder- 
ing, jubilant  song  in  freedom's  western  home  ;  from 
Atlantic  to  Pacific,  from  North  to  South  and  East  and 
West,  and  across  the  wild  ocean  waters  to  the  thrones  and 
principalities  and  powers,  startling  the  despot  on  his  vol- 
canic throne  with  wild  amazement,  as  he,  too,  hears  dis- 
tinctly above  the  storm — Thank  Crod  for  liberty  founded  on 
the  Bible  ! 

Liberty  is  reality.  It  has  to  be  gained,  and  may  be  lost. 
We  rejoice  in  it  to-day,  not  because  we  gained  it ;  but  be- 
cause our  fathers  gained  it,  possessed  it,  cherished  it,  blest 
it,  and  gave  it  to  us  red  with  their  best  blood,  and  sparkling 
with  their  tears.  AVe  too,  have  possessed  it,  and  do 
cherish  it,  and  desire  to  rejoice  evermore  because  of  it. 
Yet,  eternal  vigilance  is  its  price  ;  and  while  we  rejoice,  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  inquire  for  the  old  land-marks,  and 
see  that  no  attempt  be  made  to  change  them,  nor  remove 
them.  For,  it  is  not  to  be  concealed  that,  amid  all  our  re- 
joicings, there  is  some  little  cause  for  sorrow.  The  sky  of 
our  Union,  ever  blessed,  is  not  all  clear  and  blue.  A  black 
cloud  floats  in  the  firmament  of  the  Union,  and  darkens  the 
radiance  of  the  "  stars,"  and  wraps  the  "  stripes  "  with  its 
fitful  gloom.  But,  it  must  not  be  so  ever.  Wisdom  and 
prudence,  the  constitution,  vigilance  and  peace,  swift  rush- 
ing on  the  chariot-wheels  of  time,  will  pierce  the  cloud 
with  the  spear  of  freedom's  sovereignty,  and  let  the  full- 
orbed  glory  of  the  Union  shine  !  ■ 

Sovereignty  is  the  life  of  liberty.  If  sovereignty  be 
stricken  down,  liberty  dies.  Liberty  is  the  body,  sover- 
eignty is  the  souk  Liberty  is  collective  as  well  as  individual. 
Sovereignty  is  individual  alone.  Hence,  liberty  has  often 
been  crushed,  because  it  is  mortal;  sovereignty  can  never 
die,  because  it  is  immortal.  It  may,  and  often  has,  in  con- 
nection with  its  body  of  liberty,  been  made  to  suff'er  and 
bleed.  Sovereignty  is  the  gift  of  God  ;  it  is  given  to  every 
man.  It  is  the  throne  of  individual  responsibility  and 
accountability ;  hence,  its  immortality  !  Sovereignty  is 
the  grandest  thing  on  earth.  It  is  the  jewelled  crown 
which   manhood  presses    to    his    brow,    and    stands    con- 
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fessed  a  Sovereign  !  It  cannot  be  delegated.  It  may  be 
represented  by  sufferance  and  permission ;  but,  no  man  can 
give  his  sovereignty  to  another,  nor  has  any  other  the 
right  to  assume  and  exercise  the  sovereignty  of  his  fellow. 
Herein  lies  the  vital  life  of  Republics — individual  sover- 
eignty and  responsibility.  This  is  the  bulwark  against 
which  tyrants  have  never  prevailed.  When  this  great  doc- 
trine is  better  understood,  and  more  fully  acted  upon,  we 
may  then  expect  to  see  the  best  men,  and  the  choice  spir- 
its of  the  day,  representing  the  people  in  the  Halls  of 
Legislation.  When  the  citizen  understands  and  feels  that 
he  is  responsible,  and  that  he  cannot  shake  it  off",  upon 
his  representative,  his  agent,  or  any  assembled  combination, 
styled  government  or  otherwise, — then  wisdom  will  stand  on 
the  high  places  of  the  nation,  and  excellence  will  have  praise 
among  men,  and  honesty  will  radiantly  shine,  and  justice 
will  be  established  over  all,  and  the  nation  will  be  exalted 
on  high  because  of  righteousness! 

It  was  for  sovereignty, — "popular  sovereignty"  as  a 
great  principle,  underlying,  enveloping,  and  crowning  all 
liberty,  religious  and  civil,  that  the  fathers  of  the  American 
Republic  struggled  for,  and  achieved.  So  precious  to  them 
was  it,  that  they  willingly  gave  up  all  else,  earthly,  to  gain 
it.  No  peril  of  fire,  or  sword,  or  want,  or  death,  could 
fright  them  from  sovereignty's  embrace.  And  shall  we  not 
cling  to  it?  Amid  the  dust,  and  smoke,  and  gore  of  the  battle, 
whole  battalions  of  freemen  rushed  with  eagle  eye  and  firm 
step  on  bristling  bayonets  and  roaring  cannon,  all  for  sover- 
eignty !  And  shall  we  in  the  sunshine  of  peace  not  start 
to  our  feet,  when  we  hear  the  stealthy  tread  of  the  usurpers 
in  the  vestibule  of  sovereignty's  temples  !  Sovereignty 
vf&s  jJopidar  with  our  fathers,  it  should  he  popula?' vfith.  us. 
It  is  the  strength  of  man,  the  strength  of  States — and  a 
wall  of  fire  around  our  Union  ! 

Our  Union,  ever  blessed  and  fair — shall  it  falter  and  fall  ? 
Shall  it  break  asunder,  and  with  it  the  most  blest  and  bril- 
liant hopes  of  the  future  ?  Oh  !  no,  it  must  not — shall  not 
be.  If  the  ties  of  consanguinity,  so  sweetly  and  lovingly 
interwoven,  between  North  and  South,  and  East  and  West, 
will  not  avail  to  stay  the  work  so  dark  and  dread,  that  it 
will  rend  with  bitterist  anguish  ten  million  hearts,  and 
blight  the  Paradise  hopes  of  thrice  ten  millions  more — if  no 
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power  of  exalted  patriotism,  no  triumph  of  genius,  no  spell 
of  charmed  patriotic  eloquence,  no  hope  of  the  future,  nor 
joy  of  the  present,  nor  strength  of  commerce,  nor  swelling 
thought  of  noblest  statesmanship,  nor  union  of  highest  in- 
telligence with  mightiest  intellects ;  and  above,  and  be- 
yond all  these, — if  no  power  of  our  glorious  Christianity,  if 
no  charm  from  our  great  American  book,  the  Bible — no 
memory  of  Washington,  or  Calvary,  can  save  as  a  unit 
these  States  of  ours — if  all  hell  from  centre  to  circumfer- 
ence, has  equipped  for  our  Union's  overthrow,  and  moves  on 
hot  and  heavy  for  the  work,  and  naught  but  blood  will  save 
us  !  Then  let  blood  flow,  let  it  flow  with  a  rush,  let  it  flow 
to  the  "  horses'  bridles,"  let  the  red-flood  sweep  the  land,  as 
the  river  when  pressed  by  mountain  streams,  leaps  over  its 
barriers  ;  but,  let  it  be  pure,  unmixed  Traitor  blood  ! 

When  that  dark  and  dreadful  day  comes,  (if  come,  it 
must,)  then  there  will  leap  into  instant  life,  and  irresistible 
power,  an  order  of  men,  whom  I  will  baptize  in  this  hal- 
lowed place  of  everlasting  memories,  on  this  day  of  days, — 
TJie  Brotherlwod  of  the  Union!  men  who  will  not  fear  to 
make  every  disunion  traitor,  from  the  farthest  North,  to 
the  extremest  South,  and  distant  East,  and  remotest  West, 
bite  the  dust  of  an  infamous  death  !  All  the  first  born  of 
-Egi/jyt  perished  in  a  night! — let  dismiioji  traitors  betvare  ! 
What,  if  the  nation  does  weep  tears  of  blood  for  a  night  ; 
if  on  the  morrow  she  rises  a  virgin  still,  with  more  than 
herculean  power,  to  the  high  embrace  of  indestructible 
unity,  divine  loveliness,  and  world-wide  majesty.  The  tele- 
graph was  not  made  in  vain  !  Though  oft,  and  long,  the 
friendly  challenges  of  united  men  sweep  o'er  the  wires  all 
unnoticed ;  yet,  when  the  supreme  challenge  flashes  on 
electric  wings  o'er  all  the  land, — then  at  that  dread  hour 
will  the  full  import  of  these  foreshadowed  thoughts  be  ter- 
ribly visible  !  Deatlt  to  the  traitor  ! — everlasting  and  ra- 
diant life  to  the  Union  ! 

If  our  beloved  Union  of  States  must  be  dissolved  and 
fall,  let  God  the  Almighty  strike  it  down !  Let  Him  do  it 
without  human  agency.  Let  the  elements  be  marshalled  as 
He  only  can  do  it.  Let  the  thunder-clouds  sparkle  with  un- 
counted millions  of  the  destroying  hosts,  and  the  whole 
circle  of  the  heavens  blaze  with  lightning-floods  more  terri- 
ble than  those  which  swept  the  plains  of  Sodom  and  Go 
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morrah,  and  as  all  we  love  on  earth  crisps  in  the  blaze,  and 
the  glorious  monument  of  freedom's  labor  on  this  western 
continent  bends  its  jeweled  summit  to  the  fire-storm,  may 
oceans  then  burst  their  cords  asunder  and  sweep  the  conti- 
nent, covering  forever  the  splendid  ruin.  Rather  such  be 
our  fate,  than  that  human  hands  should  mar  a  beauty  so 
sweet,  or  deface  a  monument  so  grand  as  the  Union  of  these 
States ! 

But,  away  from  such  sad  thoughts  we  turn,  clinging  ever 
by  faith  sublime  that  rushes  to  immortality  in  our  souls, 
telling  us  in  the  heavenly  ripple  of  "  the  still  small  voice," 
that  the  Union  shall  stand,  till  the  angel  of  the  resurrection 
startles  living  and  dead  with  the  earthquake-shout,  "•  Time 
is  no  more!" 

Yet,  to  the  end  that  our  Union  may  thus  stand,  means 
must  be  used.  And,  none  would  prove  more  powerful,  than 
to  fling  again  into  the  politics  of  the  nation,  the  religion  of  the 
lievolution,  which  was  the  religion  of  the  Bible.  We  can- 
not have  too  much  of  the  right  kind  of  religion  in  politics; 
politics  without  religion  has  already  done  a  great  work  of 
death  for  us  as  a  nation.  What,  if  one  party  in  the  nation 
seek  to  elevate  the  Bible  as  a  party  symbol,  that  is  no  rea- 
son why  all  parties  and  all  men  should  not  seek  to  give  it 
pre-eminence!  When  all  reverence  the  Bible  as  the  fathers 
of  the  American  Revolution  did,  it  will  then  cease  to  be  a 
party  symbol,  and  be,  what  it  of  right  ought  to  be,  the  pre- 
eminent symbol  of  our  nation's  Christocracy,  power  and 
progress.  It  will  teach  us  peace,  and  peace  will  make  us 
strong.  For  we  want  no  war,  and  least  of  all  a  war  with 
England.  Nevertheless,  a  war  against  her  importations 
would  do  us  no  harm.  An  intense  national  feeling  culti- 
vated throughout  all  the  varied  interests,  would  make  our 
Union  strong.  We  want  and  ought  to  have  a  national  litera- 
ture. We  know  not  as  yet  what  we  are  suffering  from  the 
introduction  into  our  midst  of  an  aristocratic  and  debilitat- 
ing literature,  filling  the  minds  of  our  people  with  notions 
utterly  subversive  of  the  simplicity  of  our  loved  republican 
institutions.  We  vfamt  pre-eniineM  encouragement  to  Amer- 
ican industry — an  intense  love  of  art  as  developed  by  na- 
tive genius — a  love  of  art  design,  and  artistic  taste,  which 
would  be  life  to  our  own  manufacturers.  We  want  a  style 
of   architecture,  the    prominent    features  of   which   would 
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Stamp  it  all  American.  We  want  a  style  of  music  all  our 
own,  composed  bj  American  minds,  sung  by  American 
voices,  and  played  by  American  hands.  The  imported  ar- 
ticle is  really  ridiculous  ;  and  the  favor  it  meets  with  on 
our  shores,  is  indeed  a  sad  and  sorry  commentary  upon  our 
national  taste,  and  style,  and  sentiment.  These  things 
may  seem  small  in  themselves,  but  they  are  nevertheless 
the  very  things  which  constitute  a  distinctive  nationality. 
Nationality  will  make  us  strong  at  home,  and  feared  and 
respected  abroad.  We  must  attain  unto  this  excellency  of 
nationality  of  character,  before  we  will  be  able  to  set  out 
upon  our  grand  missionary  destiny  as  a  nation.  Not  the 
wild  and  reckless  and  debauching  spirit  of  "fillibusterism," 
but  the  dignified  march  of  the  government  on  the  highway 
of  American  progress  and  power. 

There  is  truth  in  the  idea,  that  in  connection  with  all 
human  action,  as  well  as  national  development,  there  is  a 
destiny — not  fatalism,  but  the  magnificent  outworkings  of 
mind-sovereignties  under  the  harmonious  impulses  of 
laws  as  yet  but  little  understood  by  those  who  bend  in  ac- 
tive submission,  as  effect  to  cause,  to  the  great  God-ordained 
and  man-developing  powers  of  destiny. 

Look  at  our  past  history.  Examine  the  present  tenden- 
cies of  our  nation,  and  what  other  lesson  can  be  learned  by 
the  far  seeino;  mind  than  this  : — that  our  Eairle-nation  will 
acquire,  by  purchase  or  war,  Cuba,  Mexico,  the  Islands  of 
the  Pacific,  the  British  Possessions  of  North  America  ? 
Then  by  a  shorter,  swifter  method  comporting  with  the 
progress  of  the  age,  will  South  America  be  continentalized  ! 
and  beautifully  yield  to  the  sublime  approachings  of  Ameri- 
can destiny !  It  will  be  so.  God  hath  written  it  in  his 
great  book  of  National  Providence,  and  he  is  showing  it 
every  day  in  the  visible  and  swift  utterances  of  national 
evolutions. 

No  nation,  or  alliance  of  nations  can  prevent  this  ulti- 
mate. England  may  protest,  France  may  protest,  and  the 
powers  of  foreign  diplomacy  may  move  from  their  deepest 
depth  to  prevent  it.  Yet,  no  sword  shall  leap  from  the 
great  scabbard  of  nations  against  the  sublime  approachings 
of  the  Eagle  Republic !  She  soars  aloft  under  the  Divine 
yEgis,  the  mighty  instrumentality  for  the  final  overthrow  of 
kingdoms  and  powers   hitherto   and   always   despotic — for 
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the  flooding  of  the  nations  of  the  Old  World  with  the 
American  element  of  freedom  !  And  while  we  disciple,  the 
nations  abroad,  the  doctrine  will  not  be  lost  at  home.  For, 
if  liberty  and  slavery  are  forced  to  meet  face  to  face  on  our 
national  highway  of  civilized  progress,  slavery  must  die, 
liberty  must  survive  at  all  hazards  and  under  all  circum- 
stances. 

It  is  high  time  that  the  masses  had  become  indoctrinated 
with  the  great  events  clustering  around  the  missionary  des- 
tiny of  these  United  States.  There  is  a  great  work  to  be 
done  in  the  world,  and  we  must  do  it !  Our  natural  ten- 
dencies are  all  that  way,  and  no  diplomatic  fogyism  can 
stand  in  the  battle-path  of  the  American  democratic  ele- 
ment, as  it  rushes  onward  destiny-driven  and  God-directed, 
baptizing  the  nations  with  the  American  waters  of  political 
salvation  ! 

There  is  something  about  the  early  history  of  all  nations, 
which  mysteriously  stamps  upon  their  infancy  the  seals  of 
future  greatness.  And  our  country's  early  history  is  all 
radiant  with  such  indications  of  future  splendor. 

Our  eagle — the  king-bird  of  the  feathered  tribe,  with  its 
watchfulness  and  parental  eye — emblematic  of  our  position 
among  the  nations  : — its  very  attitude — outstretching 
wings  of  protection,  the  olive  branch  and  arrows,  emblems 
of  peace  and  war,  in  its  talons. 

Our  beautiful  and  glorious  banner  of  stars  and  stripes : — 
the  blue  in  which  the  stars  shine,  and  the  stars  themselves 
are  the  gigantic  insignia  of  the  open  heavens — of  a  nation 
whose  power  will  be  universal — a  AVorld  of  States  I 

And,  why  was  the  first  Congress  called  the  "  Continental 
Congress?'''  unconscious,  though  those,  who  named  it  thus, 
were  of  the  fact,  yet  it  was  one  of  the  letters  in  the  great 
alphabet  of  the  world's  foreshadowed  history,  which  the  Avise 
may  read  and  wonder  at — a  "  Continental  Congress,''  emble- 
matic of  what  we  are  to  be  in  another  century — a  Conti- 
nental Nation  !  Yes,  unconscious,  though  they  were,  and 
as  thousands  still  are  at  this  day,  yet,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a 
fact,  that  2500  years  ago,  Isaiah,  the  prophet  of  God,  sym- 
bolized our  nation  in  the  attractive  challenge — "Ho  !  the 
land  of  overshadowing  wings,"  &c. — "Who  sendeth  ambas- 
sadors by  the  sea  in  vessels — swift  messengers,  &c."* 

*  Isaiah  xviii.  1.     It  is  now  generally  admitted  by  commentators,  that  the 
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Lo !  if  God  be  for  us,  who  shall  stand  against  us  ?  Our 
course  must  be  onward  and  upward.  The  great  work  of  disci- 
pling  the  nations  to  freedom  must  go  forward.  And,  if  all 
this  be  in  store  for  us,  how  great  are  our  reasons  for  rejoicing 
this  day  !  Let  us  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  the  great  trusts 
committed  to  our  national  care.  In  the  language  of  our 
eloquent  Everett — "  The  work,  the  work  must  go  on.  It 
must  reach  at  the  North  to  the  enchanted  cave  of  the  mag- 
net, within  never-rnelting  barriers  of  Arctic  ice  ; — it  must 
bow  to  the  lord  of  day  on  the  altar-peak  of  Chimborazo  ; 
it  must  look  up  and  worship  the  southern  cross.  From  the 
easternmost  cliff  on  the  Atlantic  that  blushes  in  the  kindlino^ 
dawn,  to  the  last  promontory  on  the  Pacific,  which  catches 
the  parting  kiss  of  the  setting  sun,  it  must  make  the  out- 
goings of  the  morning  and  the  evening  to  rejoice  in  the 
gladsome  light  of  [Liberty],  morals,  letters,  and  arts." 

allusions  in  this  chapter  are  lo  the  American  Republic.  The  word  "  Wo"  in 
the  beginning  of  the  chapter,  is  a  mis-translation,  and  should  be  read  IIo  ! — 
attraction  !  "Who  sendeth  ambassadors  by  sea  " — It  is  a  fact  that  the  United 
States  cannot  send  ambassadors  to  any  other  country,  but  by  sea.  The  lan- 
guage cf  the  prophet — "Swift  Messengers" — is  peculiarly  striking  when  ap- 
plied to  our  Steamships  I  And  when  the  literal  import  of  the  words — "  in 
vessels  of  bulrushes"  is  critically  analyzed,  it  will  be  found  that  the  word  hid- 
rushe-i  signifies  a  vessel  which  r/oen  stiuftly  !  and  ilrinki  u^i  icnter  ! — a  more  per- 
fect description  could  not  be  given  of  a  steamboat.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    FINANCE. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Finance  having  carefully 
examined  the  present  condition  of  the  Treasury  of  the  City, 
and  having  closely  reviewed  the  appropriations  made  to  the 
several  Departments  of  the  Municipal  Government  by  the 
late  Councils,  (together  with  the  drafts  made  upon  said  ap- 
propriations, up  to  the  first  day  of  August,)  feel  it  incum- 
bent upon  them  to  present  to  Councils  an  Ordinance  to 
create  a  loan  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  the  past  year,  as 
well  as  to  meet  the  demands  that  will  arise  from  judgments 
obtained  against  the  City,  not  provided  for,  and  whatever 
necessary  appropriation  that  will  be  required  by  the  Depart- 
ments over  the  amount  already  granted. 

By  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  last  year  made 
to  Councils,  November  25th,1857,  it  appeared  that  the  Taxes 
of  that  year  were  based  upon  an  expectation  that  the  divi- 
dends on  four  million  of  dollars  of  the  stock  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  due  November  15th,  would  be 
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promptly  paid  to  the  amount  of  $170,000 ;  and  also  the 
dividend  on  one  million  of  dollars,  subscribed  by  the  Dis- 
tricts of  Northern  Liberties  and  Spring  Garden,  amounting 
to  $30,000  ;  neither  of  these  having  been  met  there  was 
left  an  actual  deficit  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  In 
addition  to  this  the  estimated  receipts  from  the  County 
Prison,  which  failed  entirely,  together  with  the  deficit  in 
the  collection  of  the  dues  to  the  Water  Department,  and 
also  old  Claims  recovered  against  the  City  by  legal  process, 
presented  such  an  aggregate  of  deficiency,  as  to  induce  that 
Committee  to  recommend  a  permanent  loan  of  $300,000. 

The  Committee  in  reporting  the  Ordinance  fixing  the 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  1858,  recommended  two  dollars 
as  the  rate,  which  would  have  left  a  deficiency  of  $28,356  99 
cents,  (See  Report  Appendix  88,  Journal  of  Common  Coun- 
cil 1857.)  At  the  same  time  a  minority  report  was  made 
recommending  $1  85  as  the  rate,  "  and  recommending  to 
Councils  the  Loan  Bill  reported  by  the  Finance  Committee 
on  the  25th  of  November  1857,  thereby  distributing  this 
sum  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Sinking  Fund  over 
a  period  of  thirty  years,  rather  than  throw  the  whole  of 
this  deficiency  upon  the  tax  payers  of  1858."  Councils  by 
adopting  this  rate  recognized  or  created  a  positive  deficiency 
of  $300,000. 

The  amount  already  collected  from  the  City  through  de- 
crees and  judgments  of  the  Courts  is  $47,857,  for  which 
no  appropriation  has  been  made,  and  it  is  thought  that  at 
least  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars  will  be  required 
to  meet  other  claims,  now  in  suit,  and  to  be  concluded  du- 
ring the  present  year. 

In  the  great  zeal  exibited  by  the  last  Councils  to  reduce 
the  rate  of  taxation,  the  appropriations  to  several  of  the 
Departments  will  fall  far  short  of  the  amount  actually  re- 
quired to  sustain  them.  This  is  evident  from  an  examina- 
tion of  the  accounts  of  the  following  Departments. 
The  appropriation  to  the  Water  De- 

dartment  for  1858  was  $145,825 

Warrants  have  already  been  drawn  for  $90,321 
Bills  presented  to  present  Head  of  the 

Department  amounting  to  12,000       102,321 

Leaving  a  balance  of  43,504 
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To  carry  on  this  important  Department  for  the  remaining 
five  months  of  the  current  year. 

It  is  manifest,  from  the  reported  condition  of  the  several 
Water  Works,  that  this  amount  will  fall  lamentably  behind  the 
requirements  of  that  Department.

AN  ordinance 

To  authorize  a  Loan  to  pay  claims  against,  and  to  defray  expenses  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  credit  of  the  City 
Corporation,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  claims  against,  and  to  defray  expenses  of  the  said 
Corporation,  not  exceeding  in  the  ■whole  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  which  interest,  not 
to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  at  the 
ofSce  of  the  City  Treasurer ;  the  principal  of  said  loan 
shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the 
consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  certificates  therefor,  in 
the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued 
in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for 
any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars;  or,  if  required, 
in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it 
shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates,  that  the  said  loan 
therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  annually 
appropriated   out  of  the  income  of  the   corporate  estates, 
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and  from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  certificates,  and  the  further  sum 
of  three-tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly,  out 
of  said  income  and  taxes,  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund 
and  its  accumulations  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  for 
the  redemption  and  payment  of  said  certificates.

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AN  ORDINANCE 
To  regulate  the  paving  of  Streets,  Lanes,  and  Alleys. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  any  contract  here- 
after to  be  made  for  paving  or  repaying  in  any  public  or 
private  street,  lane,  or  alley  in  said  City,  whether  made  by 
property-owners  or  by  the  Department  of  Highways,  the 
depth  of  gravel  shall  be  at  least  16  inches  below  the  top  of 
the  paving  stones  when  j&nished ;  and  any  violation  by  a 
contractor  of  this  regulation  shall  be  a  bar  to  his  recover- 
ing the  payment  for  said  work. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  the  District  Surveyor  shall  have 
measured  that  portion  of  the  paving  chargeable  to  the  pro- 
perty-owners upon  the  line  of  any  street  as  aforesaid,  and 
made  out  bills  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  certify  on  the  said 
bills  that  the  paving  has  been  done  in  a  workmanlike  man- 
ner, and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  above 
first  Section;  and  no  owner  of  property  shall  be  liable  for 
paving  of  any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  unless  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  Ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
a    communication    of    Lane    Schofield,    making    certain 
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charges  of  malfeasance  in  office,  against  Patrick  McAntee, 
Supervisor  of  the  Twentieth  Ward,  respectfully  report, 
that  the  charges  made  against  the  Supervisor  may  be  re- 
duced to  two  : 

1st.  That  he  sold  the  gravel,  for  his  own  profit,  which 
he  dug  from  Girard  Avenue  while  grading  it. 

2nd.  That  he  used  the  horses  and  carts  employed  by  the 
City  in  filling  up  a  Lot  which  he  was  employed  to  fill  by  a 
private  contract. 

Your  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Solicitor, 
had  several  meetings,  and  examined  fully  and  carefully  the 
witnessses  which  were  produced,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  these  charges  were  not  sustained  by  the  testimony 
adduced. 

Mr.  Schofield  endeavored  to  obtain  the  attendance  of 
other  witnesses  whom  he  alleged  could  prove  the  truth 
of  these  charges,  but  failed  to  procure  their  appearance, 
although  in  possession  of  the  subpoena  of  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that,  in  order  to  make 
investigations,  such  as  the  one  submitted  to  them,  effective, 
power  must  be  lodged  in  the  Committee  either  of  them- 
selves or  through  Councils  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses.  The  Act  of  Consolidation  provides  that  Coun- 
cils, through  their  Committees,  may  require  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  by  subpoena,  but  is  silent  as  to  the  mode  by  which 
the  testimony  of  contumacious  witnesses  may  be  obtained. 

An  Act  of  Assembly  should  be  had,  making  it  as  con- 
tempt for  which  attachment  should  issue  and  be  punishable 
by  fine  or  otherwise,  for  any  person  to  refuse  or  neglect  to 
appear  before  a  committee  of  Councils  when  properly  sub- 
poenaed, or  to  refuse  to  answer  any  legal  question  duly 
propounded  by  the  Committee  or  the  counsel. 

These  remarks  are  made  because  your  Committee  felt, 
while  endeavoring  to  make  the  investigation  committed  to 
them,  the  need  of  such  power  either  in  them  or  in  Councils. 

Your  Committee,  however,  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  saying  that  the  result  of  this  investigation  would 
have  been  different,  had  they  been  able  to  obtain  the  fullest 
attendance  of  witnesses,  for  of  this  they  do  not  know. 

The  operations  of  a  Committee  investigating  allegations 
of  the  malfeasance  or  misdemeanors  of  public  officers  will 
always  be  retarded  and  in  many  instances  wholly  defeated, 
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if  witnesses  can  with  impunity  set  at  defiance  the  subpoena 
of  the  Committee,  for  in  most  of  cases  those  persons  who 
can  best  expose  such  frauds  are  interested  either  pecuniarily 
or  by  friendship  in  preventing  an  investigation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POOR. 

To  the  Common  Gouncil  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Poor  respectfully  re- 
port, that  they  have  had  under  consideration,  the  report 
of  the  "  Guardians  of  the  Poor,"  asking  for  an  additional 
appropriation  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion, for  the  balance  of  the  year  1858. 

The  deficiency  in  this  Department,  reaches  the  enormous 
sum  of  $57,666,  fifty -seven  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-six  dollars  ! 

The  cause  of  this  deficiency,  had  its  origin  in  the  desire 
of  the  previous  administration  to  reduce  the  taxes ;  thus 
deceiving  the  people,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  power. 
The  recklessness  of  such  a  course  of  deception,  is  now 
apparent,  and  its  consequences  are  upon  us. 

In  addition  to  the  deficiency  asked  for,  we  have  had 
under  consideration,  bills  to  the  amount  of  $8,581,  eight 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars,  overdrawn, 
up  to  July,  for  which  there  was  no  appropriation  ! 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  men,  when  elected  to  do  the 
business  of  the  City,  are  guilty  of  actions,  which  they 
would  not  tolerate  in  their  own  business. 

The  accompanying  report  is  presented  to  Councils,  so 
that  they  may  see  what  is  required.  Your  Committee  will 
report  an  ordinance  at  an  early  day,  together  with  other 
information  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the  Alms 
House.

Keys  of  the  Signal  Stations  are  in  possession  of  the 
Police,  and  are  also  placed  in  some  convenient  store  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  box. 

The  ringing  of  the  Bells  within  the  Signal  Stations,  de- 
notes the  number  of  the  Station  that  gives  the  alarm,  thus : 
— one  tap,  a  pause,  and  three  taps,  another  pause,  and 
five  taps — 1 — 3 — 5 — indicates  that  the  alarm  canie  from 
box  No.  135. 

The  State  House  and  Fire  Alarm  Bells  in  the  several 
Districts,  V)'ill  strike  the  number  of  the  Fire  District  twice, 
and  the  direction  four  times  :  each  bell  striking  the  direc- 
tion from  itself.  Should  the  fire  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
State  House,  the  bells  in  the  boxes  will  ring  incessantly. 

In  cases  of  general  alarm,  requiring  the  service  of  the 
entire  Department,  the  bells  will  be  rung  incessantly  in 
quick  succession,  after  having  first  signified  the  District  in 
which  the  fire  is  raging.

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RIGHTS  OF  THE  BOARD  AND  DUTIES  OF  COMPANIES. 

Poivers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Sec.  1.  The  powers  of  this  association  shall  be  vested  in  a 
board  composed  of  one  director  from  each  eompanj  in  the 
iire  department. 

Sec.  2.  To  malce  such  arrangements  with  the  proper 
authorities  in  regard  to  the  fire-plugs  and  ringing  the  alarm 
hells  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  take  the 
question  on  all  motions  before  the  board,  to  enforce  the 
laws,  sign  all  drafts  on  the  Presidents  of  the  respective 
companies  for  fines,  &c^  which  shall  be  honored  at  sight, 
and  to  confirm  by  his  signature  all  acts  of  the  board  re- 
quiring publicity. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  defend  the  companies  from  all  encroach- 
ments on  their  rights,  and  shall  take  cognizance  of  every 
attempt  to  injure  the  property  of  companies  going  to  or 
returning  from  a  fire  or  alarm  thereof. 

RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  COMPANIES. 

Sec.  1.  Each  company  shall  be  entitled  to  th  e  exclusive 
use  of  any  badge  of  distinction  it  has  adopted  for  the  use 
of  its  members. 

Sec.  2.  Each  company  shall  be  under  the  control  of  its 
chief  director  at  a  fire,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Chief  or 
Assistant  Engineers  of  the  department. 

Sec.  8.  All  unnecessary  noise  or  confusion  in  time  of  fire 
shall  be  avoided,  and  companies  shall  accommodate  one  ano- 
ther as  much  as  possible  with  water,  hose,  &c.,  and  every 
thing  done  to  create  a  good  and  friendly  feeling  in  the  de- 
partment. 

Sec,  4.  Bells  of  hose  carriages  shall  not  be  muffled  in 
going  to  a  fire,  but  in  all  cases  muffled  when  returning. 

Sec.  5.  Hose  carriages,  trucks,  or  tenders  shall  not  be 
run  close  into  a  fire,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the 
firemen  on  the  ground. 

Sec.  7.  Hose  companies  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  supply 
each  engine  as  it  arrives  with  at  least  two  attachments,  so 
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that  the  members  will  be  ready  to  go  into  immediate  ser- 
vice, without  leaving  their  aparatus  to  look  for  water. 

Sec.  8.  The  company  whose  hose  first  arrives  at  a  plug 
and  carries  out  the  attachment,  shall  have  the  control  of 
the  same.  But  no  company  shall  be  permitted  to  take  a 
second  pkg  until  the  line  from  the  first  has  been  led  to  the 
fire,  and  in  case  of  a  company  making  an  attachment  with- 
out having  sufiicient  hose  under  its  immediate  control  to 
carry  it  out,  shall  have  control  of  the  plug;  any  other  com- 
pany having  hose  may  connect  therewith  and  have  the  dis- 
position of  the  water;  and  no  company  shall  detain  water 
from  an  engine  actually  on  the  ground,  in  order  to  give  it 
to  one  that  shall  not  have  arrived. 

Sec.  9.  To  prevent  collision  between  firemen,  it  is  adop- 
ted as  a  rule  that,  where  two  companies  shall  approximate 
to  each  other  in  going  to  or  returning  from  a  fire  or  an 
alarm  thereof,  the  foremost  shall  invariably  keep  to  the 
right  hand  of  the  street,  and  the  hindermost  to  the  left, 
and  in  case  either  of  them  shall  run  into  or  otherwise  ob- 
struct the  other  in  passing,  the  company  committing  such 
outrage,  or  any  company  who  shall  be  guilty  of  rioting  or 
fighting  in  the  public  streets,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  the  first  off'ence,  thirty  dollars  for  the  second 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  third,  in  addition  to  the  liability 
to  the  other  company  for  any  damage  done  to  the  appa- 
ratus. 

Sec.  10.  At  stated  meetings  in  September,  December, 
March  and  June,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  committee 
of  seven  members  to  be  styled  the  acting  committee,  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  receive  complaints  for  breaches  of 
any  of  these  rules,  or  violations  of  the  ordinance  ;  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  as  early  as  practicable  after  a  complaint 
has  been  made,  to  give  attention  thereto,  and  in  case  a 
charge  shall  be  sustained  before  them,  they  shall  report  to 
the  board  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  parties,  and  a 
majority  sustaining  their  decision,  it  shall  be  conclusive. 

Sec.  11.  The  station  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  or,  in  his 
absence,  the  acting  engineer,  shall  be  in  front  of  the  fire, 
and  firemen  shall  obey  all  orders  issued  by  the  Chief  or  Assis- 
tant promptly  and  without  hesitation. 
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BY-LAWS. 

Sec.  1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on 
the  fourth  Monday  in  each  month. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  convene  special  meetings  at 
the  request  of  any  five  companies'  delegates. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  assembled  at 
the  time   and  place  of  meeting,  shall   constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  4.  The  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  their  respective 
companies,  and  shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  first  sta- 
ted meeting  in  the  month  of  June,  unless  they  resign  or  are 
recalled  by  their  companies. 

Sec.  5.  No  company  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation 
in  this  board  unless  they  shall  have  been  accepted  by  Coun- 
cils, and  no  engineer  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  the  office  of 
Director. 

Sec,  G.  The  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be  at 
liberty  at  all  times  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  board,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  order  of  business  in  the  meetings  of  the  direc- 
tors shall  be  :  first,  the  organization  of  every  new  board,  the 
reading  of  certificates  of  membership  by  the  Secretary,  and, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  by  a  person  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  secondly,  the  election,  by  ballot,  of  a  President,  two 
Vice  Presidents  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  one  year,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  themselves  well. 
In  case  of  vacancy,  the  place  or  places  shall  be  filled  by  a 
new  appointment. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  President  and  Vice  Presidents  shall  be 
absent  from  any  of  the  meetings,  a  Chairman  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  preside. 

Sec.  9.  After  the  election  of  officers,  the  roll  shall  be 
called  and  the  names  of  the  absentees  noted,  and  the  board 
"will  proceed  to  transact  business  in  the  following  order ; 

1st. — To  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  meeting 
and  have  them  amended  if  necessary. 

2d. — To  consider  reports  of  Committees. 

3d. — Deferred  business. 

4th. — New  business. 

Sec.  10.  At  special  meetings  the  business  shall  be  trans- 
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acted  for  wliich  the  meeting  shall  have  been  convened,  after 
•which  any  other  business  may  be  considered. 

Sec,  11.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings, 
preserve  order  therein,  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer, 
which  may  be  authorized  by  the  board.  He  shall  preserve 
an  account  thereof  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
take  receipts  for  the  same  amounts. 

Sec.  12.  The  Vice  President  shall  perform  all  the  du- 
ties of  the  President  in  his  absence. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of 
the  board,  countersign  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Treas- 
urer, and  notify  the  directors  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting ;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  fines  that 
may  be  imposed,  and  hand  the  names  of  the  delinquents 
and  the  amount  to  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  14.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  as  the 
board  may  determine,  and  shall  receive  the  money  appro- 
priated to  the  directors  and  keep  a  correct  account  thereof, 
and  likewise  of  the  sums  paid  on  the  orders  of  the  Presi- 
dent, countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  15.  Any  Director  who  may  absent  himself  from  a 
meeting  shall  be  fined  twenty-five  cents  for  every  such  ne- 
glect of  duty,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  authorized  by  the  board.  Sickness  and 
absence  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  no  other,  shall 
be  deeined  a  good  and  sufiicient  excuse  for  non-attendance 
at  any  meetings  of  the  board. 

Sec.  16.  Any  director  who  neglects  to  attend  at  three 
successive  meetings  shall  be  reported  to  the  company  which 
he  represents. 

Sec.  17.  Resignations  of  directors  must  be  made  to  the 
board,  and  the  companies  they  represent  shall  be  notified 
thereof. 

Sec.  18.  The  officers  shall  each  deliver  over  the  books,  pa- 
pers and  other  property  of  the  board  to  their  successors  in 
office.

Gentlemen  : — In  consequence  of  the  imperfect  con- 
struction of  Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  and  the  danger  of  its 
falling  unless  immediate  action  be  taken  to  remedy  the  de- 
fects, my  predecessor,  under  the  direction  and  by  the 
advice  of  Strickland  Kncass,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer,  com- 
menced the  repairs  thereof  forthwith,  as  the  exigencies  of 
the  case  demanded,  and  they  have  been  continued  up  to  the 
present  time,  and  it  is  actually  necessary  that  they  should 
be  completed  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.  But,  the  ap- 
propriation for  Repairs  to  Bridges  being  exhausted,  as  well 
as  the  appropriation  for  Wing  Walls  to  the  above  Bridge,  it 
is  requisite  that  the  Ordinance  and  Resolution  that  will  be 
presented  by  the  Committee  on  Highways  be  passed  this 
day,  or  1  shall  be  compelled  to  suspend  all  operations  im- 
mediately, in  which  event  the  City  will  suffer  a  loss  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars.  And  as  the  season  for  storms  is  now 
approaching,  and  unless  the  work  is  pressed  vigorously  for- 
ward, there  is  danger  even  now  of  serious  loss  to  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City.

Gentlemen: — Being  advised  that  the  appropriation  of 
the  Department  of  Highways — from  which  payment  has 
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been  made  for  the  work  being  prosecuted  at  Girard  Avenue 
Bridge — is  now  exhausted,  I  feel  called  upon  to  advise  your 
Chambers,  that,  should  the  Avork  be  suspended  in  its  present 
position,  heavy  loss  to  the  city  will  be  sustained.  And  to 
explain  to  such  members  as  may  not  be  familiar  with  that 
locality,  I  will  state  that  the  Girard  Avenue  Bridge  was 
built  prior  to  Consolidation ;  and  for  some  months — in  fact, 
more  than  a  year — it  stood  entirely  useless,  except  for  foot 
passengers,  who  could  climb  the  approach  on  the  east.  On 
the  3d  of  November,  1856,  resolutions  were  passed  direct- 
ing retaining  walls  to  be  built  at  the  east  and  west  ap- 
proaches, so  as  to  permit  the  embankment  necessary  to  be 
filled  in.  The  eastern  side  was  completed  during  the  fall 
of  1857.  The  western  side  is  now  under  way.  The  wall 
on  the  south  side  of  the  western  abutment  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  an  amount  of  masonry  is  now  placed  on  the 
north  side,  that  was  presumed  would  be  sufficient  in  the 
approximate  estimate  originally  submitted;  but  we  found, 
npon  preparing  its  foundation,  that  the  material  was  so  un- 
fitted for  such  a  weight  of  stonework,  as  to  compel  us  to 
extend  the  depth  of  our  excavation  beyond  what  we  had 
anticipated,  even  to  a  depth  of  eight  feet  below  the  founda- 
tion of  the  old  wing  wall  of  bridge^  which  then  stood  some 
fifteen  inches  out  of  plumb.  This  excavation  was  performed 
by  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  required  to  be  con- 
ducted Avith  great  care,  and  at  the  constant  and  imminent 
peril  of  the  laborers  employed,  not  only  from  the  fear  that 
the  old  wing  would  fall,  but  from  the  slipping  of  the  em- 
bankment, which  is  fifty-seven  feet  high,  sloped  at  the  least 
angle  the  material  will  permit.  Under  these  circumstances, 
the  Committee  on  Highways  concurred  with  me  in  the  opin- 
ion that  a  portion  of  the  old  waU  should  come  down,  as  a 
saving  of  greater  expenditure  hereafter.  This  has  been 
done,  and  the  work  is  now  being  conducted  by  the  con- 
tractor of  the  retaining  wall  originally  designed — under 
recent  arrangements  made  by  the  Department  of  Highways 
— and  should  we  now  be  compelled  to  suspend  the  work, 
the  embankment  will  slip  the  first  rain,  fill  up  the  founda- 
tion now  nearly  ready  for  the  stone,  and  place  the  material 
in  such  position  as  will  make  it  not  only  costly  to  excavate 
for  the  foundation,  which  must  go  in,  but  also  to  replace  it 
in  the  position  it  noio  occupies.     Such  is  the  present  con- 
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dition  of  the  Western  abutment ;  and  I  can  but  hope  that  a 
further  appropriation  may  be  made  as  asked  for  by  the 
Committee  on  Highways,  so  that  the  work  may  be  prose- 
cuted with  vigor  and  brought  to  early  completion. 

My  first  approximate  estimate  for  the  two  walls  on  the 
Western  side,  was  2,800  perches. 

There  will  be,  owing  to  the  increased  height  of  wall,  and 
the  consequent  enlarging  of  proportions,  3300  perches.

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This  is  exclusively  for  the  masonry.  The  work  yet  to  do 
in  excavation  and  refilling,  it  is  diflBcult  to  estimate,  as 
pumping  will  be  required  ;  but  I  suppose  that  if  all  works 
favorably,  it  can  be  done  for  $750  00, — making  an  amount 
of  at  least  $7,400  00  requisite  for  immediate  use. 

The  work  on  the  Bridge  superstructure,  that  which  is 
now  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Murphy,  (an  experienced  bridge 
builder,)  is  necessary  for  the  safe  use  of  the  Bridge.  I 
had  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  Department  of 
Highways  to  the  condition  of  that  structure,  even  early  in 
1857,  and  protested  against  its  being  thrown  open  to  public 
travel  in  its  then  unsafe  condition.  The  arches,  instead  of 
sustaining  the  weight  of  the  trusses,  were  but  weights  hang- 
ing upon  them,  bearing  them  down,  as  they  were  much  out 
of  line ;  the  main  braces  at  and  near  the  shore  pannels 
were  bent,  threatening  destruction  to  the  entire  bridge  at 
any  moment;  for  had  they  yielded,  the  superstructure  must 
fall.  No  notice  was  taken  of  my  communications,  until  the 
arches  on  the  eastern  span  actually  broke  off  between  the 
skew-back  and  lower  chord,  when  energetic  measures  were 
at  once  taken  to  secure  the  structure  and  render  it  fit  for 
use.  To  do  this,  we  are  increasing  the  area  of  the  arches, 
stiffening  the  main  braces  where  evidence  of  weakness  was 
seen,  placing  in  proper  suspension  rods,  and  straightening 
the  entire  bridge  in  line  both  horizontal  and  vertical.  This 
is  now  in  charge  of  Mr.  Murphy,  who  is  using  all  care  and 
energy.  One  span  is  completed,  and  the  other  par- 
tially so. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  such  work,  but 
we  suppose  that  the  new  timber,  iron  and  labor  will  cost 
near  |l,200  00,  exclusive  of  the  planking,  which  must  be 
renewed  before  travel  is  thrown  upon  it,  and  will  cost  about 
1^2,500  00.     We  thus  have  a  total  required  : —

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  De- 
partment report,  That  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  was  made  Dec.  31st,  1857,  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Trusts,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  surveying  of 
the  "Boudinot  Lands."  These  lands  are  situated  in  Centre 
County,  Pa.,  and  contain   about  thirteen   thousand  acres, 
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vrhich  were  devised  to  the  City  in  trust.  The  rents,  issues, 
and  profits,  to  be  applied  by  the  corporation  for  the  begin- 
ning of  a  fund,  or  in  aid  of  any  fund,  for  the  supply  of 
fuel  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  Liberties.  The  said  trust  was  formally  accepted  by 
the  Corporation  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  1822,  by 
which  acceptance  they  devolved  upon  their  successors  a 
faithful  and  sacred  discharge  of  the  trust  so  generously 
confided  by  Mr.  Boudinot,  and  voluntarily  assumed  by  the 
City. 

These  lands,  as  it  appears  by  the  statement  made,  have 
been  held  by  the  City  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  years,  and 
so  far  as  your  Committee  can  ascertain,  not  a  dollar  has  as 
yet  been  derived  from  them,  and  the  objects  of  the  donor's 
kind  regards,  have  not  received  any  part  of  the  legacy 
made  and  intended  for  their  benefit.  A  state  of  things 
like  this,  should  not,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  be 
suffered  to  continue,  if  there  be  a  possibility  of  preventing 
it,  and  every  step  should  be  taken  to  render  these  lands 
productive,  and  accomplish  and  carry  out  the  benevolent 
intentions  contemplated  and  intended  by  the  donor. 

The  time  has  now  arrived,  as  your  Committee  believes, 
when  an  effort  should  be  made  to  ascertain  the  value  and 
availableness  of  these  lands,  but  as  nothing  can  be  efl'ec- 
tively  done  until  a  survey  is  had  and  plan  furnished,  your 
Committee  submit  the  annexed  resolution  and  ask  its  adop- 
tion.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Port  Wardens,  Pub- 
lic Wharves,  and  Landings,  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  rel- 
ative to  the  leasing  of  Dock  Street  Wharf,  and  making 
certain  improvements  thereon,  respectfully  report,  that  after 
a  careful  examination  of  the  subject  matter  contained  in 
the  petition,  they  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  city  will 
be  greatly  promoted  by  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition- 
ers. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  now  occupy  Dock 
Street  Wharf  for  the  transaction  of  their  eastern  transfer 
business,  which  amounts  at  the  present  time  to  upwards  of 
sixty  thousand  tons  annually,  and  is  rapidly  increasing. 
The  whole  of  this  immense  tonnage  passes  over  the  City  Rail- 
road, and  the  toll  received  is  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

To  accommodate  this  large  and  growing  trade,  more  room 
is  absolutely  required,  and  the  Company  propose  at  their 
own  expense  to  make  such  improvements  as  will  be  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose;  they  now  occupy  the  wharf  merely 
as  sub-tenants,  and  are  thereby  liable  to  all  the  inconveni- 
ences and  extortions,  that  may  be  imposed  upon  them.  To 
avoid  these  evils,  and  to  secure  to  them  the  benefits  that 
will  be  derived  from  the  improvements  contemplated,  your 
Committee  have  unanimously  agreed  to  present  the  annex- 
ed Ordinance,  and  respectfully  ask  its  adoption.

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AN  ORDINANCE

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

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A  SUPPLEMENT  TO  AN  ORDINANCE, 
To  regulate  the  sale  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  approved  Nov.  17,  1857. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  that  every  basket, 
box,  tub,  or  other  article  used  for  the  sale  of  fruits,  vegeta- 
bles, or  berries,  that  require  measurement,  Avithin  the  City 
limits,  whether  in  mnrket-houses,  stores,  streets,  or  else- 
■where,  shall  have  the  fractional  part  or  parts  of  a  bushel 
which  said  basket,  box,  or  other  article  will  contain  when 
even  full,  labelled,  stamped,  or  marked  thereon,  outside,  in 
plain  characters  of  at  least  one  inch  in  size. 

Section  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the  se- 
veral clerks  of  the  markets  are  hereby  autliorized  and  in- 
structed to  test  the  correctness  of  such  labels,  stamps  or 
marks  as  often  as  they  may  judge  proper,  by  measuring  the 
contents  of  any  basket,  box,  tub,  bucket,  or  any  other  arti- 
cle, by  sealed  measures  of  this  City;  and  if  any  clerk 
should  find  any  basket  or  other  article  which  will  not  con- 
tain the  (quantity  represented  by  the  figures  or  characters 
marked  thereon,  or  if  he  should  find  any  basket  or  other 
article  without  such  marks:  in  either  case,  such  basket,  box, 
tub,  or  other  article,  with  its  contents,  shaii  be  forfeited, 
one-third  to  the  clerk  ;  and  the  other  two-thirds,  with  the 
basket,  box,  or  tub,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  clerk  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor. 

Sectiom  3.  Whenever  any  potatoes  shall  be  sold  within 
said  limits,  by  the  bushel  or  its  divisions,  and  any  contro- 
versy sliall  arise  betw-een  the  parties  as  to  the  accuracy  or 
tiHith  of  the  nieasuretnent,  or  if  any  dispute  should  arise 
between  the  cleik  and  any  party  whilst  testing  the  correct- 
ness of  the  stamps  or  marks,  as  to  the  proper  heaping  of 
the  measure,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  weigiit,  allow- 
ing sixty  pounds  of  white  potatoes  to  the  bushel,  and  fifty 
pounds  of  sweet  potatoes,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for 
any  of  the  divisions  of  the  bushel. 

Section  4.  If  any  person  shall  complain  to  any  Alder- 
man of  this  City,  of  any  one  using  baskets  or  other  articles 
for  the  sale  of  fruits,  vegetables,  or  berries,  without  labels 
or  marks  as  required  by  Section  1st  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
any  other  place  than  the  market  houses  or  market  stands, 
said  Alderman  shall  proceed  to  examine  the  same;  and   if 
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he  find  that  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  violated  by 
any  such  person,  or  by  any  person,  he  shall,  in  like  manner 
as  the  clerk  of  the  market,  seize  such  unstamped  basket, 
box,  or  other  article,  with  its  contents,  one-third  of  which 
shall  be  the  property  of  said  Alderman ;  and  the  remaining 
two-thirds,  together  with  the  basket,  box,  or  tub,  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  said  Alderman  to  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor,  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

Section  5.  The  sura  of  two  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Market  Houses,  to  be 
diawn  for  by  the  Commissioner  in  the  usual  way,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  the  clerks  of  the  markers,  and  the 
Aldermen,  with  the  necessary  sealed  measures  for  the  pro- 
per fulfillment  of  this  Ordinance  ;  which  measures  shall  be 
the  property  of  the  City,  and  be  deposited  with  the  Alder- 
men whose  offices  are  the  nearest  to  the  market  houses 
where  they  are  to  be  used. 

Section  G.  Immediately  after  the  passage  and  approval 
of  this  Ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses 
shall  have  five  hundred  copies  thereof  printed  in  hand-bill 
form,  and  posted  up  in  the  market  houses  at  such  places  as 
will  give  the  best  notice  thereof,  and  said  Ordinance  shall 
go  into  effect  in  two  weeks  from  the  date  of  its  approval.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Declaring  Broad  Street,  from  Brown  to  Callowhill  Streets,  a  Stand  for  Market 

Wagons. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the  east  side  of  Broad  Street, 
from  the  north  side  of  Callowhill  Street  to  the  south  side  of 
Brown  Street,  and  from  the  south  side  of  Market  Street  to 
the  north  side  of  Shippen  Street,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
appropriated  as  stands  for  farmers,  for  the  sale  of  the  pro- 
duce of  their  respective  farms  and  gardens,  the  vehicles  to 
be  placed  in  a  single  row  with  their  backs  to  the  curb, 
keeping  at  the  distance  of  three  feet  from  the  lines  of  any 
cross  street,  lane,  or  public  alley,  under  a  penalty  of  one 
dollar  for  every  offence  ;  and  also  clear  from  any  passage  or 
crossing  place  laid  with  flag  or  other  stones  for  that  purpose, 
under  a  like  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  oftence. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  farmer  or 
gardener  occupying  or  using  any  of  the  aforesaid  streets  as 
market  stands,  to  occupy  more  than  four  feet  in  width  of 
the  footway  or  pavement  where  his  or  her  vehicle  may  be 
placed,  measuring  from  the  outside  of  the  curb-stone,  under 
a  penalty  of  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  3.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  incurred  under 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  recoverable,  one-half  to  the  person 
prosecuting  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of 
the  city.

cents,  being  the  full  amount  of  money  he  received  for  bond-

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  POLICE. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Police  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  they  have  recently  examined  the  various  Sta- 
tion Houses  belonging  to  the  regular  Police  Districts  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  not 
only  their  present  condition,  but  more  particularly  to  form 
a  correct  estimate  of  the  alterations  and  repairs  absolutely 
necessary  to  afford  comfortable  accommodations  to  the 
Police  force  during  the  approaching  winter;  and  after  ma- 
ture deliberation,  have  concluded  that  it  is  their  duty  to 
call  the  attention  of  Councils  to  the  matter,  and  to  urge 
upon  them,  for  their  consideration  and  approval,  the  sub- 
joined Ordinance,  appropriating  an  amount  of  money  ne- 
cessary to  place  the  aforesaid  Station  Houses  in  good 
order  and  repair. 

Your  Committee  find,  that  whilst  some  of  these  Station 
Houses  require  merely  articles  of  furniture,  such  as  beds, 
bedding,  window  shades,  etc.,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
force  employed.  Many  othei'S,  and  indeed  the  majority  of 
them,  are  in  a  deplorable  condition,  and  stand  in  great 
need  of  certain  repairs,  deemed  essential,  not  only  to  the 
preservation  of  the  building  itself,  but  to  the  health  and 
comfort  of  those  whose  duties  are  such  as  to  claim  conside- 
ration and  attention  from  the  city  authorities. 

In  many  instances,  the  cells  attached  to  the  buildings 
are  in  a  most  wretched  condition,  and  require  immediate 
cleansing  and  purifying  to  render  them  even  habitable. 
This  altogether  arises,  either  from  insufficient  or  improper 
ventilation,  or  to  defects  and  irregularities  in  construction. 
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Attention  to  this  matter  is  demanded  without  further  delay, 
as  your  Committee  consider  it  a  subject  of  too  much  im- 
portance to  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  Police 
force,  to  be  overlooked  or  deferred. 

By  reference  to  the  annexed  statement,  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  no  amount  has  been  specified  to  the  first  and 
ninth  districts.  In  these  districts,  your  Committee  find 
that  in  view  of  the  great  expenditure  of  money  necessary 
to  repair  each  building,  and  place  it  in  a  suitable  condition 
to  answer  the  purposes  of  a  Station  House,  it  would  be  a 
wiser  policy  to  construct  new  houses  altogether.  Neither 
one  of  these  buildings  is  calculated  for  a  Station  House, 
without  extensive  alterations  and  repairs,  which  your  Com- 
mittee do  not  deem  advisable  in  the  premises,  as  the  City 
would  not  derive  an  equivalent  for  the  amount  of  the  out- 
lay. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  recommend  the 
construction  of  two  new  Station  Houses,  one  in  the  1st, 
and  the  other  in  the  9th  District,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  each  building,  including  the  price 
of  land  required  for  the  purpose. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  statements,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Police  beg  leave  to  submit  the  annexed  Ordinance, 
and  ask  its  adoption  by  Councils.

AN  ORDINANCE 
For  the  suppression  of  nuisances. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons shall  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug,  ^Yithin  the  limits  of  the 
late  Borough  of  Manayunk,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  any 
vault  or  sink  for  a  privy  or  necessary,  nearer  than  two  feet 
from  his  or  their  adjoining  neighbor's  line,  every  such 
person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  being  convicted  thereof 
before  an  Alderman,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  Twenty  Dollars, 
for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be  recovered  as  other  debts  of  a 
like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  and  the  said  vault  or 
sink  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof,  by  the  Supervisor  of  the  District  in  which  said 
Borough  is  located.

To  the  Hon.  the  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  8,  of  the  Ordinance,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to 
re-organize  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," I  herewith  transmit  my  eighth  quarterly  report  for 
the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1858,  of  the  number  of 
fires,  alarms,  amount  of  loss,  and  the   loss  over  insurance. 
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The  number  of  fires  that  have  occurred  during  the  above 
period  is  96.  The  estimated  loss  upon  which  is  $101,615 
upon  which  there  is  an  insurance  of  ^33,555,  leaving  a 
balance  of  an  uninsured  loss  of  $68,060. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  Congress  Fire  Company  of 
Chesnut  Hill  has  been  admitted  into  the  Fire  Department, 
making  the  Department  now  to  consist  of  43  engine  com- 
panies, 43  hose  companies,  and  5  hook  and  ladder  com- 
panies, total,  91. 

You  are  already  aware  of  the  disposition  upon  the  part 
of  some  of  the  companies  composing  the  Fire  Department, 
to  behave  in  a  riotous  and  disorderly  manner  during  fires 
and  alarms  thereof. 

I  have  lately  reported  several  of  them  to  Councils  for 
these  offences,  but  there  appears  to  be  some  great  neglect 
in  giving  them  an  early  examination.  Sometimes  cases 
are  left  untried  for  mouths,  and  when  at  last  called  up  the 
circumstances  are  entirely  forgotten. 

More  companies  would  be  reported  to  your  honorable 
bodies,  but  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  procure  witnesses,  it 
would  therefore  be  useless  to  make  a  report,  when  the 
charge  could  not  be  substantiated  by  sufiicient  evidence. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  for  companies  reported,  to  produce 
evidence  to  entirely  rebut  that  which  I  might  produce,  be- 
cause their  own  members,  and  the  members  of  other  com- 
panies who  have  been  reported,  are  the  ones  generally 
brought  up  to  give  testimony. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  the  propriety  of  giving  all 
companies  a  speedy  trial.  If  a  few  of  them  were  suspended 
or  disbanded,  there  would  be  no  disposition,  I  think,  on  the 
part  of  the  others  to  act  disorderly,  as  they  would  fear  the 
result,  and  by  that  means  become  law-abiding  and  dutiful.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  lying  in  the  hands  of  the 
City  Treasurer,  thirty-six  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars, 
($3G,700,)  belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund  created  for  the 
extinguishment  of  the  Loan  of  Ten  Millions,  This  amount 
has  been  unproductive  since  January  1,  1857. 

Included  in  the  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  public 
debt  maturing  January  1,  1857,  Avas  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  of  the  debt  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden,  of 
which  the  Sinking  Fund  of  said  District  held  thirty-six 
thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  which  was  cancelled  by 
order  of  Councils,  and  no  claim  for  the  amount  can  come 
against  the  City;  therefore,  it  should  be  put  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  for  rein- 
vestment in  City  Loan,  according  to  law,  or  to  be  used  in 
the  payment  of  the  debt  now  due. 

In  proof  that  this  amount  was  taken  from  the  "  Sinking 
Fund  of  Ten  Millions,"  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the 
Ordinance  of  December  27,  1857,  page  34-3  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1857,  by  which  an  appropriation  is  made  for 
Loans  due  January  1,  1857,  by  a  sale  of  City  Loans,  to 
yield  $137,491  55

To  defino  more  particularly  the  duties  of  the  several  Departments  of  the  City 
Qovernment. 

Section.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  that  the  City  Commissioners,  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  the  Chief  of  the  Highway 
Department,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Clerks  of  Councils, 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department,  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property,  the  Chief 
Engineer    and    Surveyor,  the    Commissioner    of    Market 
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Houses,the  Board  of  Health,  the  Superintendent  of  Trusts, 
the  Superintendent  of  Girard  Estates,  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Ice  Boat,  the  City  Solicitor,  and  every  agent  of  the 
City  of  whatever  kind  or  degree  so-ever,  empowered  to 
make  contracts  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  whether  said  head 
of  a  Department,  or  agent,  be  named  specifically  in  this 
Ordinance,  or  not ;  shall  Avithin  ten  days  after  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  and  every  year,  after  the  passage  of 
this  Ordinance,  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller,  a 
statement  of  all  claims  against  his  Department  and  due  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  said  statement  to  be  made  out  in 
detail — stating  the  name  and  business  locality  of  the 
claimant,  for  what  purpose  the  bill  was  contracted  ;  if  for 
labor  or  materials,  what  the  nature  of  the  materials,  where, 
and  when  the  labor  was  performed ;  if  on  account  of  a  con- 
tract, the  name  of  the  parties  to^the  contract,  if  said  con- 
tract, is  completed  or  not,  how  much  has  been  paid  on  ac- 
count thereof  and  how  much  remains  to  be  paid,  and  give 
all  and  every  information  in  his  power,  to  enable  the  said 
Controller  to  make  out  for  presentation  to  Councils,  an  ac- 
curate statement  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia at  the  commencement  of  each  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Department,  head  of  Department,  or  agent 
of  the  City,  who  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the  City  So- 
licitor any  claim  or  claims  of  said  Department  for,  or  on 
account  of  the  City,  to  be  by  him  sued  out  for  the  use  of 
the  City,  shall  within  five  days  after  placing  a  statement 
of  said  claim  or  claims  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor,  file  a 
copy  of  the  same,  with  a  copy  of  all  papers  relating  there- 
to, in  the  Department  of  the  City  Controller,  said  papers 
or  statements  shall  show  when  the  said  claim  was  charged, 
against  whom  it  was  charged,  for  what  services  it  is  made, 
whether  or  not  it  is  to  be  entered  upon  any  property  as  a 
lien,  if  so,  where  such  property  is  located,  and  all  necessary 
information  to  enable  the  Controller's  Department  to  keep 
a  clear  and  perfect  record  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  head  of  any  De- 
partment or  of  any  agent  of  the  City,  to  comply  with  the 
first  or  second  section  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  deemed 
a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  the  parties  neglecting  or  refu- 
sing to  comply  with  the  same,  shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  less

Councils,  they  may  upon  joint  vote  declare  the  position  va- 
cant, and  proceed  immediately  to  elect  another  person  to 
nil  the  same. 


AN  ORDINANCE, 
Ilequiring  the  City  Solicitor  to  perforin  certain  duties. 

The  Select  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, do  ordain,  that  the  City  Solicitor,  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  prepare  and  keep  in 
his  Department  a  docket,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  correct 
statement  of  each  and  every  claim  of  the  City  committed 
to  his  Department.  The  said  claims  shall  be  numbered  se- 
riatim upon  said  docket,  and  a  statement  made  thereupon 
of  all  facts  relating  thereto,  the  names  of  the  party  against 
whom  said  claim  or  claims  are  made,  the  date,  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  services  rendered ;  from  what  Department  the 
same  issued  and  the  amount ;  and  when  liens  are  entered 
up,  he  shall  describe  the  property,  and  its  location,  in  which 
said  liens  shall  have  been  entered. 

In  cases  of  claims  made  against  the  City,  the  same  shall 
be  entered  in  like  manner  with  all  particulars  relating  there- 
to upon  said  docket,  and  numbered  in  like  manner  as  afore- 
said ;  if  suit  is  brought  upon  the  warrants  of  the  City,  the 
entry  shall  show  the  date  and  number  of  said  warrants,  to 
whom  issued,  and  from  what  Department  issuing.  In  all 
cases  where  settlements  are  made  by  the  Solicitor,  and 
within  five  days  thereafter,  he  shall  notify  the  Controller 
of  the  same,  stating  how,  and  for  what  consideration,  said 
settlements  have  been  made.  The  said  Solicitor  shall  have 
said  docket  made  up  as  early  as  practicable,  and  include 
therein  all  cases  now  in  his  hands  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
placed  therein,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
1850,  he  shall  file  in  the  Department  of  the  City  Controller 
a  certified  copy  of  the  entries  upon  said  docket,  with  the 
numbers  thereof,  and  when  said  Solicitor  shall  collect  and 
pay  into  the  Treasury  any  claim   or  claims,  or  any  portion 
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thereof  liis  report  of  the  same  to  the  Controller's  Depart- 
ment shall  be  made  in  detail,  showing  what  claim  has  been 
paid  in  part  or  in  full,  how  much  has  been  collected  for 
costs,  and  how  much  interest,  and  referring  the  Controller 
to  the  docket  number  of  said  claim  ;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  Solicitor  to  report  to  Councils,  at  their  first  meetings 
in  January  and  July,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  his

AN  ORDINANCE,

be  the  duty  of  any  and  every  Alderman  elected  after  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  to  file  within  five  days  after  re- 
ceiving his  certificate  of  election,  a  copy  of  the  same  in 
the  Department  of  the  City  Controller,  and  send  therewith 
such  statements  as  are  herein  required  of  Aldermen  now 
in  office,  and  notify  said  Controller,  as  herein  before  recited, 
of  any  and  every  change  in  the  locality  of  his  office ;  said 
Aldermen  shall  report  once  a  month  to  the  City  Controller 
whether  or  not  they  have  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  City 
Treasury  any  fines,  costs,  and  penalties  payable  thereto  ; 
said  report  shall  state  in  detail  the  respective  amount  of 
41 
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costs,  fines,  or  penalties ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  dutj  of 
said  Aldermen  to  deposit  at  least  once  in  each  month,  in 
the  City  Treasury,  all  money  or  sums  of  money  belonging 
to  the  City.  All  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  con- 
flicting with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Further  delining  the  duties  of  the  City  Commissioner?. 

Sec.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  City  Commissioners,  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
expiration  of  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  hearing  of

Dear  Sir: — I  am  called  upon,  from  a  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  Market  Street  Bridge,  to  state  to  your  Depart- 
ment the  necessity  that  the  flooring  and  track-stringers  of 
the  northern  section,  used  by  the  City  Freight  Ilailroad, 
should  be  at  the  earliest  moment  repaired. 

The  track  stringers  are  at  many  points  absolutely  rotten, 
and  entirely  unfitted,  not  only  to  benr  the  weiglit  that  they 
are  continually  subjected  to,  but  to  hold  the  spiking  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  rail  upon  which  the  cars  pass.  The 
flooring  is  now  so  laid  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  floor  beams 
of  the  bridge,  the  protection  of  which  should  command  the 
closest  attention,  as  upon  their  sufficiency  depends  the  se- 
curity of  the  passing  travel. 

The  rails  are  badly  laid,  the  joints  being  so  imperfect  as 
to  create  ajar  at  each  rail  joint,  which  has  an  injurious  ef- 
fect upon  the  entire  structure.  The  rails  themselves  are, 
for  the  most  part,  worn  out,  the  edges  having  laminated, 
and  in  some  instances  exposing  the  centre  stem. 

I  would  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  track-stringers 
be  renewed  entire  with  10  by  12  timber,  and  that  the  inter- 
mediate flooring  be  laid  on  joist,  so  as  to  allow  a  free  cur- 
rent of  air  around  the  floor  beams ;  and  that  the  present 
wrought  iron  T  rails  be  replaced  by  the  cast  iron  city  pat- 
tern. The  present  condition  of  the  bridge  calls  fur  your 
immediate  action  ;  and,  as  an  approximate  estimate  of  cost, 
I  hand  you  the  following :

By  exchanging  the  old  wrought  rails  at  market  price,  in 
part  payment  for  cast  rails  furnished,  I  think  over  $500 
might  be  deducted  from  the  item  of  cast  iron  rails,  thereby 
reducing  the  amount  above  noted,  to  $3,900.  And  it  may 
be  possible  that  some  of  the  planking  now  in  place  may  be 
used  again,  but  what  quantity  I  cannot  now  determine.

Gentlemen: — The  joint  standing  "Committee  on  Pooi-" 
having  been  instructed  by  Councils  "to  investigate  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  contract  with  John  Jones,  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,"  respectfully  report,  that  they  have 
given  the  subject  matter  referred  to  them,  a  prompt  and 
thorough  investigation. 

In  the  examination  of  eighteen  witnesses,  the  following 
facts  were  elicited. 

That  a  number   of  bids  were  not  endorsed  according   to 
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the  advertisement  for  proposals,  and  in   consequence  were 
rejected,  as  alleged  by  the  Secretary. 

That  the  difterent  parties  bidding  for  the  contract,  had 
made  bets  of  money  among  themselves,  as  to  who  would  be 
the  lowest;  and,  that  some  of  the  bids  on  the  contract  were 
as  your  Committee  believe,  bogus,  and  made  for  the  purpose 
of  winning  bets,  and  with  no  view  of  furnishing  the  meat 
at  the  prices  bid  by  them. 

That  the  bid  of  John  Jones,  both  for  mutton  and  beef, 
was  the  lowest  of  the  bids  received  by  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians, and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  him  according  to 
law,  as  the  lowest  bidder. 

In  connection  with  the  iniquitous  practice  of  betting, 
"the  supper  at  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill,"  of  which  the 
members  of  the  Board  were  wholly  ignorant,  came  off 
after  awarding  the  contract. 

It  was  the  unanimous  testimony  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  and  others,  that  no  "  promise  of  a  supper"  on  the 
part  of  John  Jones  was  made  to  any  member  of  the  Board. 
The  whole  thing  was  done  without  any  previous  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Board  ;  and  those  who  op- 
posed Jones  getting  the  contract,  as  well  as  those  in  favor, 
attended  the  supper. 

This  matter  of  "meat  contract,"  which  has  been  made 
to  assume,  at  this  time,  an  appearance  of  fraud  and  corrupt 
management  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  dwin- 
dles down,  on  investigation,  to  the  immorality  of  betting 
among  the  "  bidders,"  and  an  impromptu  supper  by  one  of 
the  winners,  with  all  of  which  the  Board  of  Guardians  had 
no  official  connection. 

It  is  unfortunately  true,  that,  no  matter  which  political 
party  is  in  the  ascendant  in  the  management  of  the  Alms 
House,  the  most  marvelous  stories  are  put  in  circulation 
concerning  them,  for  the  most  part  for  political  effect ; 
especially  on  the  eve  of  elections. 

The  second  feature  in  this  business  may  be  thus  stated  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  held  subse- 
quent to  the  one  at  which  the  contract  was  awarded,  Mr. 
Jones  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Board,  (a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  annexed)  declaring,  that  he  could  not  fur- 
nish the  meat  at  his  first  bid  of  $4  U5  per  hundred  for  mut- 
ton and  S4  38  for  beef,  without  losing  about  eight  thousand 
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dollars  ;  and  askino;  the  Board  to  give  him  $6  25  per  hun- 
dred for  beef,  and  $6  30  for  mutton,  which  the  Board  of 
Guardians  agreed  to  do  ;  and  John  Jones  immediately  en- 
tered into  securities,  for  the  faithful  fulfilment  of  the  con- 
tract at  the  prices  last  stated. 

It  was  in  evidence  before  us,  that  the  Alms  House  was 
never  better  served  with  beef  and  mutton,  than  at  the 
present  time.  That  Jones  was  furnishing  the  "  whole  car- 
case,'' of  mutton  and  beef. 

The  butchers  who  bid  lower  than  Jones  at  the  first  awards 
were  before  us,  and  testified  that  they  could  not  furnish  the 
"whole  carcase,"  as  Jones  was  doing,  at  the  prices  bid  by 
them;  but  that  they  "would  furnish  in  the  usual  way,  by 
selling  the  choice  meat  in  the  market,  and  sending  the  rough 
pieces  to  the  Alms  House." 

Your  Committee  think  that  the  Board  of  Guardians,  in 
this  matter,  committed  an  informality,  and  have  thus  laid 
themselves  open  to  censure,  in  awarding  the  contract  to 
John  Jones  in  the  manner  in  which  they  did.  When  Jones 
made  known  his  desire  to  have  the  contract  price  increased 
beyond  his  first  bid,  the  Board  should  have  re-advertised 
for  proposals,  and  placed  all  the  bidders  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing. It  seems,  however,  that  previous  Boards  had  been  in 
the  habit  of  thus  acting.  The  previous  Board  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  introduction  of  gas  into  the  Alms  House, 
to  a  party  who  were  much  above  the  lowest  bidder.  It  has 
also  been  the  habit  of  previous  Boards  to  fix  prices  and 
award  contracts  without  advertising  for  proposals  at  all. 

Your  Committee  hope,  that  in  the  future,  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Guardians  in  regard  to  contracts  may  be  in 
strict  conformity  to  law  and  justice. 

In  summing  up  this  whole  matter,  your  Committee  have 
arrived  at  the  following  conclusions,  to  wit: 

1.  That  the  principal  charges  against  the  Board  of 
Guardians  in  this  matter  have  not  been  sustained  by  any 
evidence  before  us. 

2.  No  evidence  was  produced  which  in  the  least  manner 
would  go  to  show  that  John  Jones  had  used  corrupt  means 
to  obtain  his  contract. 
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3.  That  the  Board,  in  awarding  the  contract  to  Jones, 
acted  informally,  but  not  dishonestly,  nor  with  corrupt  in- 
tentions. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Guardians  have  the  legal  authority 
to  contract  for  any  supplies  for  the  Alms  House,  for  Avhich 
Councils  have  made  appropriations  by  Ordinance.  And 
that,  as  there  was  an  appropriation  to  the  item  of  "  beef 
and  mutton,"  when  the  Board  entered  into  contract  -with 
Jones,  that  therefore  the  contract  of  the  said  Jones  is  bind- 
ing on  the  City. 

5.  The  Board  of  Guardians,  (composed  of  three  shades 
of  political  opinions,  as  it  is,)  with  entire  unanimity  testi- 
fied that  Mr.  Jones  was  furnishing  the  Alms  House  with 
beef  and  mutton  better  than  ever  before,  and  that  it  could 
not  be  furnished  at  lower  prices,  as  Jones  now  furnished,  in 
"the  whole  carcase." 

Your  Committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  subject.

Philadelphia,  August  30,  1858. 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor : 

Gentlemen:— The  contract  awarded  to  me  to  furnish 
the  beef  and  mutton  to  the  Alms  House  for  the  ensuing 
year,  I  shall  be  unable  to  fulfil  at  the  prices  mentioned  in 
the  proposals. 

The  cost  of  cattle  and  sheep  at  present  will  render  it 
impossible  for  any  contractor  to  do  justice  to  himself  and 
to  you,  at  less  than  $0  25  for  the  beef,  and  $6  30  for  the 
mutton. 

There  is  but  little  prospect  that  cattle  can  be  purchased 
at  figures  much  lower  than  the  present  rates ;  and  to  fulfil 
the  contract  faithfully  and  honestly— which  I  shall  do  when 
it  is  closed— I  shall  lose  from  six  to  eight  thousand  dollars 
in  cash,  at  the  proposal  prices.  This  result  you,  gentlemen, 
cannot  desire.  It  is  a  sacrifice  of  my  private  means  to  the 
public  treasury,  which  I  am  unable  to  make,  and  which  no 
public  body  would  be  willing  to  accept.  If,  therefore,  you 
will  authorize  the  security  to  be  entered,  and  the  contract 
executed  at  the  fair  living  prices  above  indicated,  I  am 
prepared  to  close  the  business  at  once.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen:  —  The  Committee  on  Finance  have  for 
some  time  been  deliberating  upon  the  best  method  of  pla- 
cing the  City  Treasury  in  a  position  that  will  enable  the 
Treasurer  to  meet  all  of  the  current  indebtedness  of  the' 
City,  and  relieve  those  parties,  who  hold  warrants,  from 
being  speculated  upon,  and  forced  by  necessity  to  dispose 
of  their  just  claims  at  an  unreasonable  discount,  which  is 
regarded  by  all  right-thinking  men  as  a  discreditable  posi- 
tion for  a  City,  whose  wealth .  and  resources  are  such  as 
those  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  permanent  loan,  recently  disposed  of,  has  met  the 
amount  of  temporary  loans,  and  fills  up  fully  the  deficiency 
for  which  it  was  created. 

The  amount  of  Outstanding  Warrants  on  Oc- 
tober 1,  inclusive,  was,  $470,000

Leaving  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  less 
\he  discount  to  be  collected.  Ten  months  of  the  year  have 
passed,  and  very  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  taxes 
have  been  received. 

The  amount  collected  this  year  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year  to  this  date,  notwithstanding  the  rate  of  taxation  was 
fixed,  and  collections  commenced  seventy  days  earlier  in 
the  present  year  than  in  1857. 

The  amount  collected  last  year,  from  the  28th  of  October 
to  the  15th  of  January,  was  $020,888  07,  and  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  doubt  but  that  an  equal  amount  will  be  col- 
lected within  the  same  period  of  time  approaching.  In 
view,  therefore,  of  the  promised  ability  exhibited  by  these 
figures,  for  the  Treasury  to  meet  all  of  its  liabilities 
promptly  by  a  temporary  measure  of  relief,  the  Committee 
prefer — rather  than  take  the  course  that  has  been  suggested 
of  stamping  warrants  to  bear  interest  at  G  per  cent,  after 
being  registered,  to  recommend  to  Councils,  the  creation  of 
a  Temporary  Loan  of  $500,000.  Two  hundred  thousand 
to  be  used  to  take  up  all  the  warrants  now  floating,  and 
from  the  receipts  of  the  Treasury  to  continue  to  pay  war- 
rants as  they  may  be  issued,  reserving  the  power  to  bor- 
row $300,000,  or  any  part  thereof,  if  the  receipts  at  the 
Treasury  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  the 
funded  debt,  due  January  1,  1859.  They  feel  confident, 
unless  their  most  reasonable  calculations  are  defeated  by 
unforeseen  events,  that  they  will  in  this  way  be  able  to 
meet  all  demands  as  they  are  made,  and  at  its  maturity  to 
pay  whatever  temporary  loan  may  be  created.  Tlie  Com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  present  state  of  the 
money  market,  they  can  effect  a  temporary  loan  at  a  satis- 
factory rate  of  interest ;  and  they  feel  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  devise  a  plan  by  which  the  honest  creditor  of  the  City, 
who  has  rendered  a  fair  equivalent  in  labor  or  materials, 
shall  be  promptly  paid. 

They  most  earnestly  call  upon  the  taxpayers  to  aid  them 
in  this  effort  by  the  prompt  payment  of  their  indebtedness 
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for  taxes,  which  they  regret  to  say  is  not  being  done  at  the 
present  time. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  report   the  an- 
nexed Ordinance,  and  ask  its  adoption.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Poor  have  had  under 
consideration  a  number  of  bills,  contracted  for  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  whicii  have  been  lying  over  for 
some  time.  These  bills  have  all  been  examined  and  signed 
by  the  proper  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and 
are  believed  by  us  to  be  correct. 

Your  Committee  suggest  the  propriety  of  passing  these 
Bills  at  once,  as  longer  delay  may  subject  the  City  to  nu- 
merous law-suits  and  unnecessary  expense. 

The  following  Ordinance,  containing  the  Bills  referred 
to,  is  herewith  submitted,  (copies  of  which  may  be  found 
on  Common  Council  File,  No.  22.) 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  before  them  the  Report  of 
a  sub-committee  of  the  Board  of  (Juardians,  asking  for  an 
appropriation  to  erect  a  two-story  stone  building  fur  manu- 
facturing purposes.  We  have  examined  the  plan,  and  have 
also  viewed  the  proposed  location,  and  heartily  approve  of 
it.  The  present  work-shops  are  frames,  and  in  danger  of 
being  destroyed  at  any  moment,  and  are  quite  unfit  for  use. 
The  onl}'  wonder  is,  that  the  proposed  improvement  has  not 
been  sooner  erected.  The  stone  will  be  quarried,  and  the 
principal  part  of  the  work  done  by  the  inmates  of  the  Alms 
House.  We  also  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $400 
asked  by  the  sub-committee,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
tools,  &c.,  for   quarrying  purposes.     Herewith   appended 
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will   be   found    the  Report  referred  to,  all  of  which  is  ap- 
proved, and  respectfully  submitted.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  to  devise  some  plan  for  the  better 
employment  of  the  surplus  pauper  labor  at  the  Alms  House 
at  Blocklcy,  after  having  advised  with  your  Committee,  and 
being  encouraged  to  expect  whatever  means  were  necessary 
for  the  attainment  of  the  object  named,  made  at  the  last 
meeting  a  Report,  which  was  in  substance  as  follows : 

To  erect,  for  manufacturing  purposes,  a  substantial  stone 
building,  180  feet  by  50  feet,  two  stories  in  height,  capable 
of  holding  60  hand  looms  with  their  necessary  appendages, 
40  to  50  shoemakers'  benches,  together  with  paint  and  car- 
penter shops. 

The  estimated  cost  for  stone  work,  lumber,  carpenter 
work,  hardware,  lime,  gravel,  paint,  glass,  and  roofing, 
^2,250. 
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And  further,  we  have  upon  the  ground  an  excellent  qua- 
lity of  building  stone;  and  we  are  confident,  that,  with  the 
help  we  have  in  the  House,  we  can,  before  next  summer, 
raise  from  six  to  eight  thousand  perches  of  stone,  and  have 
them  boated  across  to  South  Street  Wharf,  Avhere  they  can 
be  sold  at  from  75  cts.  to  85  cts.  per  perch,  tims  netting  the 
sum  of  from  $5,U00  to  $56,000,  fi-om  that  which  is  now  a 
dead  loss  to  the  Institution.  But  we  have  not  the  tools, 
nor  the  means  to  purchase  them,  for  quarrying  purposes  ; 
and  we  would  therefore  ask,  for  this  purpose,  the  sum  of 
$iOO,  which,  we  consider,  will  be  sufficient. 

Having  no  other  object  in  view  than  simply  the  discharge 
of  our  duty  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the 
Poor,  seeking  to  further,  by  all  means  in  our  power,  the 
best  interests  of  the  City, — and  believing,  from  your  intel- 
ligence and  devotion  to  the  public  interest,  you  will  at  once 
appreciate  and  approve  the  importance  of  this  matter,  we 
would  ask  that  you  bring  the  matter  before  Councils,  and 
urge  the  immediate  passage  of  an  Ordinance  appropriating 
$2,G50  for  the  objects  named.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Requiring  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  furnish  the  City  Solicitor  with 
measurements  and  descriptions  of  property  against  which  claims  are  to  be 
filed. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  that  to  enable  the  City 
Solicitor  properly  to  describe  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
against  which  it  becomes  his  duty  to  file  a  claim  for  regis- 
tered taxes,  or  for  curbing,  paving,  grading,  laying  pipes 
or  culverts,  or  the  expenses  for  removing  nuisances  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  or  for  any  other  expenditure  by  the  City 
for  which  a  claim  may  be  filed,  and  a  lien  created  by  law, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to  furnish  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  with  an  account  thereof,  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  furnish  the  City  So- 
licitor within  twenty  days  after  he  shall  be  requested  so  to 
do,  with  an  accurate  measurement  thereof,  together  with  a 
with  a  precise  description  of  its  locality.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  of  the  district  in  which  said  lot 
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or  piece  of  ground  is  situate,  to  furnish  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  with  such  measurements  and  descriptions 
whenever  requested  by  him  so  to  do,  within  ten  days 
after  being  so  rei^uested  ;  and  the  District  Surveyors  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  description  of 
lot  or  piece  of  ground  so  furnished  ;  which  amount  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  added  to  the  bill  of  costs 
to  be  by  him  collected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  in 
all  cases  where  it  may  be  requisite  for  them  to  perform 
any  work,  upon  any  premises,  to  be  paid  for  by  measure- 
ment of  quantity,  that,  prior  to  the  commenceraent  of  such 
work,  they  shall  advise  the  Survey  Department  thereof, 
when  i;  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Department  to  direct 
such  measurements  to  be  made  by  the  District  Surveyor  in 
whose  District  the  work  may  be  situate,  as  may  be  requisite 
to  obtain  the  accurate  quantity  of  work  done,  when  the 
same  shall  have  been  completed,  and  when  notified  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  that  such  work  is  completed, 
he  shall  proceed  to  measure  the  same,  make  out  duplicate 
bills  therefor,  stating  the  items,  inclusive  of  Surveyors' 
charge,  hereafter  noted,  assessing  the  cost  thereof  to  the 
several  properties  upon  which  said  work  may  have  been  per- 
formed, and  return  the  same  to  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, within  twenty  days  after  said  notice  has  been  received  ; 
wliich  bills  in  duplicate  shall  then  be  delivered  to  tlio 
Health  Officer,  who  shall  proceed  in  form,  as  prescribed 
for  bills  of  paving,  in  Section  2  of  Ordinance,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  manner  of  paving  streets, 
itc,"  approved  May  o,  1855  ;  excepting,  that  when  the 
specified  time  may  have  elapsed  after  the  delivery  of  said 
bills  as  so  directed,  and  they  remain  unpaid,  that  they  shall 
be  remitted  to  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  proceeded 
with  in  manner  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  City  Solicitor  to  file  claims 
therefor,  and  collect  the  same  according  to  law.  The 
charges  to  which  the  Surveyors  and  Regulators  shall  be 
entitled  for  work  so  ordered,  and  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  and  included  in  bill  of  costs,  filed  by 
him,  shall  be  as  follows:  for  one  hundred  cubic  yards  or 
less,  two  dollars,  and  two  cents  for  each  additional  cubic 
yard.

Requiring  the  Departments  to  balance  their  books  and  furnish  statements  at 
the  expiration  of  each  and  every  fiscal  year. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  head  of  each  Department 
of  the  City,  and  every  agent  of  the  said  City,  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1859,  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  and 
every  fiscal  year  thereafter,  balance  the  books  of  his  depart- 
ment, and  draw  off  a  balance  sheet  of  the  same ;  which,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  claims  against  his  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  the  unsettled  claims  his  department  may 
have  against  any  party  or  parties,  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Controller's  Department  within  five  days  after  the  date 
herein  before  mentioned.  And  upon  the  expirati  n  of  the 
term  of  office  of  any  head  of  Department,  clerk  or  agent 
of  the  City,  he  shall  hand  over  to  hi.s  successor  in  office  his 
books,  duly  balanced,  with  the  balances  upon  said  books 
duly  brouglit  down  to  new  accounts  ;  and  the  new  incumbent 
shall  continue  his  accounts  in  same  books  until  they  shall  be 
duly  filled.

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AN  ORDINANCE 
To  further  define  the  duties  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  report  to  the  City  Controller,  at  least  once 
a  month,  the  amount  of  the  allowances  made  by  him  from 
the  tax  duplicate  during  the  preceding  month.  Said  Report 
shall  state  the  amount  of  the  original  assessment,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  property  assessed,  in  whose  name  it  is  assessed, 
the  amount  of  each  allowance,  and  the  respective  nett 
amounts  upon  which  the  taxes  shall  have  been  paid.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  alter  or  set  aside  the  Reports  he  has  hereto- 
fore made  to  said  City  Controller.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  said  Receiver  of  Taxes,  within  ten  days  after  filing 
in  the  Department  of  the  City  Commissioner  a  return  of 
the  taxes  to  be  registered,  to  file  a  copy  of  the  same  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Controller.  The  said  Receiver  of  Taxes 
shall  also,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July  of  each  and  every  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
Ordinance,  file  in  said  Office  a  Report  of  the  balances  out- 
standing of  the  taxes,  of  each  and  every  year  since  Con- 
solidation, on  the  day  up  to  which  said  Report  shall  be 
made,  to  wit:  the  first  day  of  January  or  July,  as  the  case 
may  be. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Requiring  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  to  pay  certain  moneys, 
collected  by  him  on  account  of  the  City,  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Sheriff'  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  to  pay,  at  least 
once  a  month,  into  the  City  Treasury,  all  money  collected 
by  him,  the  said  Sheriff,  on  account  of  the  City,  other  than 
money  collected  on  executions,  or  in  satisfaction  of  judg- 
ments obtained  for  use  of  the  City  by  the  City  Solicitor. 


And  said  Sheriff  shall  report  to  the  Department  of  the  City 
Controller  the  amount  of  "teposits  so  made,  stating  in  detail 
the  sources  from  whence  said  money  shall  have  been  derived. 
And  the  said  Select  and  Common  Councils  do  further  or- 
dain, that  the  City  Commissioners  shall  not  issue  to  said 
Sheriff  any  warrant  or  warrants  in  payment  of  services 
rendered  to  the  City,  until  the  stipulations  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  have  been  complied  with. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  issuing  of  Warrants  in  part  payment  of  contract?. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  Ordinance,  no  head  of  a  Department,  clerk  or  agent 
of  the  City,  empowered  to  draw  warrants  on  the  City  Trea- 
sury, shall  draw  any  warrant  in  part  payment  of  any  con- 
tract, or  for  any  bill  for  labor  or  materials  furnished  under 
any  contract,  in  any  name  other  than  that  of  the  party  to 
said  contract.  And  each  and  every  warrant  drawn  in 
payment  or  on  account  of  any  contract,  or  for  any  bill  for 
labor  or  materials  furnished  under  any  contract,  shall  state 
on  the  face  of  said  warrant  the  title  of  the  contract  in  part 
payment  of  which  it  shall  be  drawn.

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Iliphways,  Bridges,  Sewers, 
and  Cleansing  tlic  City,  to  pay  certain  road  damages,  in  ceriilicates  of 
Cit)'  debt. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Highways, 
Bridges,  Sewers,  and  cleansing  the  City;  for  the  purpose 
of  paying,  in  manner  hereafter  mentioned,  the  following 
amounts  assessed  as  damages  for  injuries  sustained  by  the 
following  named  persons  by  the  opening  of  streets,  that  is 
to  say:  to  Crosby  B.  Morrison,  the  sum  of  $1600  00;  to 
C.  F.  Seybert,  the  sura  of  ^40  00 ;  the  several  amounts 
assessed  fur  damages  sustained  by  the  opening  of  Colum- 
bia Avenue,  from  Germantown  Road  to  Cadwalader  Street. 

To  Brown  and  Quain,  the  sum  of  $1300  00 ;  to  Steven- 
son and  Maris,  the  sum  of  $150  00;  the  several  amounts 
assessed  for  damages  sustained  by  the  opening  of  Moya- 
mensing  (late  Jefl'erson)  Avenue,  from  Greenwich  to  Mifflin 
Street. 

To  William  Craig,  Trustee  for  Burial  Lot,  $500  00 ;  the 
amount  assessed  for  damages  sustained  by  the  opening  of 
Moore  Street,  from  the  River  Delaware  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  late  District  of  Southwark. 

Sec.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropri- 
ation shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
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ways,  and  shall  express  that  the  same  are  payable  in  cer- 
tificates of  the  City  debt.  Provided,  that  no  warrant  sliall 
be  drawn  until  the  City  Solicitor,  upon  the  faith  of  proper 
certificates  of  Search,  to  be  produced  to  him,  shall  certify 
that  there  are  no  liens  or  incumbrances  against  the  proper- 
ty, to  which  the  said  damages  have  been  awarded. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  delivery  of  any  such  warrants,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Controller  to  the  City  Treasurer,  as  spe- 
cifies that  the  payment  of  the  amount  therein  contained  is 
to  be  made  in  certificates  of  City  debt,  the  said  Treasurer 
shall  deliver  to  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same  is  drawn, 
or  to  his  order,  certificates  of  City  debt  to  the  amount  ex- 
pressed in  such  warrant,  which  certificates  shall  be  such  as 
ate  provided  for,  and  described  in  an  Ordinance  approved 
August  23,  1855,  entitled,  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for 
the  issue  of  certificates  of  debt  in  payment  of  road  dama- 
ges, and  to  pay  the  contract  price  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and 
Police  Telegraph,"  and  the  said  certificates  shall  be  a  por- 
tion of  tho^e  authorized  to  be  issued  by  said  Ordinance. 


RESOLUTIONS 

To  authorize    the   paving    of    certain    Streets,  and   grading  at   GirarJ  Avenue 
Twenty-fourth  Ward. 

Besolved  1.  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  that  the  Highway  Department  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  compe- 
tent paver,  for  the  paving  of  Hare  (late  Pratt)  Street  from 
Twenty-second  to  Twenty-fourth  Street,  in  the  Fifteenth 
Ward;  the  conditions  of  which  contract  shall  be,  that  the 
contractor  will  collect  the  cost  of  said  pavinji,  from  the 
owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  street.  The  City  to 
be  at  no  expense  for  the  same,  and  the  water  pipes  to  be 
first  laid  therein. 

Resolved  2.  That  the  Highway  Department,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  repave  and  tramway  Wheat  Street,  from 
Jefferson  Avenue  to  Second  Street,  in  the  Second  Ward  ; 
and  Chatham  Street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth  St'-eets 
in  the  Eighth  Ward. 

Resolved  8.  That  the  Highway  Department  is  hereby 
authorized  to  do  the  grading  necessary  around  wing  wall 
46 
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at  Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward;  and 
to  expend  therein  a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Resolved  4,  That  the  Highway  Department  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  responsible  per- 
son, for  the  erection  of  a  Culvert  Bridge,  over  Crecsham 
Creek  at  Hills  mill  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  ;  said  Bridge 
to  be  in  accordance  with  a  plan  furnished  by  the  District 
Surveyor,  and  to  be  built  with  stone ;  the  arch  to  be  twelve 
feet  in  width  by  forty  feet  in  length  ;  the  contractor  to  build 
the  wing  walls,  and  do  all  the  necessary  grading  &c.,  for 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  the  same  to  be 
paid 'when  the  contractor  produces  a  certificate  from  said 
District  Surveyor  that  the  Bridge  is  completed,  and  the 
road  in  good  travelling  condition,  out  of  Item  7,  "for  re- 
pairs made  to  Bridges,"  of  appropriation  made  to  the  De- 
partment of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,  and  Cleansing 
the  City.
